However, it appears, that he obtained poſfeſſron of his ſhare 


of the eſtate that devolved to him in right of his mother, Iſa- 
bel Mowbray, already taken notice of 5 for, in 1500, Thomas 
Howard, Earl of Surrey (afterwards 2d duke of Norfolk) grand- 
ſon of Margaret Mowbray, the other coheir of John Mowbray, 


Duke of Norfolk before-mentioned, made partition with him 
of the lands o that had belonged to the ſaid John Mowbray.

men at arms. In 14 Hen. VIII. he was ſummoned * to par- 
liament (though he had not the place of his anceſtors) but fat 
according to the date of that ſummons ; and in the enſuing 
year was ſent into France, with an army under the command 
of Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, to join the Emperor. 
Maximilian I. with a view of making conqueſts in thoſe parts. 
He ® married Catherine, daughter of Sir William Berkeley, of 
Stoke-Gifford in com' Glouc. Knt. but had no iſſue. He died 
at Calais on September 12, 1523, and was buried there in 
Trinity-chapel in St. Nicholas's pariſh, leaving his wife ſur- 
viving, who died, Sept. 6, 1526, ordering her body to be 
buried in the chapel of our Lady in the Monaſtery at Dartford

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« of Hieres, in which are three Forts, ſurpriſed the ſtrongeſt,

wreck in his return home; his ſhip, the St. George, having

The character of this Baptift, 4th Earl of Gainfborough 
who died ori March 21, 1750-51) has been delicately drawn 
by the Reverend Mr. John Skynner, then fellow of St. John's- 
College, Cambridge, and afterwards Public Orator there, in 
his fermon upon the melancholy occaſion of his funeral; which 
he delivered in the following words? | 
6 His heart was naturally tender, as his ſentiments were ra- 
*« tionally refined, which diffuſed a remarkable delicacy over 
& his actions, toward the firſt and principal object of his affec- 
« tion; and there was that politeneſs, as well as tenderneſs, 
in his whole conjugal deportment, as ſecured a firm and un- 
« interrupted happineſs. It was the ſtudy of his life, to in- 
* {til into the amiable partner of it, every accompliſhment 
& that adorns a female mind. He gained the hearts of his 
© children; by affection; which is ill ſupported'by mere au- 
c thority : and he knew how to render himſelf their compa- 
“ nion, without any danger of forgetting that he was their fa- + 
ic ther. He was careful to aſſiſt the tender openings of their 
& reaſon, and to cultivate in their hearts the nobleſt and moſt 
6 generous ſentiments. He preſerved the obedience of his ſer- 
“ vants without ſeverity ; and gained their affections without 
% leflening his ſuperiority. His heart was too great to behave 
*© towards them with that infolence of rank, which is the cer- 
e tain characteriſtic of low minds in high ſtations. A dignity, 
6“ thus tempered with humanity, was attended with ſuitable 
e effects, and one ſhall ſeldom find in the houſe of the great, 
& ſuch a number of ſervants, ſo decent, fo ordetly, ſo ob- 
« ſervant, ſo well difpoſed ; and moſt of them (which ts a pe- 
% culiar circumſtance) have grown up, under his own roof; 
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6 His benevolence ſpread itſelf over the whole circle of hw. 
© man exiſtence, and every inſtance of diſtreſs was the object 
& of his enlarged compaſhon. He would not oppreſs the mo- 
« deſty of the preſent, or injure the virtues of the abſent, to 
cc call forth the loudeſt peals of mirth, that unfeeling ſpright- 
<<. lineſs ever raiſed. On the contrary, he endeavoured to con- 
4 ceal thoſe blemiſhes in others, which he could not correct, 
and to extenuate rather than magnify their faults. His be- 
«© neficence was refined, uniform, and unbounded. It aroſe 
% not from oſtentation; few delighted more in concealed acts 
<« of bounty: it reſulted from a thorough conviction of the 
4% duties of humanity, from a ſenſe of the various caſualties 
&- of life; and from the overflowings of a natural compaſſion, 
« He relieved, without offending the delicacy of diſtreſs ; and 
© rendered poverty rather ſenſible of the heart that pitied, than 
even of the hand which beſtowed. "The hoſpitality of his 
t temper was extremely remarkable: no gueſt ever entered his 
© manſion, who was not received with all the warmth of the 
* moſt generous welcome. His {kill in muſic, painting, and 
« poetry; his knowledge in the principal arts and embelliſh- 
«© ments of elegant life; and a very judicious knowledge in 
« hiſtory and the ſciences, rendered him, at all times, capable 
c of furniſhing out a polite entertainment, both for himſelf 
c“ and others, of the fame improved and cultivated taſte. His 
6 heart was ſo {trongly ſuſceptible of the ſocial impreſſions, 
& that he made it an inflexible rule of his conduct, never to 
«« revive the remembrance of an injury, which he had once 
ce forgiven. —To ſpeak of him in the more extenſive relations 
*« of ſociety; he was a true Briton, zealouſſy devoted to the 
© intereſt, of his country, and conſequently maſt inviolable in 
„ his attachments to the preſent Royal Family. Accordingly 
« he contributed to the ſupport of thoſe principles, when they 
« were lately in ſo much danger of being ſubverted, (in 1745) 
c and the ſervices he then performed in maintenance of our 
« civil and religious rights, were honoured with the expreſs 
de thanks (as they juftly merited) of his Sovereign. In fine, 
% every tender affeCtion ſoftened his diſpoſition ; every elegant 
« grace adorned his mind; and a thouſand engaging acts were 
«© perpetually flowing from the generoſity of his heart, and the 
c liberality of his hand.” .

PHE learned Camden *, and other of our atifiquatiey 
| ree, that variations. in ſurnames were uſual ; and an 
evident proof of the alteration thereof, appears in this family of 

Ornornr, OHREN, or Orno (as ſometimes wrote) is ſaid, 
in ſome pedigrees of this family, to be deſcended from- the 
Dukes of uſcany, and, coming from Morence into. Nor. 
mahdy, paſſed _ thetice into England: But Othoere is 
mentioned, in the appendix “ to the life of King Alfred, to 
be living in his teign, a rich and powerful Lord, and to de- 
rive his deſcerit from anceſtors in the kingdom of Norway, 
It alfo appears; that OrTatk, as wrote in Doomſday Book e, 
was living in England in the reign of Edward the Copfeflor 
and in the pedigrees is made to be the ſoh of Othoere. 

The moſt ancient record in this kingdom is that ſurvey 
made by William the Conqueror, which is kept in the Ex- 
chequer at Weſtminſter, and entitled, Liber Judiciarius, or 
Doomſday Book, begun in the 14th of that monarch, but not 
3 the ꝛ0ch, as the book itſelf declateth. By this 
uryey it appears “, that WALTER Fitz OTHER (i.e. Walter 
the ſon of Other) was found to be poſſeſſed, in, Godelmin hun- 
dted, in the county of Surrey, of fourteen” hides of land in 
Contone ; and that Tezelin held Hormer of this Walter for fif- 
teen hides ; and Gerald held of him Piperherge for five hides, 
In Kingeſtone hundred, he had a man of the ſoke of Kinge— 
ſtone, to whom he puve in charge the keeping of the King's 
mares in the foreſts | being Warden of all the foreſts in Berk- 
ſhire, and Caſtellan of Windſor ] and that man held two hides 
there, but had no right in the ſame. In Watchinges hundred, 
he held Horſeley, which was rated at ten hides, 

In Hamteſcire, in Noteham hundred, he held Widehel for 
one hide; and Gerlei, in Cillei hundred, for three hides. In 
Berecſcire, in Ripleſmer hundred, he held Ortone for one hide 
and a half. In Nachedorne hundred, he held Ciltone for 
five hides, and Borcheldeberie for one hide, which a man of 
his held of him, lying in the foreſt, and never was taxed, as 
the Seyre ſays, In Theneteberie, he held half a hide, which 
King Edward gave his anceſtor out of his farm, ſree from all 
dues (for the cuſtody or keeping of the foreſts) except forfeitures

Walter Fitz Other, before mentioned, was Warden of all 
the foreſts in Berkſhire, and Caſtellan of Windſor, in the reign 
of William the Conqueror. He, according to ſome. pedigrees, 
bore for arms, Gules, a Saltire Argent, but by others, Argent, 
a Saltire Gules, and is ſaid, in the Earl of Kerry's pedigree : 
(a deſcendant from him) atteſted by Sir William Segar 
(Garter King of Arms) 1615, to marry Gladys, daughter of 
Rygwallon ap Convyn, Prince of North-Wales ; but by Vin- 
cent (who was a learned and laborious Herald) Beatrix is made 
to be his wife, and that he had iſſue by her three ſons, William, 
Robert, and Gerald. Of theſe ſons, there have been diſputes 
concerning the priority of their births, In the Earl of Kildare's 
genealogy, drawn in 1662, Gerald is ſaid to be the eldeſt ſon; 
but the before mentioned Sir William Segar, Garter, Sir 
William Dugdale, Garter, John Anſtis, Eſq. late Garter, and 
gther of our Engliſh Heralds, verſed in records, aſſert, that 
William was the eldeſt ſon, Robert the ſecond ſon, and Ge- 
rald the youngeſt ſon. It is alſo a preſumptive evidence that 
William was the eldeſt, as he inherited the capital ſeat and pol- 
ſeſſions of his father; whereas Gerald raiſed himſelf by his ſer- 
vices in Wales, in manner following: 3 

King Henry II. being at variance with Rheſe, Prince of 
South Wales, ſent the ſaid Gerald, as Captain-General, with 
a choſen band of men, to reduce him to ſubmiſſion; which be-

Cadugan ap Blethyn, chief Lord of Cardiganſhire, was made 
ge of the county of Pembroke; and was alſo Chamber- 
ain to the King, as Vincent * afſerts; and that he married 
Neſta, daughter of Rheſe, and ſiſter of Griffith, Princeſs of 
South Wales, and concubine to King Henry I. The ſaid 
Neſta, by her huſband Gerald, had ifſue four ſons, according 
to Vincent, viz. William, Maurice Fitz Gerald, Mauger 
Fitz Gerald (who had two ſons, Melier and Robert) and Da- 
vid, who was Arch-deacon of Cardigan, and by the name of 
David Fitz Gerald i, conſecrated Biſhop of St. David's, Dec. 
19, 1147, 13 Steph. 2 ln? 

Some diſpute bas alſo been about the priority of the births of 
William, 'and Maurice Fitz-Gerald ; but Vincent, and our 
Engliſh antiquaries, as likewiſe the Earl of Kerry's pedigree, 
agree in making; William the eldeſt, which may well be pre- 
ſumed, as he was poſſeſſed of the caſtle of Karria, or Carrio 
(being written both ways) in South Wales, the inheritance of

| his mother, and * was Governor of the caſtle of Pembroke. 


From this ſaid William de Carrio, deſcended the Carews of 
Devonſhire and Cornwall; the family of Gerard, Earls of 
Macclesfield, which terminated in Fitton Gerard, who died 
on December 26, 1702: likewiſe the families of the Lords 
Gerard of Bromley, the Gerards of Bryn, in Lancaſhire, and 
others of the name of Gerard.

engaged in moſt of the conſiderable actions in reducing the

from him the-noble family of the Fitz-Geralds in that kingdom 
derive their origin; of whom the preſent Marquis of Kildare,

the year aſter, the King, continuing abroad, with thoſe wo 


went over with him, obtained three victories over the French 
in sche laſt of which, between Curſeles and Gyſors, Philip II. 
King of France fell into the river of Ethe, the bridge breaking 
under him, with the throng of his army, flying to ſave their 
lives from the Engliſh ; and, before he could be drawn out of 
the river, he was very near being ſuffocated with the water. 

This William de Windſor bore for his arms Gules a Saltire 
Argent; and was either ſlain, or died in the ſaid expedition, as 
may be preſumed z for, in 7 Rich. I. Walter, his ſon and heir d, 
was poſſeſſed of the inheritance, who had a brother named 
William de Windſor, as will hereafter appear.

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The faid Wal TER de Windſor i, accompanied his father, 
in 6 Rich. I. in the expedition into France. And, having no 
iſſue male, he, in 9 Rich I. by a fine levied in Eaſter term, 
divided, in conjunction with his brother William, the whole 
barony of William de Windſor, their father * : the faid 
Walter and his heirs, by the partition, having the town of 
Burnham, and the advowſon of the church of Burnham; the 
town of Beconsfield, with the advowſon of the church ; Eton, 
with the advowſon of the church; and Ortone, with the mem-- 
bers and appurtenances; alſo, half of the town of Horſeley in 
Surrey. He likewiſe held! a ray Fo fee, in Eſſex, of Richard 
de Montfichet, that was in the King's hands, and for which 
he paid eſcutage, or knight's ſervice to Richard J. 

e had iſſue only two daughters his heirs, whereof Chriſ- 
tian n, in the 5th of King John, gave a fine of 220 marks, that 
it might be tried, whether ſhe was his next heir or not, and to 
have livery of the land, whereof Walter de Windſor, her fa-

This WiLLI1am de Windfor ? had allotted for his ſhare, the 
lordſhips of Hakeburn with the appurtenances, Stanwell, and 
the Meres, with the appurtenances, and the advowſon of the 
church of Stanwell ; the whole town of Horton, with the ad. 
_ yowſon of the church; half the town of Horſeley, and ad- 
vowſon of the church; yielding and paying, yearly, a pair 
of pilt ſpurs, for all ſervices. 'The knights fees of the barony 
were likewiſe divided, viz. of Walter de Windſor's part, this 
William de Windſor had aſſigned him four knights fees, to 
hold to him and his heirs, by homage and ſervice ; - whereof 
Miles, ſon of Thorold, held two knights fees, in Chilton and 
Wokefield ;. John Vautort owed the fervice of one knight's fee, 
in Willehale; and Henry de Bedefunt owed the ſervice of one 
knight's fee in Bedefunt. Of the ſaid four knights fees, Wil 
liam, and his heirs, were to do ſervice to Walter de Windſore,

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and to his heirs. And whatſoever accrued to the ſaid barony, 
by. common cuſtom, was to be ſhared between them. Rs 
This William de Windleſore (as the name was then wrote) 
bore for his arms, Cruſuly a Saltire, which his poſterity ſtill 
uſe, he was ? one of the witneſſes to the foundation charter of 
Richard King of the Romans, of the abbey of Burnham, in 
the county of Buckingham, dated at Cippeham, April 18, 

1197. In 1212, be 9 paid into the Exchequer one hundred 
pounds for livery of ſome part of the lands that were Walter de 
Windſor's, his brother, and were ſome time poſſeſſed by his 
daughters, before mentioned. And, in 16 John, on collection 
of the ſcutage of Poictou , he was found to hold nine knights 
fees, and an eighth part, being the moiety of the honour of 
William de Windſore, as the record ſpecifieth, for which he 
aid eighteen pounds five ſhillings. The year following, the 
Barons entering into recognizances to ſerve the King as long as 
he lived, and to aid and aſſiſt his heirs, begotten on the body 
of Iſabel bis wife, this William de Windſor * was bound for 
Gilbect Fitz-Reynfrid's performance on his part, whoſe niece 
Edyth, natural daughter of William Plantagenet, Earl of Poy- 
tou, brother to King Henry the Second, he had married : he 
was ſucceeded in his eſtate by his ſon and heir, 

WIIIIAu d: Windſor, ſurnamed the Great Seal, who, by 
his deedet, without date, granted to William Fitz-Alured, of 
Grove, that half yard-land in Stanwell, which Jordan, the 
ſon of the ſaid William - Fitz-Alured held of him and his 
heirs, paying to him and his heirs, for all ſervices, three ſhil, 
lings at 2 N and Michaelmas, yearly; reſerying to the 
King ſuch ſervice as is due for an half yard of free land; and, 
in conſideration thereof, the ſaid William Fitz-Alured paid 
as a fine, to the ſaid William de Windſore, three marks and 
a half of ſilver, and to Agnes, his wife, a bezant. And, in 
31 Hen. III. he had "a grant from the King of 100/. owing 
to the Exchequer from William, his father. In 38 Hen. III. 
when all thoſe, who held lands of the value of twenty pounds, 
were ſummoned by the Sheriff of every county, to be at Lon- 
don with horſe and arms, from thence to go to Portſmouth, 
to be tranſported into Gaſcoin, to ſerve againſt the King of 
Caſtile, who had entered on the King's lands and committed 
hoſtilities *, this William de Windſor was certified to hold 
twenty pounds in lands, and more, in the county of Middle- 
ſex, as allo twenty pounds in lands in Berkſhire. And, in 45

And in 1297, when 
the King by writ, dated May 20, commanded the Sheriffs of 
every county, to require all who held lands to the value of 
twenty pounds, or more, to be at London on Sunday next fol- 
lowing the Octave of St. John Baptiſt, with horſe and arms, 
apparelled according to their degree, in order to go beyond the 
ſeas with the King, to their own honour, and the welfare and 
common profit of the realm *, this Richard de Windfor ap- 
peared accordingly. And the King * fent over his army into 
Gaſcoiny, under the command of his brother, Edmund, Earl 
of Lancaſter, with divers Lords, Knights, ce. | 
In 26 Edw. I. he attended in parliament, being returned 
one i of the Knights for the county of Middleſex, And on 
May 20, 28 Edw.

was married in 23 Edw. III.) Sir Miles de Windſor, his only 
ſon and heir, ſixteen years of age, and more; from whom the

But 1 hall firſt treat of Sir WILLIAM de Windſor, ſecond 
fon of Richard de Windſor, laſt mentioned. He entered early 
into a martial lifez was knighted before, April 4, 1360, when 
by that title “, he, with Sir William Sutton, were witneſſes to 
the will of Bartholomew, Lord Burgherſt. And on March 1 5. 
1360-61, the King, finding the incurſions of his enemies in 
Ireland es, appointed Lionel, Earl of Uliter, his fon, Lord 
Lieutenant, forthwith to repair thither, and bringing from 
England 1 500 men, this Sir William de Windſor was retain- 
ed by him ®at two ſhillings per diem; alſo, for two Knights in 
his retinue, two ſhillings each; for forty-vine Eſquires, twelve 
nce each, and ten archers on horſeback, ſix pence each. 
e Earl, having ſubdued O' Bryan, and done many other good 
acts, to the ſatisfaction of that nation i, returned to England 
on April 22, 1363, yet, whether Sir William de Windſor was 
left behind, does not appear. But, in 1367, on the French 
ſurprizing Ponthieu, he was appointed, with all expedition, 
to go“ with the forces, then at Dover, ready to croſs the ſeas 
for the defence thereof, when news came, that the French 
King, Charles V. had taken the country. Whereupon !, Kin 
Edward hearing that the Scots had alſo engaged with the French 
King, and deſigned to invade his dominions, he, on Sept. 4s 
the ſame year ® appointed this Sir William Windſor, with the 
Biſhop of Carliſle, and the Lord Clifford, Wardens of the 
Welt Marches, towards Scotland. After which, on intelli- 
gence that the French King had ſet forth a great navy to in- 
-vade-Ireland, he was conſtituted, in 43 Edw. III. * Lieutenant 
of Ireland ; and for his better ſupport in the King's ſervice, had 
a grant of a thouſand marks per annum, to be paid out of the 
King's Exchequer, until ſuch time as the, King ſhould grant 
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lands and rents of that value to himſelf. and his heirs for ever, 
And, immediately thereupon “, he had a grant of the manor 
and caſtle of Dungarvan, alſo of the caſtle called Bluck-caſtle, 
to him and the heirs of his body. He landed in Ireland ? on 
July 12, 1369, and called a Parliament at Kilkenny 2, and ſoon 
after, another at Ballydoil. He vigorouſly proſecuted the war 
-againſt the rebels in Leinſter, but was interrupted by O' 
Colnor and O'Bryan, who got the better of the Engliſh in the 


| county of Limerick, ſo that he he was obliged to march to the 


defence of Munſter, where he behaved ſo well, that John Mac- 
namara (a great man in Thomond) ſubmitted, and gave hoſ- 
tages to keep the peace, eſpecially towards the Biſhops of Li- 
merick and Killaloe, nor annoy the city and caſtle of Lime- 
rick, &c. He was ſent for to England, and thereupon, on 
March 21, 1370, he deputed Maurice, Earl of Kildare, Cuſ- 


tos of Ireland, who was ſworn the next day. 


In 49 Edw. III. he returned again to Ireland i, landing at 
"Waterford, April 18, 1374, and was ſworn at Kilkenny, on 
May 4. The King being fully ſatisfied (as the patent * re- 
Cites) of the fidelity and circumſpection of his beloved and 
faithful William de Windſore, be conſtitutes him his Lord 


Lieutenant in Ireland, with full power to admit the rebels, as 


well Engliſh as Iriſh, to their allegiance, and to pardon, them 
of all rebellions, manſlaughters, robberies, felonies, ſedition, 


larcenary, and combinations, whatſoever, in the ſaid realm by 


them committed, and to receive their fines and redemptions. 


Alſo to recover, to the King's uſe, all forfeited lands and te- 


nements, and to farm-let them, by the advice and aſſent of 
the Chancellor and Treaſurer of that nation. And to inſped 
into the behaviour and adminiſtration of all who are in office 
there, and ſuch as ſhall be found unprofitable to diſplace, and 
put in others (the Chancellor and Treaſurer excepted) more 
proper to adminiſter juſtice, according to the laws of the na- 
tion. He undertook the cuſtody of Ireland, for eleven thou- 
fand two hundred and thirteen pounds fax ſhillings and eight 
pence per annum, and obtained an order from the King and 
Council, that all, who had lands in Ireland, ſhould repair thi- 
ther, or ſend ſufficient men in their room, to defend the coun- 
try, on penalty of forfeiting their eſtates *. Nevertheleſs, find- 
ing the Iriſh ſtubborn, he left James, Earl of Ormond,. Lord 
Juſtice, July 24, 1376. 3 |

took to wife the famous Allice Perrers, of whom 1 ſhall recite 
ſome account from Mr. Barnes, who, in his elaborate Hiſtory 
of the Reign of King Edward III. examined all facts aſſerted 
by other authors. He ſays *, That, being a perſon of ex- 
*« traordinary beauty, ſhe was, in 48 Edw. III. made Lady of 
ec the Sun, and rode from the Tower of London through 
c Cheapſide, accompanied with many Lords, Knights, and 
c Ladies; every Lady leading a Lord oX a Knight, by his 
ce horſe's bridle, till they came into Weſt-Smithfield ; where 
t preſently began ſolemn juſts, which held for ſeven days to- 
& gether. That ſhe had been conftantly miſrepreſented by 
< moſt of our writers (one taking it from another) as being 
King Edward's concubine, but that it was improbable, from 
the reputation ſhe had of being taken in marriage by ſo con- 
“ ſiderable a perſon, as the Lord William Windſor ; and that 
« King Edward, who never elſe is ſaid to have gone aſtray, 
te even in the flower of his age, ſhould, within five years of 
© his Queen's death, when he was very impotent, [4 in 
« flames. That the records wherein ſhe is mentioned, are 
« not ſevere on her reputation, as appears from the charge 
« againſt her, brought into Parliament in 1 Rich. II. in theſe 
« words: . | | 

« Dame Allice Perrers was introduced before the Lords, and 
by Sir Richard le Scrope, K nt. Steward of the King's houſe» 
« hold, charged for purſuing of matters, contrary to orders 
« taken two years before; namely, that no woman ſhould, 
“ for any advantage, preſent any cauſe in the King's court, on 
ce pain of loſing all they had, and being baniſhed the realm for 
«© ever. That, particularly, ſhe had procured Sir Nicholas 
% Dagworth to be called from Ireland, whither he was ſent; 
& and that ſhe alſo procured, from the King, reſtitution of 
& lands and goods, to Richard Lyon, merchant, of London, 
« whereas the ſame lands, having been forfeited by him, bad 
& been given to the King's own ſons. To all which the faid 
&« Dame Allice replied, that ſhe had not purſued any ſuch 
„ thing for any advantage of her own: whereupon divers 
ce officers, counſellors, and ſervants to King Edward the Third, 
«© being examined, proved, that ſhe made ſuch purſuit; and 
that, in their conceits, for her own private gain. Then 
« judgment was given by the Lords againſt the ſaid Dame, 
c that, according to the order aforeſaid, ſhe ſhould be baniſh- 
ed, and forfeit all her goods and lands whatſoever.” But 
Sir Robert Cotton makes this remark on it: To ſay truth

By the faid record, being ſtiled Allice Perrers, it ſhould: 
ſeem}, that ſhe was not then the wife of Sir William Windſor, 
and that he married her afterwards :- for the next year, 2 Rich. 
II. in che records of Parliament, it is thus ſpecified *: „ Sir 
& William of Windſor, and Allice, his wife, late Dame Al- 
s lice Perrers, pray the revocation of a judgment made in the 
* laſt Parliament, tit. 41, 42, 43, againſt the ſaid Allice, for 
& errors therein contained. The record was brought forth, 
« and errors aſſigned. But the King's learned council adjudg- 
« ed, that they could not ſue in ſuch wiſe, but that by attor- 
* ney they might ſue. Whereupon the ſaid William, and 
% Allice; his wife, late called Dame Allice Perrers, by a new 
8“ bill required, that they, by Edmund Clay and Robert Brown, 
« their attornies, might purſue the reverſal of the ſaid judg- 
er ment. The King committed the matter to the Lords, who 
<« licenſed them by the King's favour to purſue the ſame.” 
In 3 Rich. II. the King, by his letters patent, bearing date 
at Weſtminſter, 15 Martii, reciting *, that Allice Perrers, 
whilſt ſhe was fingle, having purchaſed the third part of the 
manor of Compton-Murdak, in Warwickſhire, and two parts 
thereof in reverſion, after the death of Allice, the widow of 
Sir John Murdak, Knt. grants it to Sir William Windſor, and 
His heirs, for ever, out of the ſingular reſpects (as in the pa- 
tent) that he bore towards the ſaid Sir William, for his man 
notable ſervices ; and, eſpecially, for his beirig at that time 
retained by indenture to ſerve him in his wars, with two hun- 
dred men at arms, and two hundred archers, under the con- 
duct of Thomas de Wodſtoke, Earl of Buckingham (the 
King's uncle) for the expedition into Britany, in which the 
ſaid Earl was to be General. They landed at Calais d, June 4, | 
and from thence marched through France, being (as Stowe | 
writes ©) approved and tried Knights, who, in their way, iy 
ſpoiled the French, and entered Britany without oppoſition.

In 
the ſummons ſent to him to take that degree, the King recites®, 
« That he hath appointed twenty-fix of the moſt able perſons, 
and of honourable blood, and ancient houſes coming, being 
no Knights of this his realm, to take the order of Knight- 
« hood, and to repair to the Tower of London, the 22d day 
5. of June, and that day to ſerve the King at his dinner, and 
they that ſhall be made Knights, to bear diſhes unto the King 
6 that ſaid day, in token that they ſhall never bear none after 
„that day, and to be Knights of the Bath in the Tower of 
* London, the 23d day of June next coming, called the even

In June 1513, he embarked with the King in the expedition 
into France, and u was Treaſurer of the King's middle ward of 
battle; and having been at the ſiege of Terroven, and the bat- 
tle which enſued, Auguſt 16, called, by our hiſtorians, the 
battle of Spurs, from the ſwiftneſs of the French in running 
away; he was, for his valiant behaviour therein, theo fourth 
of thoſe who were advanced to the honour of Knights Banne- 
rets.

Lewis XII. King of France, attended on her into that king. 
dom, having, in his retinue, twenty horſe, and was allowed 
by the King, for his expences, twenty-ſix ſhillings and. eight 
pence per day. The King, with the Queen, and the whole 
Court, aceompanied her to Dover, in the month of Septem- 
ber, and * there ſtayed ſome time, the wind being ſo high, that 

one of the King's ſhips, called the Lubeck, was driven aſhore 


before Sandgate, and there wrecked; whereby, of ſix hundred 


men, ſcarcely three hundred eſcaped. On October 2, at four 
in the morning, the Princeſs took her ſhip, with all her noble 
company, and, when they were about a quarter over the ſea, 
the wind roſe and ſevered the fleet; ſome reached Calais, 


ſome were forced on the ſhore of Flanders, and the ſhip ſhe 


was in, was with great difficulty brought to Boulogne, with 
ſuch danger, that the maſter run the ſhip on ſhore, and Sir 
Chriſtopher Garnyſhe ſtood in the water, receiving her in his 
arms, and carried her to land. She was received by the Duke 
of Vendoſme, and a Cardinal, with a great retinue, who wet- 


comed the Queen, and all her train. And, within three miles 
of Abbeville, King Lewis met her on a great courſer, and ſhe 
would have alighted, but the King would not ſuffer her! but 
complimented her on coming; and, after a little converſation, 


returned to Abbeville by a ſecret way; and ſhe, with great 
triumph, proceſſion, and pageants, was received in the town of 


Abbeville, October 8, by the Dauphin, with all demonſtra- 
tions of honour. The next day they were married in the church 
there, and a great banquet was prepared for her attendants, 
who were highly entertained. On Tueſday, October 40, all 


her train of liſh, except a few officers were diſcharged, the 


French King willing them to take no longer pain in attending; 


and giving them rewards, they took leave of the Queen and 
returned to England. , e 


In 10 Hen. VIII. he was charged with providing ten men 
for the King's ſervice in his wars, according to the tenure of 
lands he held in Berkſhire. And in 1520, was ſummoned to 
attend the King and Queen to Canterbury, and ſo to Calais 
and Gyſnes, to the meeting of Francis I. the French King *, 


with eleven ſervants and eight horſes in his retinue. They 
landed at Calais, on May 31, and, on June 4, removed, with 
their whole train, to Guiſnes; and a particular relation of the 
grand interview, and expenſive entertainment, with their rich 
apparel, is recited in Hall's Chronicle, from folio 73, to 84. 
The King, and the Queen, with the whole court, returned to 


Calais, June 25; and having there concluded on an interview

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with the Emperor, new proviſions were made for that triumph; 
but the King, conſidering the charge of thoſe who attended on 
him, cauſed Cardinal Wolſey to call them all before him, 
_ when the Cardinal, in the King's name, gave them thanks with 
great commendations; and, ſor eſchewing of coſt, licenſed 
them to fend home the half of their number of ſervants ; and 
bid them, after their long charges, to live warely, which term 
warely, was (ſays my author) amongſt the moſt part of chem 
taken for barely, and fore diſdained by them. On July 10, 
the King rode to the town of Graveling, in Flanders, waited: 
on by his Nobles, Knights, and Gentlemen; and, at a place 
called Waell, the Emperor Charles V. met the King, and 
ſhewed ſuch affection to him, and affability to all his court, 
that he won the love of all the Engliſh 5 and at Graveling the 
+ Nobles, Knights, and Gentlemen, were feaſted with ſuch 
chearfulhefs, that they much praiſed the Emperor's court. And 
they were alſo welcomed by the Emperor's aunt, Margaret, 
the particulars whereof, and the maſks on that occaſion, are re- 
cited by Hall. The Emperor, and his aunt, the ſaid Marga- 
ret, Dutcheſs dowager of Savoy, and Governeſs of the Nether- 
lands, came with the King to Calais, and were royally enter- 
rained there x; and when they took leave of the King and 
Queen, were accompanied by them part of the way, and friend- 
ly embraced. On their departure, the King, with his train, 
returned to Calais, and immediately embarked for England, 
ſafely landing the latter end of July. | z- 
In 14 Hen. VIII. the merchants of England, that had fac- 
tors at Bourdeaux, complaining”, that the French King, con- 
trary to his league, had taken their goods, and impriſoned 
their factors and friends; alſo, reſtrained their ſhips in every 
port in France, rifling their goods on board them; the King, 
and his council, thereupon ſent for the French Ambaſſador, 
who denying the matter as they had reported, the Cardinal 
faid to him, If you note the council of England ſo light, as 
to tell fables, you be miſadviſed, &c. Whereon four French 
hoſtages in England, that lay for the payment of the money 
for the ſurrender of 'Tournay, were delivered to the Lord St. 
John, this Sir Andrews Windſor, Sir Thomas Lovell, and 
Sir Thomas Nevill -, each of them ſaſely to keep one of the 
ſaid hoſtages, and not permit any of their nation to ſpeak pri- 
vately to them; and the Ambaſſador was commanded to keep 
his houſe, till he was ſent for; and all the goods belonging to 
the French were attached, &c. 4 

In 15 Hen. VIII. the Parliament adviſing the King to a war 
with France, the Duke of Suffolk was appointed with a royal

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army, as Captain-General, to paſs into France *, and. this Sit 


Andrews Windſor was one of the Commanders of thoſe forces. 


They arrived at Calais, on Auguſt 24, and, there being 4 


the chief officers of his. army, rode to Graveling, to meet Chriſ- 
tian the depoſed King of Denmark, and the Lord Iſilſten, Cap- 
tain-General of Flanders, who amicably entertained them; 
and, having concerted meafures with that King for invading 
France in ſeveral places, returned again to the army without 
Calais. Hall gives an account of their ſeveral marches into 
France, till they came to a ſtrong town well fortified, called 
Bray, on the river Somme, garriſoned by 1600 veteran ſoldiers; 
and, the ordnance being brought to play on it, October 20, it 
was taken by aſſault the ſame day, by the valour of the Engliſh 
nobles (as my author writes) who comforted and encouraged 
their men. After which they took the town of Roye, and 
coming, October 25, before the ſtrong town of Montdedier, 
laid ſiege to it; when the Duke taking it into conſideration, 
that in it were two thouſand foot, and one thouſand horſe, he 
therefore © ſent for the chief officers of his army, and praiſing 
them for their hardineſs, and the noble courage he ſaw in them, 
faid it did much encourage his ſetting forward in the fiege, the 
Praiſe whereof ſhould, be to them, and not to him, and re- 
ueſted them to continue in their valiant doings, for with 
d's grace he intended to bring his ordnance before the town 
the next morning; which was accordingly done, and on the 
28th the town capitulated, and the Engliſh took poſſeſſion 
thereof. On November 13, they came before the caſtle of 
Boghan (now Bouchain) thought to be impregnable, 'and 
though great rains had fallen, and after came a ſevere froſt, 
whereby many ſoldiers died of cold, yet they beſieged it, and 
it was delivered by capitulation. But, the froſt continuing very 
"fervent, whereby many died, the Duke of Suffolk diſpatched 
the Lord Sandes to-declare the neceſſity of retiring into winter 
quarters. And that Lord coming to the King at Windſor e, 
declaring that his army was in great miſery, the ways deep, 
long nights and ſhort days, great journeys and little victuals, 
had cauſed the ſoldiers daily to die: “ Well, ſays the King, 
«+ all this we knew before your coming; wherefore we have 
„appointed the Lord Montjoy, with 6000 men, ſor the relief 
<< of our army.“ And, in all haſte, Sir Robert Jernyngham was 
difpatched to the Duke; but before he arrived there, his ord- 
nance was laid up in the city of Valenciennes in Hainault, and 
a Hal, fol.

. berie, and Loſemore, in the county of Glouceſter. Alſo, by 
Inquiſition taken at Weſtminſter, November 29, 1577, hes 
was found to die on January 24, 17 Eliz. poſſefled of the ma- 
nors of Cranford St. John's, and Cranford le Mote ; the ma- 
nor of Greneford alias Stickleton, in Greneſord, held by pa- 
tent, Auguſt 4, 31 Hen.

Earl of Plymouth (as is before obſerved). He married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Nicholas Staines of Eſſex, and had three 
ſons, Dixie, William, and Walter, and a daughter, Eliza- 
beth, wife of George Allington, Eſq. he died Dec. 29, 1617, 
buried at Richmond, Surrey.

Which Thomas-Windſor Hickman, being in minority 
at bis ſaid uncle's 'death *, became ward to William, Vit- 
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count Say and Sele, then maſter of the court of wards and li- 
veries. But upon that unparalelled defect of the Engliſh and 
Scotch, this Thomas (though then but 15 years of age) brought 
in to his Majeſty a good troop of horſe, which, at his own 
charge, he maintained, and from time to time recruited, dur- 
ing the long continuance of that rebellious war; and, behav- 
ing himſelf in ſeveral battles and ſharp encounters, with great 
loyalty and valour ; eſpecially in that near Naſeby, on June 14, 
1645, where he ſtoutly charged, with the regiment of horſe 
then under his command, through and through the enemy's 
army: and his Majeſty, taking ſpecial notice thereof, com- 
manded, that he, with the ſame regiment, ſhould be his royal 
guard for that day. | | | | 
But all being Joſt in the ſaid fatal battle, and the King con- 
ſtrained to retreat to Aſhby-de-la-Zouch, in Leiceſterſhire, he 
there moſt graciouſly acknowledging the ſignal ſervice of thoſe 
horſe in that unhappy fight (and, in particular, the merits of 
this Thomas-Windſor, for his dextrous conduct therein) as a 
ſpecial teſtimony of bis royal grace and favour to him, gave 
order to the Lord George Digby (then one of his principal Se- 
cretaries of State) to prepare a warrant for his royal ſignature, 
in order to a patent under the great ſeal, for reviving the title 
and dignity of Lord Windſor, to bim the ſaid Thomas-Wind- 
for, and the deſcendants of his body lawſully begotten : but 
from that time forward, continual loſſes befalling the King, fo 
that the rebels totally prevailed throughout all his Majeſty's do- 
minions, nothing was further done thereupon, until the happy 
reſtoration of Charles II. and then his Majeſty (as expreſſed in 
his patent) taking into conſideration the many good ſervices per- 
formed by this Thomas-Windſor, throughout the whole courſe 
of that grand rebellion (among which, the raiſing the ſiege of 
his Majeſty's garriſon of High Ercall, in Shropſhire, was not 
the leaft) as alſo his ſufferings by impriſonment, plunder, and 
otherwiſe ; did, by a declaratory patent under his great ſeal, 
bearing date, June 16, 1660, the 12th year of his reign u, 
reſtore unto him the ſaid Thomas and his deſcendants, as afore- 
ſaid, the ſtile, title and dignity, of Lord Windſor, with. the 
like pre-eminence and precedence in all parliaments, and elſe- 
where, as the ſaid Thomas, late Lord Windſor, or any of his 
.anceſtors, bearing that title, had heretofore of right uſed and 
enjoyed. And, on July 18 * following, conſtituted him Lord 
Lieutenant of Worceſterſhire, 5 | 

After which, being ſummoned, as Lord Windſor, to 

the enſuing parliament begun at Weſtminſter, May 8, 16

This Liulph, being ſtripped of his great poſſeſhons by the 
Normans, who ruled in all places with a ſevere hand, quietly 
withdrew into the biſhoprick of Durham, where he was 
dearly beloved by the people, not only in reſpect of his high 
parentage, but of his many eminent qualities; whereby he 
Ade into ſuch familiarity and credit with Welcher, Biſhop of 
urhatnz, and Eärl of Northumberland, that he would do 
nothing in temporal affairs without his advice: but this credit 
that he had with the Biſhop was the cauſe of his death; Which 
is thus related in Anglia Sacra, and by another author, ® from 
Simeon Dunelmenſis, who was a monk of Durham, and pre- 
centor of that church, A. D. 1164. 4 | 
Leofwin, the Biſhop's chaplain, and archdeacon, finding 
himſelf not fo often called to council as he was before his 
Lord's acquaintance with Ltulph, conceived ſuch envy, as that 
he procured one Gilbert (who had been made Sheriff by his 
couſin the Biſhop) to murder the faid Liulph by night, in his 
manor=place, not far from Durham; which the Biſhop. hav- 
ing notice of, and knowing it would be grievouſly taken of 
the people, he, as ſoon as he heard of the murder, ſent let- 
ters and meſſengers into the country, offering to purge hime 
ſelf of being concerned in it, according to the order of the 
canon Jaws; and gave out, that he had baniſhed Gilbert, and 
others out of Northumberland, who had committed the 
murder. But the people finding this to be a ſtory, and that 
he had not banithed the murderers, but received them into his 
houſe, and favoured them as before, they ſtomached the mat- 
ter highly; and a day being appointed by the kindred of 
Liulph, for a conference with the Biſhop, at Gateſhead, con- 
cerning the murder, and the Prelate, inſtead of giving them

ſatisſaction, taking refuge in the church, they threatened to 
ſet fire to the place, if the Archdeacon and Sheriff, who had 
alſo taken the ſame ſanctuary, were not delivered up. At 
length, by the perſuaſion of the Biſhop, Gilbert went out, 
and, with his aſſociates who ventured out with him, was in- 


ſtantly killed by the enraged multitude. The Archdeacon re- 


fuſing to come out, Walcher himſelf ſtept forth, caſting the 
fkirts of his gown over his face, and, whillt he was addreſſing 
the populace in the mildeſt manner, was diſpatched with 


lances. Leofwin ſtill continued in the church, till it was in 


flames, and, then coming. out, almoſt ſcorched to death, was 
backed in pieces. This happened on May 14, 1080, the

Rovely, as alſo 401. rent in Morewicke, with nineteen tene- 
ments and a water mill in Huſband, in the county of Northum- 
berland; and that Ralph de Lumley was his brother and heir, 
and at that time of the age of 21 years. | | 
Which RAaLPen de Lumley was a Knight in 9 Richard II.“ 
and in the retinue of Henry de Percy, Earl of Northumber- 
land, in that expedition then made into Scotland, wherein he 
ſo well behaved, that he ® was made Governor of Berwick upon 
Tweed, in 10 Rich. II and © continued there in 11 Rich. II. 
but in 4 12 Rich. II. was taken priſoner by the Scots. After 
which, in 15 Rich. II. he was Deputy-governor of Berwick, 
under Henry de Percy, Earl of Northumberland; and the 
Fear after, 16 Rich.

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depoſal of Richard II. joined in a confederacy againſt Henr Y 
LV. binding themſelves by indenture ſcxtipartite, to be d M 
gent and faithful to each other in their undertaking, and were 
worn to keep their deſign ſecret, and to attend carefully upon 
the execution of it! But appearing in arms, l and the Lords 
taking their lodgings'in the town of Cirenceſter, whilſt their 
forces encamped without the town, were overpowered by the 
inhabitants, and carried-priſoners to the Abbey, notwithſtand- 
ing all means were uſed, by their ſervants and retainers, to fur- 
ther their eſcape. And our hiſtorians relate, that 28 Lords, 
Knights, and Gentlemen, the chief leaders of the rebellion, 
were brought from thence to Oxford, to the King, who imme- 
diately cauſed them to be executed there. But this Lord Lum- 
ley, who was ſtandard- bearer in that expedition, and ſtiled a 
Banneret, died in the field of battle; which is evident from the 
record, ® whereby all his lands and tenements, which he held 
in fee · ſimple from Jan. 5, 1 Hen.

He married Eleanor, daughter of John, Lord Nevil, of Raby, 
and ſiſter of Ralph, Earl of Weſtmorland. Which Lady, in 
her widowhood (2 Hen. IV.) had an aſſignment of 201. per 
annum during life, out of the cuſtoms at Hull, à which was 
confirmed by Hen V. in 1413, the firſt year of his reign, with 
the further grants of the lands and tenements in Beautrone and 
Strauton in the biſtioprick of Durham, and Holme in Holder- 
neſſe, with the appurtenances, in com' Ebor. Their“ flue 
that ſurvived, were four ſons, Thomas, Sir John, William 
Aſtiled of Lumley, 15 Hen. VI) and Marmaduke; as alſo three 
daughters, Elizabeth, wife of Adam Tirwhit, of Kittleby, in 
com' Line. Eſq. Margaret, wedded to Sir John Clervaux, of 
Croft, in Yorkſhire 3 and Catharine, married to Sir john Chi- 
deock, of-Chideock, in Dorſetſhire. 

Of the ſons, 1 ſhall firſt take notice of Marmaduke, the 
youngeſt, who, having a learned education, was elected Maſ- 
ter of I rinity-Hall, in Cambridge, ? and Chancellor of that 
Univerſity, in 7 Hen. VI. alſo, on April 15, the year follow- 
ing (1430) had the temporalities of the Biſhop of Carliſle deli- 
vered to him, and 4 was conſecrated the next day Biſhop of that 
fee. In 11 Hen. VI. he was ſpecially appointed to take care 
of the intereſts of the clergy of the King and kingdom, at the 
great council c held at Baſil; and in the King's letters of ſafe

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conduct, dated May 1, in the fame year, he is ſtiled Marma. 
duke Lumley, Biſhop of Carliſle, late Rector of Stepney, in 
Middleſex, and. executor of Sir John Lumley, Ent. On“ 
December 18, in 25 Hen. VI, he was conſtituted Treaſurer of 
England; and after having fat twenty years Biſhop of Carliſle, 
was tranſlated to the biſhoprick of Lincoln, Feb. 8, 1450-51, 
29 Hen, VI. which he enjoyed ſcarce a year, departing this 
life in his attendance on the King at London. He was at 
great beneſactor toward the building of - Queen's-College in 
Cambridge, and beſtowed 200 marks (a great ſum in thoſe 
days) on the library of that college, with a great many good 
 TroMas de Lumley, the elder brother of the Biſhop, de- 
parted * this life on May 31, 1404, 5 Hen. IV. being then 
ſeiſed of the caſtle and manor of Kilton, with the manors 
of Lytbum, Cotum, 'Ihweng-upon=the-Wolds, Oktone juxta 
Swathorpe, Okton-Holme in Holderneſſe, in com* Ebor, and 
 Haddeſton, in com' Northumb. as alſo 0 the caſtle of Lum- 
ley Parva, and manors of Stanley, Strauton, Rikleſden, and 
Beautrone, in the biſhoprick of Durham; leaving Sir John 
Lumley, Ent. his brother and hefr, twenty years of age. But 
John Beaufort, Earl of Somerſet, * had a grant of ſeveral ma- 
nors, lands and tenements, which his father was poſſeffed of, 
to the value of 3601. a great eſtate in that age. 

The ſaid Sir Joan 33 doing his homage in 6 Hen. 
IV. had livery of all the caſtles, .manors.and lands, whereof 
Sic Ralph Lumley, his father, was ſeiſed at the time of his at- 
tainder ; and the honour of Knighthood was conferred on him 
for his ſervices in Scotland. He alſo ſerved that monarch in 
his wars with the French, who, having experience of his fide- 
lity, he was fully reſtored in blood (tainted by the conviction 
of Ralph, his father) by act of Parliament in the 13th year of 
Hen. IV. He alſo ſignalized himſelf with Hen. V. in his wars; 
and in the 1cth year of the reign of that victorious monarch, loſt 
his life in the field of battle, "with Thomas, Duke of Clarence, 
the King's brother; who being betrayed by Andrew Forguſa, a 
Lombard, his fcout-maſter, that repreſented the numbers of the 
enemy to be inferior to what they were, precipitated himſelſ 
Into a battle at Baugy, in the province of Anjou, on Eaſter Eve, 
April 13, 1421, and was there flain, together with this Sir 
John Lumley, Lord Lumley, the Earls of Tanquervile and 
Angus, and the Lord Roſs, who diſapproved of this raſh de- 
ſign ; yet made proof of their duty and their valour, not only

Which GeorGEt, Lord Lumley, was knighted before the 
2d year of Edw. IV. * when he was Sheriff of the county of 
Northumberland, for that, and the ſucceeding year. An office 
in that age, of great power and truſt ; for the Sheriffs of Nor- 
thumberland never accounted to the King an his Exchequer, till 
the 3d year of Edward VI. but received the iſſues and profits 
of their bail*wick to their own uſe, with all other debts, fines,

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The faid John, fon and heir of George Lumley, on the 
death of his grandfather, was then an infant; but on his 
petition in the firft year of Edw. VI. ſetting forth,“ That he 
*© was a perſon in lineage and blood corrupted. and deprived 
& of all degree, eſtate; name, fame, &c. by reaſon of the 
* attainder of George Lumley his father; * it was enacted, 
& That the ſaid John Lumley, and the heirs male of his body, 
& ſhould have, hold, enjoy, and bear the name, dignity, ftate, 
& and preheminence of a Baron of this realm, &c.“ On Sept. 
29, 1553, two days before the coronation of Queen Mary, 
he was made one of the Knights of the Bath, in company of 
the Earl of Devonſhire, the Earl of Surrey, the Lord Aberga- 

venny, the Lord Berkeley, and ten others, being firſt knighted 
by the Earl of Arundel (his father-in-law) Lord Steward of 
the houſhold, who had commiſſion from the. Queen to con- 
fer that honour; and the oath adminiſtred to them was, 
& Right dere brother, gret worſhyp be thys ordre unto you. 
„ Almyghty God geve you the preſynge of al knyghthode, 
« Thys is the ordre of Knyghthode: You ſhall honour God 
above al thyngs; yee ſhal be ſtedfaſt in the feith of holly 
church, and the ſame mayntain and defend to your power. 
4% You ſhall love your ſovereygn above al earthly creatures: 
% and for your ſovereygn, and ſovereygnes right and dygnitie, 
Yee ſhal defend wydows, maydens, and or- 
phelyns, in their ryght. Yee ſhall ſuffre no extortion as far 
furth as ye may; nor ſyt in place where any wrongful judge- 
„ ment ſhall be geven to your knowledge. And as grete ho- 
„ nour be this noble ordere unto you, as ever it was to any of 
« your progenitours.” His Lordſhip and his Lady were at the 
coronation, he attending among the Barons, and ſhe f.being 


one of the fix principal Ladies dreſſed in crimſon velvet, that 


fat in the third chariot of ſtate; next to whom rode ten 
Ladies in crimſon velvet, their horſes trapped with the ſame; 
coaches in that age being uſed by none of the nobility, and ag

1564. On April 24, 1556, he, and the Lord Talbot,

In the firſt year of Queen Elizabeth, he l was conſtituted 


one of the Commiſſioners to receive the claims of all ſuch as 


q Rot, Pail.

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held of the Queen in grand ſerjeanty, and were required to. 

erform their reſpeCtive fervices. | In 8 Eliz. * he was employed 
to treat with Coſmo Medicis, Duke of Florence, about 11250. 
owing to her father Henry VIII. and having received it with 
intereſt, the Queen gives the ſaid Duke a diſcharge for it. 
After this I find no mention of him, till 12 Eliz. when, 
with his father-in-law, the Earl of Arundel, being privy to 
divers tranſactions, relating to the Queen of Scots; as alfo to 
her defigned marriage with the Duke of Norfolk, ! they were 
both taken into cuſtody. It is related by Camden u, That a 
% great many who obſerved the Queen's averſeneſs to marriage, 
*« and that foreign Frinces, who were enemies to England, con- 
ce ſidered the Queen of Scots as the undoubted heir of the crown 
« of England, believed it would tend more to the ſettlement 
« of affairs, and the fixing the Queen of Scots to juſt meaſures 
„ of government, ſhould the marry the Duke of Norfolk, the 
« firſt Nobleman in England, a man of popular mtereft, and 
e bred up in the proteſtant religion; than ſhould the admit of a 
« foreign Prince, who might, by her help, embroil both king- 
* doms, and at laſt inherit them; whereas it was the general 
«. with to have them united in a perſon of Englith blood, ſhould 
« the young King of Scots do otherwiſe than well.” 

It is very likely, that his Lordſhip concurred in theſe affairs, 
out of the great regard he had for the Earl of Arundel, who, 
in his laſt will and teſtament (bearing date, December 20, 
1579, the 22d year of Queen Elizabeth) recited, * That 
„ by deed dated the 14th of March, in 8 Eliz. he had freely 
& gave to his fon the Lord Lumley, all his goods, chattles, 
& houſhold-{tuff and plate. And in confideration of the great 
„ Jove, care, and affection, which he had always found his 
« faid ſon, the Lord Lumley, to bear to him: as alſo for and 
&« in conſideration of his great travel and pains, taken for him 
* about his buſineſs and affairs, during all the time fithence 
& he was firſt known to him; and eſpecially for that for him, 
“ and his cauſes, and for the diſcharge and payment of his 
« Jebts, he had ſold the moſt part of his own lands, tenements, 
„ and hereditaments, and patrimony, to him deſcended from 
6“ his anceſtors. And for that, and for the payment of the 
“ reſidue of his ſaid debts, he hath: charged, and bound him- 
&« ſelf and his friends, in divers and ſundry bonds, and great 
© ſams of money, which he knows cannot be paid and ſatiſ- 
c fied, without his great charge. He therefore had convey- 
« ed, given, and aſſured to his faid fon, Lumley, the inhe-

„ the conveyance thereof, more at large appeareth. And 
« finding the ſame love, care, and good diſpoſition of his ſaid 
« ſon the Lord Lumley, ſtill continuing towards him; he 
<« therefore not only ratifies and confirms, all and fingular the 
& conveyances made by him, to his ſaid fon, Lumley, or to 
% any other for his uſe; but alſo bequeaths to him, all and ſin- 
* pular the manors, &c. conveyed to him, and the Lady Jane, 
bis wife, his daughter deceaſed, to have and to hold, to him 
„ and his alhgns for ever. And he deſires his very good friends, 
* Sir Thomas Bromley, Knt. Lord Chancellor of England, 
„ and Sir Chriſtopher Wray, Knt. Lord Chief Juſtice of 
« England, that if any variance ſhould happen between the 
„ Farl of Surrey, and his. faid ſon, the Lord Lumley, about 
* any of the lands, &c. that they would do their beſt endea- 
„ yours to continue good amity and friendſhip between them, 
„and alſo order and divide between them, all and fingular his 
« lordſhips, manors, &c. to them or either of them, by him 
© conveyed. He alſo conſtitutes his ſaid ſon, the Lord Lum- 
% ley, full and ſole executor, and Sit Thomas Bromley, Lord 
*% Chancelto! of England, overſeer, defiring him to aſſiſt his 
i executor with his beſt advice, and bequeaths to him plate to 
« the value of 1001. and to Sir Chriſtopher Wray, Lord Chief 
« Juſtice; plate to the value of 401.” 

The Lord Lumley erected a noble monument for the Earl, 
in the collegiate church of Arundel, with an inſeription beau- 
tifully gilt, ſeiting forth bis honours. and principal employ- 
ments; and underneath is this memorial in capitals:

In 29 Eliz. he was commiſhoned with other Lords, for the 
trial of the Queen of Scots; and the next enſuing year was 
in commiſſion for the trial of ſecretary Daviſon, For con- 
» tempt towards the Queen's majeſty, bieach of his allegiance, 
and neglect of his duty, in ſending the warrant for putting 
% the Queen of Scots to death, without her knowledge.” And 
the commiſſioners differing in their ſentiments about the man, 
and his puniſhment, this Lord Lumley delivered his opinion, 
that the ſentence was juſtly pronounced againſt the Queen of

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Scots, but affirmed, ** That never in any age was there ſuch a 
« contempt againſt a prince heard, or read of, that the Queen's

eher adviceor knowledge; when both they and Daviſon might 
ce have had ſo eaſy acceſs to her: proteſting, that if he had but

& ſure him to be ſeverely puniſhed. But being perſuaded of 
<« the man's ingenuous and honeft intention, he would inflict

&« before.” Which was, that he ſhould be fined 10,0001. and 
impriſoned during. the Queen's pleaſure ; whereunto the majo- 
rity of the commiſſioners aſſented. | 
In 44 Eliz. 4 he was one of the Peers that fat on the trial 
of Robert Devereux, Earl of Eſſex. And on the aeceſſion of 
James I. he was © conſtituted one of the commiſſioners for 
ſettling the claims at his coronation ; as alſo a commiſſioner, 
* with other Lords, who were authoriſed to make Knights 
of the Bath. Camden gives this character of him, „I hat 
« he was a perſon of entire virtue, integrity and innocenee; 
« and in his old age, a complete pattern of true nobility. 
Had fo great a veneration for the memory of his anceſtors, 
that he cauſed monuments to be erected for them in the 
o collegiate church of GCheſter-on-the-Street (oppoſite to 
% Lumley-caftle) in order as they ſucceeded one another, from 
* Liulphus down to his own time; which he had either picked 
t out of the demoliſhed monaſteries, or made new.” He like- 
wiſe took care, that his eſtate ſhonld deſcend to one of his 
own name and blood, by his laſt will and teſtament, which 
he made ſome time before his death (bearing date, January 
28, 1605-6,) as alſo by deeds of ſettlement. By which 
© teftament, he orders his body to be buried in the church 
© of Cheam, next unto Nonſuch, in the county of Surrey, 
« whereof he was patron, * with as little extraordinary charge, 
«* as conveniently might be; and bequeaths to his kinſman 
and heir male, Richard Lumley, eldeſt fon and heir appa- 
© rent of Roger Lumley, Efq. fon of Anthony Lumley, bro- 
ether to John, Lord Lumley, his grandfather, his caſtle of 
Lumley, and all ſuch manors, lands, and tenements in the 
* county of York, which he had made a leaſe of in traſt to 
« Sir Richard Lewknor, Knt. Serjeant at law, and Chief Juſ- 
* tice of Cheſter, &c. and William Smith, Eſq. his old and

c ſhe died during the minority of the ſaid Richard Lumley, or 
«any ſuch heir male, to whom the ſaid caſtle of Lumley ſhould 
„ come to or remain; he then wills the cuſtody of the ſaid 
« Richard Lumley, during his minority, to the before-named 
6 Sir Richard Lewknor, and William Smith, Eſq. as alſo if 
«© the ſaid Richard Lumley departed this life during his mino- 
<<. rity, that they ſhould have the maintenance and education of 
„ ſuch heir male, as had a right to the caſtle of Lumley, &c. 
“ He conſtitutes Elizabeth his wife ſole executrix, and Sir 
“ Richard Lewknor, overſeer, and orders them to diſtribute 
«two hundred pounds, amongſt poor people.” | 
His firſt wife was Jane, eldeſt of the two daughters and co- 
heirs of Henry Fitz-Allan Earl of Arundel, by whom 7 he had 
iſſue, Charles, Thomas and Mary, who died infants, and lie 
buried with their mother in the chancel of the church of 
Cheam. His laſt Lady was Elizabeth, daughter of John, Lord 
Darcy of Chich, who ſurvived him without having iſſue. He 
departed this life on April 11, 1609, and, according to his 
defire, was buried in the vault, under the chancel of the 
church of Cheam, = having a noble monument of white mar- 
ble erected to his memory, againſt the north-eaſt ſide thereof, 
adorned with the arms of the ſeveral families his anceſtors had 
married into. 5 | 
Thus the ancient Barony of Lumley, for want of iſſue male 
of his Lordſhip, expired with him, the attainder of his father 
George Lumley, Eſq; not being repealed by that act of the 
firſt year of Edw. VL which reſtored him to the title of Lord 
Lumley. But the reverend Dr. Robert Lumley Lloyd, of 
Cheam in Surrey, lineally deſcended from Barbara, ſiſter to 
the ſaid John, Lord Lumley, petitioning his late Majeſty to be 
called to the upper houſe of Parliament, in right of his deſcent 
from Ralph, Lord Lumley, ſummoned to parliament in the 8th 
year of Richard II. which petition being referred by his 
Majeſty to the houſe of Peers, and the ſaid Dr. Lloyd heard 
by his council thereupon, it was reported as follows; The 
Lord Delawar (Die Lunz 23 Marti 1723) reporting from the 
Lords committee for privileges, the claim of the ſaid Dr. 
Lloyd ; as alſo the evidence of Richard, Earl of Scarbrough, 
who was heard by his council againſt it, and inſiſted that the 
Earl is well intitled to the {aid Barony of Lumley; the houſe of

0 The honour of Baron Lumley; being therefore again revived 
in the perſon of Richard Lumley, Lord Viſcount Lumley, fa- 
ther of Richard, Earl of Scarbrough : I fhall firſt deduce his

RIch ARD Lumley, eldeſt fon and heir, was the chief heir 
male of the family, after the deceaſe of John, Lord Lumley, 
in the year 1609, and inherited the greateſt part of the eſtate of 
his anceſtors, by deed of ſettlement, and the laſt will and teſ- 
tament of the ſaid Lord Lumley. He was firft knighted by 
King James at Theobalds, July 19, 1616, and was created 
Lord Viſcount Lumley of Waterford, in Ireland, * by letters 
patent, bearing date, July 12 (1628) 4 Car. I. In the time 
of the rebellion, adhering to the King, he made his houſe of 
Lumley-caſtle a garriſon, and being a principal commander of 
the forces under Prince Rupert, marched with him into the 
Welt of England; was at the ſiege of Briſtol, and remained 
there * at the time it was ſurrendered to the Parliament's forces, 
Sept. 10, 1645. He s afterwards compounded for his eſtate 
for 19551. 10s. He was alſo among thoſe loyal Peers, who * 
ſubſcribed a memorable declaration, juſt before the meeting of 
the Parliament, that reſtored Charles II. which (as Lord Cla- 
rendon obſetves) very much contributed to it, by appeaſing the 
minds of many people who had incurred guilt. His Lordſhip 
married Frances, daughter of Henry Shelly, of Warminghurſt- 
Park in Suſſex, Eſq. (a younger branch of the family, ſeated 
at Michaelgrove, the feat of the preſent Sir John Shelly, Bart.) 
by whom he had iſſue, a ſon, John, and a daughter, Julia, 
married firſt to Alex. Jermyn, of Lordington in Suſſex, Eſq.

Henry Lumley, youngeſt fon, married firſt Elizabeth, 
daughter of —— Thimelby, of the county of Lincoln, Eſq. 
and 2dly, Anne, daughter of Sir William Wiſeman, of great 
Canfield-hall in Eſſex, Bart. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf “ par- 
ticularly at the battle of Landen, July 29, 1693, where his 
regiment of horſe, by the noble ſtand they made, ſaved his 
Majeſty from being taken priſoner. He was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant-general, Feb. 24, 1702-3: and at length 
his great merit raiſed him to be General of the horſe; and be 
was like wiſe Colonel of the King's regiment of horſe, and Go- 
vernor of Jerſey ; to which be was appointed April 13, 1703. 
In the battle of Oudenard, July 11, 1708, be very much dil 
tinguiſhed himſelf, being then Lieutenant-general; and with 
Lieutenant-general Bulau, were ordered by the Duke of Mar! 
borough the next morning, with forty ſquadrons of horſe, and 
a conſiderable body of foot, to purſue their rear-guard ; but 
the French flinging themſelves in the highway towards Ghent, 
they were followed only by four battalions and the forty ſqua- 
drons, and encountering them, a great number of the enemy 
were killed and taken, the regiment of Riſbourgh entirely 
ruined, and two entire companies taken. Alfo Brigadier 
Pourriene, who commanded the laſt brigade, was taken priſoner, 
with many officers. He lies buried in a vault under the pariſh 
church at Sabridgeworth in the county of Hertford, where is 4 
neat marble monument, with the following inſcriptions,

% He ſat long in Parliament, always zealous for the honour

© He died Governor of the ifle of Jerſey, the 18th of Octo- 
& ber, 1722, in the 63d year of his age. 

Here alſo lieth Mrs. Frances Lumley, his only dear and 
6 beloved child, of great beauty, and greater hopes; who 
« died October 13, 1719, the 6th of her age: ſometime the 
« joy, then the anguith of her fond parents. 

& Here lieth alſo Dame Anne Lumley, daughter of Sir 
„% William Wiſeman of Canfield, Eſſex, who ſet up this mo- 
« nument 1723, in memory of the belt of huſbands, and her 
« dear child, near whom ſhe was depoſited anno 17 36-7.” 


Rrch AR, 1½ Earl of Scarbrough (eldeſt ſon of John Lum- 


ley, and grandſon and heir of Richard, Lord Viſcount Lumley) 


having all the advantages of education, both at home and 
abroad, rendered himſelf ſo acceptable from his firſt ſetting out 
in the world, that he was particularly taken notice of by 
Charles II. and diſtinguiſhed among the moſt polite men of 
the age. In the year 1680, when an expedition was intended 
againſt the Moors, and to raiſe the ſiege of Tangier ; which 
long voyage, and dangerous enterpriſe, his Lordſhip readily 
engaged in: land on June 12, was actually embarked at 
Portſmouth to go on that ſervice, under the Earl of Mulgrave 
{after Duke of Buckinghamſhire) who was appointed com- 
mander in chief. But the expedition being laid aſide, his 
Lordſhip returned to court, and ſoon after, was ® conſtituted 
Maſter of the horſe to Queen Catharine, conſort to Charles 11. 
In that ſtation he ſo far recommended himſelf, that his Majeſty, 
in conſideration of his great merit, and approved fidelity, and 
his deſcent from noble anceſtors, ancient Barons of this king- 
dom, advanced him * to the ſtate and degree of Baron of Lum- 
ley-Caſtle, in the county palatine of Durham, and to the heirs 
male of his body, and ſor lack of ſuch iſſue, to Henry Lumley 
his brother, and the heirs male of his body, by letters patent, 
bearing date May 31, 168i. But no Parliament fitting during 
the remainder of that reign, his Lordſhip was not introduced 
till May 19, 1685, when he was brought into the houſe of

On the inſurrection raiſed by the Duke of Monmouth in the 
Weft, he had a command of a regiment of horſe; and had a 
principal ſhare in gaining the victory at Sedgemore, July 6, 
i685 ; and the Duke of Monmouth, with the German Count 
who accompanied him, and the Lord Grey, were ® by his vi- 
ilancy diſcovered, and ſurrendered themſelves priſoners to his 
T ordſhip. Nevertheleſs, when he obſerved King James's de- 
ſign was to introduce popery, and that our religion and laws 
were in danger of being ſubverted, by the arbitrary meaſures 
then taken, he forſook the court, J appeared on the behalf of 
the ſeven Biſhops at their trial, June 29, 1688, and was 
among thoſe of the chief nobility, who had the courage to con- 
ſult with Monſ. Dykvelt (whom the Prince of Orange intruſted 
to manage his affairs ia England) and to concert with him ſuch 
advices and advertiſements, as might be fit for the Prince to 
know, whereby he might govern himſelf; * and often met at 
the Earl of Shrewſbury's, where they conſulted how to proceed, 


And drew the declaration, on which they adviſed his Highneſs 


to engage. It alſo appears, that he was principally intruſted 
by Admiral Ruſſell, afterwards Earl of Orbrd, who went over 
to Holland, and had the Prince's direction for the manage- 
ment of the grand affair of the revolution. | 

When matters were concluded on, * his Lordſhip, with 
the Duke of Devonſhire, and the Earl of Danby, undertook 
for the North; and retiring into their ſeveral counties, the 
Lord Lumley, by his intereſt and friends, * ſecured the impor- 
tant town of Newcaſtle, which declared for the Prince ſoon 
after his landing. He was afterwards no leſs inſtrumental, by 
his intereſt and arguments in the houſe of Peers, in gaining 
the vote, that the throne was vacant, as alſo, that the Prince 
and Princeſs of Orange ſhould be declared King and e of 
England. For which ſervices, on Feb. 14, 1688-9, the day 
after their Majeſties were proclaimed, he was ſworn of the Pri- 
vy-council, * and declared one of the Gentlemen of the King's 
 bed-chamber. Alſo, on April 10, 1689, before their corona- 
tion, was advanced to the dignity of Viſcount Lumley, of 
Lumley-caſtle ; and finally, on April 15, 1690, to the title of 
Earl of Scarbrough ; and was likewiſe conſtituted Captain and 
Colonel of the firſt troop of horſe-guards. In 1690, ? he at- 
tended King William into Ireland, was at the battle of the

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Boyne; and aſterwards * waited on his Majeſty at the great 
congreſs of Princes at the Hague, and came back with him to 
England. en 

He waited on the King in his ſeveral campaigns in Flanders, 
till the concluſion of the peace of Ryſwick, Sept. 11, 1697, 
and was declared Lieutenant-general of his forces. His Lord- 
ſhip, in that reign, was likewiſe Lord-lieutenant of the 
county palatine of Durham, county of Northumberland, and 
Cuſtos Rotulorum of the fame, as alſo Lord-lieutenant and 
Cuſtos Rotulorum of the town and county of Newcaſtle- upon- 
Tyne, and Vice-admiral of the ſea coaſts of Durham and Nor- 
thumberland : in which poſts he was continued by Queen 
Anne, who, on June 24, 1702, appointed him Lord-lieu- 
tenant of the counties of Durham and Northumberland. He 
was alſo ſworn of her Privy- council, and conſtituted one of the 
Commiſſioners to treat of an union between the two kingdoms 
of England and Scotland; and, purſuant to that act, was ſworn 
of the Privy- council at Kenſington, Aug. 18, 1708. | 

On the acceſſion of King George I. his Lordſhip was 
among thoſe Peers, intruſted by his Majeſty with the govern- 
ment of theſe kingdoms, till his arrival. On“ March q, 
1715-16, he was appointed Chancellor of the duchy and county 
palatine of Lancaſter, which he refigned in May, 1717 ; and 
8 had the office of Vice-treaſurer, Receiver- general, 
and Paymaſter-general of all his Majeſty's revenues in the 
kingdom of Ireland, with the power to act by ſufficient depu- 
ties. And his Lordſhip, having no intention to go over, pro- 
cured an act of Parliament, which paſſed the royal aſſent, 
July 6, 1717, to enable him to take in Great-Britain the uſual 
oath to qualify himſelf for the faid office. He departed this lite 
on Dec. 17, 1721, and was buried with his anceſtors in the 
church of Cheſter-in-the-Street, in the biſhoprick of Durham; 
and having married Frances (only daughter and heir of Sir 
Henry Jones, of Afton, in com* Oxon. Knt. and of his wife 
Frances, daughter of Henry Bellaſyſe, Eſq. eldeſt fon of Tho- 
mas, Lord Viſcount Fauconberg) had iſſue ſeven ſons and four - 
daughters:

On our late Sovereign's acceſſion to the throne, he was, 
on June 15, 1727, conſtituted Maſter of the horſe to his Ma- 
jeſty, aud ſworn one ot the Privy-council ; alſo Lord-lieute- 
nant and Cuſtos Rotulorum for the county of Northumber- 
land, and Vice-admiral of the county of Durham. In 1733-4, 
he reſigned his poſt of Maſter of the horſe ; and departing this 
life Jan. 29, at his houſe in Groſvenor-ſquare, was interred in 
St. George's chapel, in Audley-ſtreet, Feb. 4, 1739-40. 
Dying unmarried, his titles and eſtate deſcended to his next 
brother and heir, 
 Taromas Lumley Saunderſon, 34 Earl of Scarbrough, was 
appointed, Nov. 28, 1721, his Majeſty's Envoy-extraordinary 
and Plenipotentiary to the King of Portugal; where he demean- 
ed himſelf with that honour and integrity, as won him the re- 
rd of that Monarch, and the love and eſteem of all his Me- 
jeſty's ſubjects there. On June 8, 1723, obſerved as the birth- 
day of his then Majeſty, he gave a magnificent entertainment 
to the Nobility and foreign Miniſters: on July 6 following, 


he bad audience of leave of their Portugueſe Majeſties, having 


obtained permiſſion to paſs into England, for the ſummer, on 
his private affairs. In the year 1724, being again in his em- 
baſſy in Portugal, on the birth-day of his Royal Highneſs the 
Prince of Wales, our late moſt gracious Sovereign, he diſtin» 


guiſhed himſelf on that occaſion; of which the following ac- 


count is given in our Gazette, N® 6324; T hat he entertain- 
ed the foreign Miniſters, Nobility of Portugal, and other 
«© perſons of diſtinction, at dinner. In the evening there was 
< a concert of vocal and inſtrumental muſic, at which were a 
great appearance of Ladies, who were afterwards conducted 
«< to a fine collation, followed with a ball, that held till morn- 
© ing. The whole entertainment paſſed with a magnificence 

4 ſuitable to the occaſion.” | 
On June 17, 1725, he was inſtalled a Knight-companion 
of the moſt honourable order of the Bath. He was alſo ap- 
2 in May 1738, Treaſurer of the houſhold to Frederick, 
rince of Wales, and as ſuch walked at his funeral proceſſion, 
April 13, 1751. He was elected to Parliament for the borough 
of Arundel, in Suſſex, in 1722, and returned one of the

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ZULEISTEIN de Naſſau, Earl of Rochford. 


T* houſe of Naſſau has produced heroes, allied to the 
4 greateſt Princes of Europe, and renowned both in the 
cabinet and the field : but the brevity needful for the work 
1 am engaged in, not permitting me to treat farther than 
what immediately relates to the deſcent of this noble family, I 
ſhall only obſerve, that Henry-Frederick de Naſſau, Prince 
of Orange, and grandfather to William III. Prince of Orange, 
Stadtholder of the United Provinces, King of England, &c. 
had a natural fon, FxEDERICK de Nafſau, whom he endowed 
with the Lordſhip of Zuleiſtein, and who thereupon took that 
ſurname. In 1669, the aforefaid William, Prince of Orange, 
coming in the winter to the court of England, was accompanied 
by the ſaid Monſ. Zuleiſtein: on which Liſhop Burnet * ob. 
ſerves, * That King Charles the ſecond tried the Prince in point 
„of religion (as the Prince told him) and ſpoke of all the pro- 
« teſtauts as a factious body broken among themſelves, ever 
& fince they had broke off from the main body; and wiſhed he 
% would take more pains and look into things beiter, and not be 
4 Jed by his Dutch blockheads. The Prince told all this to 
„ uleiſtein his natural uncle. They were both amazed at it, 
„ and wondered how the King could truſt ſo great a ſecret, as 
“ his being a papiſt. The Prince told me, he never ſpoke of 
« this to any other perſon, till after his death.“ 

Monſ. Zuleiſtein was General of the foot, in the ſervice of 
the States-General, when his country was invaded by the 
French, in 1672. In that diſmal conjuncture, when the 
Princ of Orange was made Stadtholder, his firſt action was 
an attack on Naerden®, and, in order thereto, he detached 
General Zuleiſtein, to take quarters between Utrecht and 
Naerden. Whereupon the Duke of Luxemburgh marched 
the next day to relieve the beſieged, and with between eight 
and nine thouſand men, fell on the quarter of General Zuleiſ- 
tein, but was repulſed with loſs, and forced to retire, The 
town was after battered, and reduced to ſuch extremities, that 
they ſent to capitulate. In which interval, the Duke of Lux- 
emburgh, having been reinforced, marched through waters, 
by the guide of ſome peaſants, and again attacked the quarters 
of General Zulciſtein, and after a bloody and reſolute diſpute,

the General was ſlain, October 12, 1672, dying valiautly 
fighting ©, and refuſing quarter from the enemy.

WILTLTAM- HENRY de Zuleiſtein, 1/7 Earl of Rochford, who 
was greatly confided in by the Prince of Orange, who ſent him 
to King James II. on the birth of the Prince of Wales, tocon- 
gratulate him thereon, and to inform himſelf of the ſtate of the 
nation 4, 4 Wherenpon he brought him ſuch poſitive advices, 
« and ſuch an aſſurance of the invitation he had defared, that he 
« was fully fixed in his purpoſe to prepare for his intended ex · 
« pedition into England.” When the Prince embarked, he came 
over © in the ſame ſhip with him, and on his landing, marching 
with him to Windſor, he was ſent by him to King James at 
Fererſhamf, to defire him to continue there or at Rocheſter, 
or ſet him at full liberty to go whitherſoever he pleaſed; but 

King James ſetting out — his arrival there, he miſſed him 
on the way. However, on the King's return to Whitehall, 
three Lords being ſent by the Prince, with a meſſage to the 
King, for his remove from thence, he readily agreed thereto 
and when they were gone from him as far as the Privy-cham- 
ber, he ſent for them back again 5, and told them, He had 
< forgot to acquaint them with his reſolutions before the meſ- 
% fage came, to ſend my Lord Godolphin next morning to 
<«< the Prince, to propoſe his going back to Rocheſter; finding 
c by the meſſage Monſ. Zuleiſtein was charged with, that the 
© Prince had no mind he ſhould be at London; therefore des 
<« ſired he might rather return to Rocheſter, than to go to any 
< other place.” Which being made known to the Prince, he 
conſented to it. 9200 ' 

On Feb. 14, 1688-9, the day after King William and Queen 
Mary had been proclaimed, their Majeſties named their Privy- 
council, and at the fame, time filling up ſome of the chief 
officers: of their court, Monſ. Zuleiſtein !“ was appointed Maſ- 
ter of the robes to his Majeſty. On Sept. 12, 1690, he was 
cor ſtituted ! Lieutenant- general of horſe and foot, and ſerved 
both in Ireland and Flanders. At the battle of Landen, July 
29, 1693, where his * Majeſty was in the utmoſt danger, his 
enemies ſurrounding him on all fides, he diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
by his gallant behaviour, and was wounded and taken prifoner.

Whereupon his Majeſty, taking into conſideration his faithful 
ſervices, and eminent abilities, as alſo his near alliance in blood 
to him, was pleaſed to create him Baron of Enfield, in the 
county of Middleſex, Viſcount Tunbridge, in Kent, and Earl 
of Rochford, in the county of Eſſex, by letters patent, dated 
May 10, 1695. . | 

His Lordſhip conſtantly attended his royal maſter, on his 
going over to Holland : and on that Prince's death, March 8, 
1701-2, he retired to his ſeat at Eaſton in Suffolk, and ſtaid 
in England to ſettle his affairs, till the latter end of the ſummer, 
before he embarked for Holland, arriving at the Hague from 
England, Auguſt 23, 1702. Afterwards, for the moſt part 
of his life, he lived retired at Zuleiſtein ; except in 1705, when 
his Lordſhip, with the Duke of Shrewſbury, and the Earl of 
Sunderland, took the advantage of a convoy, attending the 
Duke of Marlborough's paſſage to England, and embarking on 
board the yacht, ſailed on Dec. 27 from Brill, and arrived at 
St. James's the 3oth following. After which, I find no fur- 
ther mention of his Lordſhip, till his deceaſe, which- was at 
Zuleiſtein, in !.1703, leaving behind him a moſt amiable cha- 
rater, both in his public and private capacity; in the former 
he had given no leſs convincing proofs of ability, honour, and 
integrity, than he had in the latter, of his attention to the ſo- 
cial duties of life, having been confeſſedly an indulgent huſ- 
band, a tender father, and a compaſſionate ſuperior. |

The eldeſt ſon, WiLL1aM-HenRy, 24 Earl of Rochford, took 
early to arms, being in 1702, a volunteer in the expedition 
under the Duke of Ormond to Cadiz, and behaved with great 
gallantry, on the attack of the fort of Rodendallo; the taking 
whereof greatly contributted to the deſtroying the galleons at 
Vigo. He n diſtinguiſhed himſelf by many brave actions, un- 
der the Duke of Marlborough, when Lord Viſcount Tunbridge;

at Harwich for Holland, in his retnrn to Turin, where it was 
intended his Lordſhip ſhould refide ſome time longer; but on 


the Earl of Albemarle's dying ſuddenly at Paris, an expreſs 


was ſent for him to return to England; which he obeyed with 
— expedition, for notwithſtanding the inclemency of the

THE nobility of Guelderland has ever been remarkably 

diſtinguiſhed ; and Meneſtrier an ingenious and learned 
writer upon heraldry of the laſt century, ſays, Les etats les

 & Gueldre, ou cette Nobleſſe 8'eſt conſervee.” One of the 
moſt ancient and eminent families among the ſaid nobility, 


is this of Keppel, whoſe caſtle (ſituate in a Lordſhip of the 


ſame name in the county of Zutphen, near the Old Yſel) is 
not more remarkable for its antiquity, than the great privileges 
it enjoys; a particular, account whereof may be ſeen in the 
deſcription of Guelderland.

Wor TER van Keppel was Lord of Keppel in 1179, and 
1231, and founded à monaſtery at Bethlehem near Doetin- 
chem. By his wife, Beatrice, he was father of DER EE, 
who became Lord of Keppel, and WoL TER, who held the 
Lordſhip of Verwoelde, under his elder brother; which how- 
ever continued to his poſterity; for his younger ſon, Hendric 
van Keppel, was ſeated at Weſterholt near Lochum; and the 
elder DEREK yan Keppel (who was living 1326,) had among

And when his jiſſue 

failed, the Kings of England honoured others, who had greatly

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folt their eſtate in Normandy, He was a Major-general, be- 
fore the year 1697; when his Majeſty, .in his camp at Pro- 

melles, June 17, ordered the Earl of Albemarle, with a con- 
ſiqerable detachment, to cover the left wing of the army, which 
foraged towards Lovain. 

a the year 1699, on the refignation of the Earl of Scar- 
brough, be was conſtituted Colonel of the firſt troop of horſe- 
guards.

' regiment of Swiſſers; and departed this life, very much re- 
gretted, in the 48th year of his age, at the Hague, on May

forces of the States-general; who, ſurviving his Lordſhip, died 
at the Hague, Dec. 3, 1741 ; and by whom he had an only ſon, 
born at Whitehall, June 5, 1702, who had the names of

ed him with ſtanding godmother in-perſon ; alſo a daughter 
named Sophia, born at Tournay, on July 2, 1711, married

Which WILLIA-AxNE, ſecond Earl of Albemarle, hav.

1717, conſtituted Captain of a company, with the rank of 
Lieutenant-colonel, in the firſt regiment of foot-guards. In 
— 1722, he went back to his patrimony in Holland; and on 
une 13, that year, was viſited at his ſine ſeat at Voorſt, in 
Guelderland, by the Biſhop of Munſter. In October, 1722, 
his Lordſhip was declared one of the Lords of the bed-cham- 
ber to the Prince of Wales, In 1725, he was made one of 
the Knights-companions of the moſt honourable Order of the 
Bath.

and in 1745, when his Royal Highneſs, the Duke of Cumber- 
land commanded, was in the battle of Fontenoy, where he was 
wounded, On April 16, 1746, he had the command of the 
right wing at the battle of Culloden ; and on his Royal High- 
neſs's leaving Scotland, he was conſtituted General and com- 
mander in chief of all his Majeſty's forces there, Auguſt 23, 
17463; on which day his Lordſhip arrived at Edinburgh, hav- 
ing marched with the troops under his command, from Fort 
Auguſtus, on the 13th before, and ſettled them in their quar- 
ters at Perth and Stirling. On July 2, N. 8. 1747, he was 
with his Royal Highneſs in the battle of Vall; in the account 
whereof, publiſhed in our Gazettes, it is recited, that the 
Earl of Albemarle did all that could be expected from an 
officer, as the behaviour of the Britiſh infantry (then under 
his command) ſhewed.

His Lordſhip, whilſt Ambaſſador at the French court, lived 
very magnificently; but being ſuddenly taken ill, departed 
this life at Paris, Dec. 22, 1754, and his body being landed 
at the Tower, on Monday, Feb. 19, 1755, was on Wedneſday 
following privately buried in South- Audley-ſtreet chapel, near 
Groſvenor-ſquare.

Ruvigni de Coſne, Secretary of the ambaſſy 
from England, at Paris, his picture ſet with diamonds, to be 
preſented to George, Earl of Albemarle, which he intended 
for the late Earl, had not death carried him off before he had

% would look on it as the action of a fool or ' madman, and 
* he would take care nothing ſhould happen again in the like 
es nature, that they may be better friends than ever.“ Which 
declaration was ſent to England, and publiſhed by order of the 
Lords of the Admiralty, May 22, 1751. He alſo concluded 
treaties with the ſtates of Tripoly, and Tunis; and before 
the end of the year 1752, he arrived at Portſmouth, from the 
Mediterranean, with all the ſhips under his command, having 
been upwards of three years on that ſtation. 
This gallant ſeaman, having further ſignalized himſelf by 
his courage and conduct upon every occaſion, after the rupture 
with France in 1755, was pitched upon to conduct the ſecond 
expedition againſt the ifland of Goree, on the weſtern coaſt 
of Africa, being at the ſame time inveſted. with the command 
of the land-forces deſtined for that enterprize, conſiſting of 
the ſecond battalion of George Lord Forbes's regiment (76th) 
of foot, on the Iriſh eſtabliſhment : and, after ſeveral delays 
and misfortunes, arriving off the iſland on Dec. 28, 1758, 
employed his time fo well, that Mr. St. Jean, the French Go- 
' vernor, with the garriſon, ſurrendered at diſcretion the next 
day. Commodore Keppel, having ſent off the French cap- 
tives, and placed a ſufficient number of Britiſh troops for the 
* of the iſland, under Major Newton, departed, on 
Jan. 12, 1759, for Senegal (which had been reduced by 
Gommodore Marſh, and Major Maſon, in May preceding, 


Anſon's Voyage, p. 270; . 
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before their unſucceſsful attempt upon Goree) and there rein- 
forced the garriſon, leaving Lieutenant-colonel Richard 
Worge (who had come out with him) Governor, in the place 
of Major Maſon, When Mr. Keppel had ſufficiently pro- 
vided for the ſecurity of theſe African conqueſts, he ſet fail 
for England, on January 23, and arriving at Spithead on 
March 3, proceeded to London, where he was moſt graci- 
ouſly received by his Majeſty, After that, he was employed 
in the bay of Biſcay, under Sir Edward Hawke, and was 
with that brave officer, when he defeated the French fleet, 
commanded by M Conflans, on Nov. 20, 1759, off Belle- 
iſle; on which occaſion, Mr. Keppel, in the Torbay of 74 
guns, engaged and ſunk the Theſeus, carrying the ſame 
number of guns, but of a greater caliber, In Feb. 1760, he 
was nominated Colonel of the Plymouth diviſion of marines. 
The conqueſt of Belleifle being concerted, Commodore 
Keppel got the command of the ſquadron appointed for the 
cover of the fiege ; and failing from Spithead on March 29, 
176;, contributed, by his prudence and bravery, not only to 
making good the landing of the troops in that month, but 
alſo to the reduction of the citadel of Palais, the capital of 
that iſland, on June 7 following: the military operations at 
which did infinite honour to the beſiegers and beſieged. When 
the Britiſh miniſtry, after the declaration of war againſt 
Spain, on Jan. 4. 1762, reſolved on the conquelt of the city 
of Havannah, in the iſland of Cuba, Mr. Keppel was nomi- 
nated to act as a Commodore, in that important ſervice, under 
that experienced and gallant officer, Sir George Pococke, 
Knight of the Bath; who failed from St. Helen's, on March 
5, 1762. When the Britiſh fleet arrived off that iſland, 
on June 6, Sir George appointed Mr. Keppel to remain, 
eaſtward of the Havannah, with ſeven fail of the line, and 
ſome ſmall frigates, to protect and conduct the debarka- 
tion of the forces : and in his letters to the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty, dated July 14, and Aug. 19, acquainted their Lord- 
ſhips, that Commodore Keppel executed the duty entruſted to 
him, with an activity, judgment, and diligence, no one man 
could ſurpaſs. After that place ' ſurrendered to the Britiſh 
arms, on Auguſt 13, Mr. Keppel, (who was promoted to the 
rank of Rear-admiral of the Blue, in November that year,) was 
very ſucceſsful in taking many valuable prizes, both French 
and Spaniſh. On July 20, 1765, he was appointed one of 
the Lords of the Admiralty, in which poſt he continued till 
December 1766 z on October 18, 1770, promoted to the rank 
of Reer-admiral of the Red; on 24th of the fame month, ad- 
vanced to be Vice-admiral of the Blue; on March 37, 1775, 
further promoted to be Vice-admiral of the White; on Feb. 3, 
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154% Kabel, Earl of Albemarle. 
1776 conſtituted Vice-admiral of the Red, and Jan. 29, 1778, 


advanced to the rank of Admiral of the Blue. On his brother's 
+ ſucceeding to the peerage he was choſen (in his room) Repre- 


ſentatiye for Chicheſter; and at the next and all the ſucceeding 
general elections has been choſen one of the members for 
Windſor. In 1765 he was appointed one of the Grooms of his 
Majeſty's Bed-chamber, and is alſo an Elder Brother of the 
Trinity Houſe. - | |

7, 1743, his Lordſhip was promoted to the ſame office in the 
24d regiment of foot-guards, with the rank of Lieutenant- 
colonel of infantry; and on June 4, 1745, was advanced to 
the command of a company in the ſame regiment, with the 
rank of a Colonel. He ſerved as Aid de Camp to the Duke of 
Cumberland, at the battle of Fontenoy, May 11, N. 8. that 
year ; and being with his Highneſs at the battle of Culloden 
on April 27, 1746, was ſent expreſs with the news of that

Therefore, before I proceed to treat of Thomas Lord Co-

com' Southampt. Knt. This Lady was 19 years of age“, at 
the deceaſe of her father, September 5, 1627, and by her 


ſecond huſband had ifſue Sir John Coventry of Pitminſter in 


the county of Somerſet, and of Mere in the county of Wilts, 
made Knight of the Bath at the coronation of Charles II. and 
was a member in that parliament, called the long-parliament; 
for the borough of Weymouth in Dorſetſhire, and in all other 
parliaments of Charles II. On December 21, 1670, a violent 
and inhuman attempt was made on his perſon, as the preamble 
to the act ſets forth, for Preventing malicious maiming and 
wounding,“ which has been fince called the Coventry-aCt ; 
and by which the perſons ſo offending are to fuffer death. 
Biſhop Burnet, in the Hiſtory of liis own Time, and other re- 
lations, gives us this account of it. Sir John Coventry was 
one of thoſe members of the houſe of Commons, who ſtruggled 
much againſt the giving money; and it being then uſual, after 


| ſuch bills had failed in the main vote, for thoſe who oppoſed, 


to endeavour to lay the money on funds unacceptable and de- 
ficient: it was propoſed to lay a tax on the Play-houſes, which 
were then deemed neſts of proftitution. This was oppoſed by 
the court: It was ſaid, The players were the King's ſer- 
vants, and a part of his pleaſure.” Whereupon Sir John 
Coventry aſked, © Whether did the King's pleaſure lie among 
* the men, or the women that acted ?” This was carried with

great indignation to the court. It was ſaid, “ This was the 
« firſt time that the King was perſonally reflected on: If it 
% paſſed over, more of the fame kind would follow; and 
it would grow a faſhion to talk ſo. It was therefore fit to 
* take ſuch ſevere notice of this, that no body ſhould' dare to 
« talk at that rate for the future.” The Duke of York told 
Biſhop Burnet, ** He ſaid all he could to the King to divert 
him from the reſolution he took; which was to ſend ſome of 
© the guards, and watch in the ftreets where Sir John lodged, 
© and leave a mark upon him.” The fact, by bills of indict- 
ment, was found to be commited by Sir Thomas Sandys, Ent. 
Charles Obryan, Eſq. Simon Parry and Miles Reeves, who 
were fled. from juſtice, not daring to abide a legal trial. As 
« Coventry was going home, they drew about him; he ſtood 
„ up to the wall, and ſnatched the flambeau out of his ſer- 
% vant's hands; and with that in one hand, and his ſword in 
* the other, he defended himſelf ſo well, that he got credit b 
„ it. He wounded ſome of them, but was ſoon dilarmech 
« and then they cut his noſe to the bone, to teach him (as they 
© faid) to remember what reſpect he owed to the King; and 
« ſo they left him, and went back to the Duke of Monmouth's, 
«© where Obryan's arm was dreſſed : That matter was executed 
4 by orders from the Duke of Monmouth; for which he was 
« ſeverely. cenſured, becauſe he lived then in profeſſions of 
« friendſhip with Coventry; ſo that his ſubjection to the King 
Vas not thought an excuſe for directing ſo vile an attempt 
„ on his friend, without ſending him ſecret - notice of what 
* was deſigned. Coventry had his noſe ſo well needled up, 
that the-ſcar was ſcarce to be diſcerned. This put the houſe 
of Commons into a furious uproar : They paſſed a bill of 
% baniſhment againſt the actors of it; and put a clauſe in it, 
& that it ſhould not be in the King's power to pardon them; 
& and that it ſhonld be death to maim any perſon. This gave 
„ great advantages to all thoſe that oppoſed the court; and 
< was often remembered, and much improved by all the angry 
© men of thoſe times,” He died unmarried, and endowed an 
hoſpital at Wiveliſcomb in com' Somerſet, for twelve poor people. 
Francis, ſecond ſon of the ſecond venter à was born at 
Crombe in Worceſterſhire, died 1609, aged 87, and was 
buried at Mortlack in Surry. He married three wives; by the 
two laſt he had no iſſue; but by his firſt, Elizabeth, daughter

ſo that ſoon after the reſtoration of Charles 1I. he was made 
one of the Grooms of his bed-chamber, and on September 4, 
1664, ſent Envoy Extraordinary to Sweden, where he conti- 
nued near two years, arriving at Whitehall on June 21, 1666. 
The year following, be and Denzil, Lord Hollis were ſent 
Ambaſſadors Extraordinary to Breda, where they contluded a 
peace with France, Denmark, and the States-geneial. In 
the year 1671, he went again Ambaſſador to Sweden ; and on 
is return from thence, was on July 3, the year following, 
conſtituted one of his Majeſty's principal Secretaries of State, 
and ſworn of the Privy-council; in which eminent office he 
behaved. himſelf with much honour and integrity; but declin- 
ing in his health thro” the neceſſary fatigue of that employment, 
of which this public notice was given in the Gazette, N. 4185, 
Whitehall, Feb. 11, 1679, His Majeſty was, this afternoon, 
&« pleaſed to declare in council, that Mr. Secretary Coventry 


„ has long ſolicited him, on account of his-infirmity of body, 


& for his leave to reſign his place of one of his principal Se- 
&* cretaries of State; that his Majeſty bad at laſt been prevail- 
“ed upon to grant it, though with ſome unwillingneſs, be- 
&« cauſe of the great ſatisfaction his Majeſty had always had in 
te his ſervices ; and that his intention was he ſhould ever con- 
tinue in his Privy-council,” After this, he never accepted 
of any public employment, but lived retired till his death, 
which was at his houſe in the Hay-Market, near Charing- 
Croſs, in Weſtminſter, on December 7, 1686, in the 68th 
7 of his age, unmarried, and was buried at St. Margaret's, 
eſtminſter, leaving his eſtate to Henry Coventry, Eſq. bro- 
ther to William, Earl of Coventry, and to bis nephew, Mr. 
James Thynne: Alſo by his will (which bears date, Septem- 
ber 16, 1686) bequeaths his lands in Hampton-Lovet, in com” 
igorn. to the burgeſſes of Droitwich, for the erecting nnd 
maintaining an hoſpital for twenty-four poor people. | 
William, the youngeſt ſon, in 1642, at 16 years of age *, 
became a Gentleman-commoner of Queen's-college*in Oxford 
and after he had continued there ſome time, he travelled be-

May, 8, 1561 ; and alſo to that Parliament which was ſum- 
moned in 1678. In 1663, he was created Doctor of the 
civil law- at the univerſity of Oxford; He was ſworn of the 
Privy-council, and received the honour of Knighthood on June 
2b, 1665, and made one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury 
on May 24, 1667; being, as Biſhop: Burnet relates, A 

* man of great notions and eminent virtues ; the beft ſpeaker 
« jn the houſe of Commons, and capable of bearing the chief 
% miniſtry, as it was once thought he was very near it, and 
6 - deſerved it more than all the reſt did.” However, as he 
was too honeſt to engage in the deſigns of that reign, and 
quarrelling with the Duke of Buckingham, a challenge paſſed. 
between them ; upon which: he was forbid the court, and 
retired to Minſter-Lovel,.near Whitney, in Oxfordſhire, where 
he gave himſelf up to a religious and private courſe of life, 
without accepting of any employment, tho' he was afterwards” 
offered more than once the beſt poſts in the court. He died 
unmarried: at Somerhill, near Tunbridge-wells,. in Kent 
(where he went for the benefit of the waters, being afflicted 
with the gout in the ſtomach) and was buried at Penſnurſt, 
in the ſame county, under a monument erected to his memory;

THoOMAs, 24 Lord Coventry, only ſon and heir of Thomas, 
Lord Coventry, Lord-keeper of the Great-ſeal of England, by 
his firſt wife, matried Mary, daughter to Sir William Craven; 
Knt. and fiſter to William, Earl of Craven, by whom he had 
iſſue two ſons; George, his ſucceſſor, and Thomas, the firſt 
Earl of Coventry. She died in childbed, in the 29th year of 
her age, on October 18, 1634 : and his Lordſhip continued

figned it in January 1770 ;) as alſo in thoſe of Lord-lieutenant 
and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the county and city of Worceſter,

His Lordſhip, on March 5, 1752, married Maria, eldeſt 
daughter of John Gunning, Eſq. by his wife Bridget, daugh- 
ter of John Bourk, Lord Viſcount Mayo, in Ireland, and 
fiſter to, Elizabeth, the preſent Ducheſs of Argyll, and Baroneſs 
of Hamilton in her own right. By her Ladyſhip (who died on 
October 1, 1760) his Lordſhip had iſſue one ſon, George- 
William, Lord Viſcount Deerhurſt, born on April 28, 1758, 
married March 18, 1777, to Lady Catharine Henley, davgh- 
ter of Robert, late Earl of Northington ; alſo four daughters, 
viz, Lady Anne-Elizabeth, who died on Auguſt 22, 1756;

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PH E name of this family, variouſly written Villers, Vil- 
_=  liers, Vileres, Vylers, &c. is doubtleſs deſcended of the 
ancient noble houſe of Villers“, Seigniours of Lile- Adam, in 
Normandy, and came into England at the time of the con- 
weſt, in 1066; for ſoon after PAGAN de Villars was Lord of 
Croſby, in com' Lanc. and was alſo poſſeſſed of Newbold; in 
com? Nottingh. which his poſterity held till the reign of Edw. 
II. But Croſby went d away to the Molineuxes, by Beatrix, 
a daughter and heir of Robert, ſon of Allan, ſon of the above 
named Pagan de Villars, married, about the time of King 
John, to Robert Molineux, of i Sefton, in Lancaſhire, from 
whom deſcended the Earl of Sefton, of Ireland, and Sir Charles 
Molineux, of Teverſall, in NontinghamMirej Bart. This 
Pagan was a witneſs to the foundation-charter of Roger of 
Poictou to the monaſtery of Lancaſter, and flouriſhed in the 
reign of William II. and Hen. I. Gilbert de Villers, pro- 
bably ſon of Pagan, and William Villers, were witneſſes, 
with Roger, Biſhop of Cheſter, to a charter of Robert, ſon of 
Nicholas de Stafford *. After him, I meet with another Gil- 
bert Villers, to whom King John, in the ſecond year of his 
reign, granted, ſor homage and ſervice, all the mediety which 
he poſſeſſed in the vicarage and mill of Meſnacel. | 
The above named Pagan de Villars, was alſo father of G1z- 
BERT de Villars, whoſe fon, RoBERT, bad iſſue, WILLIAM, 
the father of JohN de Villiers, whoſe ſon, ALEXANDER de 
Villiers, was Lord of Brookeſby, in Leiceſterſhire, and by his At- 
torney appeared againſt Gilbert de Glen, chaplain, in a plea 
againſt him, that he ſhould * pay eight marks, the arrears of 
an annual rent of four marks then owing. This Alexander was 
father to ? Sir NicyoLas de Villers, a renowned warrior, who, 
in 1268, following Edw. I. into the Holy Land, relinquiſhed 
his paternal coat of arms, viz. Sable, three Cinquefoils, Ar- 
gent, in alluſion to the Cinquefoile the ancient arms of Beau- 
mont, Earl of Leiceſter, from whoſe grant this family became 
poſſeſſed of lands in Leiceſterſhire, and inſtead thereof aſſumed

And that his executors cauſe a great 
ſtone, then lying in the chancel of Brokeſby church, to be laid 
on his father-and mother, and cauſe two images of laten, with 
their arms, to be ſet on the ſame ſtone with ſcripture round 
about it; as alſo another ſtone of the like value to be laid over 
him, if be ſhould die in England. He divided his eſtate be- 
tween his brothers, Edward, Thomas, William, and George 
Villers, and his daughter Dorothy, to whom he left his lands 
at Fulnethy, Leſſington, Newbell, and Swinthorpe, in the 
county of Lincoln, as alſo his manor of Covenham in the ſame 
county: and bequeaths to his good Lord, Sir Edward Mon- 
tague, Knt.

GEoRGE, his brother, by virtue of the fine, as next heir 
male, ſucceeded to the manors of Brokeſby, and Howby, and 
the advowſons (as alſo of the manor of Siwolby in fee- tail, and 
of the manor of Burſtal, upon the death of John Villers, alias 
Twyford) of all which he died poſſeſſed, Auguſt 29, 1546.

Orton, in com” Leiceſt. Eſq. died on Nov. 1, 1558, and the

Villers, long before his death, was ſeized of Brokeſby, and

2. George, who was at length, Duke and Marquis of Buck- 
ingham, Earl of Coventry, Viſcount Villers, &c. Knight of 
the Garter, and a favourite of two ſucceſſive Kings, viz, James I. 
and Charles I. and was the greateſt ornament and glory of his 
family ; 3. Chriſtopher, youngeſt ſon, who was, on Sept. 24, 
1623, 21 Jac. I. created Earl of Angleſey and Baron of Da- 
ventry, whoſe ſon, Charles, Earl of Angleſey, died without ifs 
ſue, anno 1659, leaving Suſan, his ſiſter and heir, who was 
married to Thomas Savile, Earl of Suſſex. 

Sir WILLIAM Villiers of Brookeſby, Bart. (the eldeſt ſon 
of Sir George, by his firſt wife) was SherifF of Leiceſter, in 
6 Jac. I. and created a Baronet on July 19, 1619, 17. Jac. J. 
which became extinct in his grandſon Sir William Villiers, 
Bart. who died without iſſue, on February 27, 1711, aged 
5 years; having fold the manor of Brookeſby to dit Nathan 

right. | | 

But foraſmuch as GEORGE, Dude of Buckingham, before 
mentioned, was the principal advancer of his family to the 
honours before recited ; I ſhall, from proper vouchers, give an 
account of his riſe, and of the principal actions of his life *. 
He was born at his father's ſeat of Brookeſby on Auguſt 28, 
1592, and having at home been educated according to his 
genius, in the. courtly accompliſhments of fencing, dancing, 
and the like ornaments of youth, he, at the age of 18 years, 
for his further improvement, travelled into France, from 
whence, after three years abode, he returned into England. 
It was about this time, that Robert Carr, Larl of Somerſet, 


t Reliquz Wottonianæ, p. 74. & Clarend, Hil, of the Rebellion. 
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began to decline in the favour of James I. a Prince of more 
learning and knowlege than any other of that age, and who 
really delighted in books, and in converſation of learned men; 
yet it was obſerved, of all wiſe men living, he was the moſt 
delighted and taken with handſome perſons and fine cloaths; 
ſo that Mr. Villers no ſooner appeared at court, than the grace- 
fulneſs of his-perſon recommended him to the King's eſteem, 
He firſt entertained him gm 1613) as his Cup-bearer at 
large, and the following ſummer admitted him in ordinary; 
which place adminiſtred frequent occaſions of his being in the 
King's preſence, and thereby he became a partaker in that 
converſation and diſcourſe, with which King James always 
abounded at his meals. 

He afted very few weeks in that ſtation beſore he was in one 
day (viz. on April 23, 1615) both knighted and made one of 
the Gentlemen of the bed-chamber. Soon after this, it luckily, 
for his advancement, fell out, that the Earl of Somerſet had 
been concerned, or at leaft privy to a horrible murder (the 
poiſoning of Sir Thomas Overbury) on which both he and bis 
wiſe, after a trial by their Peers, were condemned to die, 
Whereby, being of Fin a rival in the King's affections, he 
was preſently advanced to new honours, and became the moſt 
abſolute favourite to two Kings that ever this nation beheld. 
In the year 1616, he was made Maſter of the horſe, Knight of 
the Garter, and created Baron of Whaddon, and Viſeount 
Villiers, on Auguſt 27, that year: alſo on January 5, 1616-17, 
he was made Earl of Buckingham, and on the ſucceeding New. 
Year's Day was advanced to the title of Marquis of Buck- 
ingham. On Jan. 30, 1617-18, he was made Lord High 
Admiral, and ſhortly after Chief Juſtice in Eyre of all the 
parks and foreſts ſouth of Trent, Maſter of the King's-Bench 
office, High-Steward of Weſtminſter, and Conſtable of Wind- 
ſor-Caſtle. | 

Wich theſe great honours and as great employments, he was 
likewiſe the ſole diſpenſer of the King's favours, ſo that he 
exalted all his own numerous family and dependents. And 
though he was a perſon of a moſt flowing courteſy, and of great 
aftability to all men, yet at firſt he fo failed in duty to Charles, 
Prince of Wales,. that his Highneſs conceived great indignation 
againſt him, which he had the art thoroughly to remove; and 
entirely fixed himſelf in favour, by being the ſolk contriver of 
that extraordinary journey into Spain, in 1623, by Prince 


Charles and himſelf. The Spaniards diſreliſned him for the 


great familiarity he uſed towards the Prince ; which, together 
with his perſonal animoſity againſt the Duke of Olivares, the 
ſole favourite at the Spaniſh court, was one reaſon that this 
journey entirely diſſolved the Spaniſh match ſo many years in 
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gitation. During bis abode in Spain, he added to his other 
titles thoſe of Earl of Coventry, and Duke of Buckingham, 
by patent dated May 18, 1623, 21 Jac. I. and on his return 
from thence, he was made Lord Warden of the Cinque-Porta, 
and Steward of the manor of Hampton- Court. 

The Prince's arrival in England brought not only infinite 
delight to the King, but was accompanied with the moſt uni- 
verſal rejoicing over the whole kingdom, that the nation had 
ever been acquainted with; in which the Duke had ſo full a 
harveſt, that the imprudence and preſumption of carrying the 


Prince into Spain was totally forgotten, or not remembered 


with any reference to him; and the high merit, and ineſtima- 


ble obligation, in bringing him home, was magnified and cele- 


brated by all men in all places: yet our hiſtorians obſerve, the 
concluſion of this journey was ſo contrary to the King's incli- 
nations, that he never after really affected the Duke, but re- 
tained as ſharp a memory of it, as his nature was capable of. 
This indiſpoſition of the King towards him was exceedingly 
increaſed during the ſitting of the Parliament, aſter the Prince's 
return out of Spain, in which the Duke endeavoured to ap- 


pear very popular; and having gained the leading men of 


both houſes to eſpouſe his intereſts, he engaged the King 
in a war with Spain, and totally ruined the Earl of Middle- 
ſex, Lord High Treaſurer of England, who preſuming on 
the King's diſpleaſure againſt him, had dared to diſpute his 
commands. 

At theſe things, though the King inwardly repined, yet he 
was ſo far from thinking fit to manifeſt it (except in whiſpers to 
very few men) that the Duke executed afterwards the ſame 
authority in conferring all favours and graces, and in reveng= 
ing himſelf on thoſe who had maniſcited any unkindneſs to- 
wards him ; inſomuch as he prevailed with the King to reſtrain 
the Earl of Briſtol (againſt whom he had a particular diſlike on 
account of the match with Spain) on his firſt arrival, without 
permitting him to come into his preſence, which he had poſi- 
tively promiſed and reſolved to do; and in the end ſuffered his 
Attorney-general to exhibit a charge of high treaſon, in his 
Majeſty's name, againſt the ſaid Karl, who was thereupon 
committed to the Tower. | | 

Shortly after this, viz. on March 27, 1625, died King 
James, at T heobalds, of an ague; After whoſe death (as my 
“Lord Clarendon ſays) many ſcandalous and libellous dil- 
© courſes were raiſed againſt the Duke, without the leaſt co- 
„flour or ground; as appeared upon the ſtricteſt and moſt ma- 
© licious examination that could be made, long after in a time 
© of licence, when no body was afraid of offending Majeſty,

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& and when proſecuting the higheſt reproaches and contumeliey 
« againſt the 3 — family was held very meritorious.“ 

This change brought no diminution to the power of the 
Duke, for he continued in the ſame degree of favour with the 
fon, which he enjoyed for many years under the father. A 
«© rare felicity ; ſeldom known, and in which the expectation 
« of very many (as my Lord Clarendon obſerves) was exceed- 

s ingly diſappointed 5; who knowing the great jealouſy and in- 
« dignation that the Prince had heretofore conceived againſt 
* the Duke, for having been once very near ſtriking him, ex. 
« pected that he would now remember that inſolenee, of which 
he then ſo often complained : without conſidering the oppor- 
* tunity the Duke had, by the converſation with the Prince, 
% during his jonrney into Spain (which was ſo grateful to him) 
& and whilſt he was there, to wipe out the memory of all for. 
& mer overſights, by making them appear to be of leſs magni- 
* tude than they had been underſtood before, and to be ex- 
& cuſable from other cauſes ; {till being ſevere enough to him- 
& ſelf for his unwary part, whatſoever excuſes he might make 
& for the exceſs; and by this means to make new vows for 
« himſelf, and to tie new knots to reſtrain the Prince from fu- 
& ture jealouſies. And it is very true, his hopes in this kind 
ce never failed him: the new King from the death of the old, 

even to the death of the Duke himſelf, diſcovering the moſt 
& entire confidence in, and even friendſhip. to him, that ever 
King had ſhewed to any ſubject; all preferments in church 
& and ſtate given by him; all his kindred and friends pro- 
% moted to the degree in honour, or riches,. or offices, that he 
* thought fit, and all his enemies and enviers diſcountenanced, 
c ag he appointed.” | 
The new King ſent him over to France, to conduct into Eng- 
land, the Princeſs Henrietta Maria, whom he bad married by 
his proxy; and accordingly the Duke eame to Paris on May 
24, 1625. In this embaſly his perſon and prudence were 
& wonderfully admired (as the Earl of Clarendon writes) and 
& eſteemed, and in which he appeared with all the luſtre the 
« wealth of England could adorn him with, and outſhined all 
* the bravery that court could. drefs itſelf in, and over-acted 
&« the whole nation in their own moſt peculiar: vanities ; he 
& had the ambition to fix his eyes upon, and to dedicate his 
„ moſt violent affection to, a Lady of a very ſublime quality, 
« and to purſue it with moſt importunate addreſſes: inſomuch, 
« as when the King had brought the Queen his ſiſter as far as 
& he meant to do, and delivered her intc the hands of the 
&« Duke, to be by him conducted into England; the Duke, in 
* his journey, after the departure of that court, took a reſo- 
lution once more to make a viſit to that great Lady, which 
| s6- he 1 
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& he believed he might do with much privacy. But it was ſo 
* eaſily diſcovered, that.provifion was made for his reception; 
« and if be had purſued his attempt, he had been without 
« doubt aſſaſſinated ; of which.he had only ſo much notice, as 
« ſerved him to decline the danger. But he ſwore in the in- 
« ſtant, that he would ſee and ſpeak with that Lady, in 
« ſpight of the ſtrength and power-of France.” 

And from the time that the _— arrived in England, June 
13, he took all the ways he could to undervalue and exaſperate 
that court and nation, by cauſing all thoſe, that fled into England 
from the juſtice and diſpleaſure of that King, to be received and 
entertained here, not only with ceremony ang ſecurity, but 
with bounty and magnificence; and the more extraordinary 
the perſons were, and the more notorious their King's diſplea- 
ſure was towards them (as in that time there were many Lords 
and Ladies in thoſe circumſtances) the more reſpe&tully they 
were received and eſteemed. He omitted no opportunity tp 
incenſe the King againſt France, and to diſpoſe him to aſſiſt 
the Hugonots, whom he likewiſe encouraged to give their King 
ſome trouble. ; 

' Soon after his return from France, a Parliament was called, 
in which he had the unhappineſs to ſec himſelf repreſented as 
the public grievance of the nation; and though he in a well 
compoſed ſpeech made anſwer to whatever objections might 
be laid to his charge, yet finding the houſe of Commons reſo- 
Jute in maintaining their proceedings, it fo tranſported him, 
that he prevailed with his Majeſty to put an end to their ſitting, 
by an abrupt diflalution on Auguſt 12, 1625. However, it 
being reſolved to carry on the war with Spain, he and the Earl 
of Holland were ſent to the Hague, to negociate a league with 
the United Provinces, againſt the Emperor and King of Spain. 
Whilſt he was abroad, he purchaſed a choice collection of Ara- 


bian manuſcripts, gained in remote parts, through the induſtry - 


of Erpinius a moſt excellent linguiſt ; after whoſe death, they 
being in the diſpoſal of his widow, ſhe had ſold them to the Je- 
ſuits at Antwerp, had not the Duke interverted the bargain, 
by giving for them 5001. to the poor widow; *“ A mixed act 


* (faith Sir Henry Wotton, in his account ef the Duke) both 


6 of bounty and charity; and the more laudable, being much 
out of his natural element.” 'Theſe, with other benefactions, 


he intended to have beſtowed on the Univerſity of Cambridge, 


whereof he was Chancellor; but being prevented by an un- 


timcly death, were nevertheleſs preſented thereto by his 


Ducheſs. 
At the coronation of Charles I. Feb. 2, 1625-6, he was 
Lord High-conſtable for that day; and a Parliament meet- 


ing four days after, he was impeached of high crimes and miſe 
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demeanours in thirteen articles, all which he immediately an - 


ſwered, civilly couched, and though his heart was big, ſavoured 
@f an humble ſpirit; but the King, being impatient of all pro- 
ceedings againſt him, choſe rather to diſſolve the Parliament, 
than to part with the Duke, though it was at a time when he 
was actually engaged in a war with Spain. 

This tranſported him with indignation, and created in him 
a greater contempt of - Parliaments, than he had before ſhewy, 
and which he did not forbear to publiſh in the moſt open man- 
ner. Such as had given any offence, were impriſoned or dif. 
graced, and new projects were ſet on foot for money, which 
ſerved only to offend and incenſe the people, and brought little 
ſupplies, yet raiſed a great ſtock for expoſtulation, murmur, 
and complaint; many perſons of the beſt quality (excepting 


Peers) being committed to ſeveral priſons, with unheard of | 


circumſtances, only for refuſing to pay money required of them 
by thoſe extraordinary ways. And the Duke himſelf would 
paſſionately ſay, and frequently do many things, which only 
grieved his friends, and incenſed his enemies, and gave them 
ability to do him harm. 25 | 

And notwithſtanding the King was engaged in a war with 
Spain, yet in a month after the diſſolution of the Parliament, a 
new war was precipitately entered into with France; and the fleet, 
which had been ſent to ſurpriſe Cadiz, was no ſooner returned 
without ſucceſs, and with much damage, than it was repaired, 
and the army reinforced to invade France. 'The Duke was per- 
ſonally employed both as Admiral and General, and made a 
deſcent on the iſle of Rhee, hoping in that ſervice to recover 
the good will of the public, which by his own example he 
ſaw might quickly be won or loſt. It is obſerved by Sir Henry 
Wotton, that his deportment, in this expedition, ** was noble 
«* throughout, to the gentlemen a fair refpect, bountiful to 
« the ſoldier, according to any ſpecial value which he ſpied in 
c any, tender and careful of thoſe that were hurt, of unqueſ- 
c“ tionable courage in himſelf, and rather fearful of fame than 
« danger. In his countenance, which is the part that all eyes 
« interpret, no open alteration, even after the ſuccours he ex- 
& pected did fail him; but the leſs he ſhewed without, the more 
c jt wrought intrinſically, according to the nature of ſuppreſſed 
6 paſſions : for certain it is, that to his ſecretary Dr. Maſon, 
% whom he layed in a pallet near him, for natural ventilation 
&« of his thoughts, he would, in the abſence of all other ears 
* and eyes, break out into bitter and paſſionate eruptions, pro- 
« teſting, that neither his diſpatches to divers Princes, nor the 
6 great buſineſs of a fleet, of an army, of a ſiege, of a treaty, 
* of war, of peace, both on foot together, and all of them 
& in his head at a time, did not ſo much break his repoſe, 28 

} ; ; 66 2 con- 
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cc à conceit, that ſome at home under his Majeſty, of whom 
« he had well deſerved, were now content to forget him. 
« Of their two forts, he could not take the one, nor would 
& he take the other; but in the general town he maintained 
& a ſeizure and poſſeſſion of the whole, three months and, 
„ eighteen days; and at the firſt deſcent on ſhore, he was not 
| « jmmured within a wooden veſſel, but countenanced the 
% landing in his long-boat, defeating near 200 horſe, gen- 
e tlemen of family and great reſolution, and 2000 foot; as, 
« all circumſtances well balanced on either fide, may ſurely, 
| « endure a compariſon with any of the braveſt impreſhons in 
: « ancient time.” 
| Ruſhworth, in his Collections, relates, that he firſt blocked 
up the citadel, in hopes of ſtarving the garriſon, which was in 
want of proviſions; but the French finding means to throw in 
ſupplies, he after beſieged it in form. And refreſhments of 
men, &c. being ſtill poured in, about the middle of October, 
the Duke called a council to conſult of a retreat, when it was 
judged proper to embark : however, on the inſtance of Sou- 
bize, and the French Proteſtants, he continued the ſiege ; and 
on November 6, made a general ſtorm of the citadel and works, 
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1 wherein many men were loſt, and the reſt forced to retire. 
1 This ill ſucceſs, with advice, that, notwithſtanding our ſhip- 
d ping, the French were come with a great body into the iſland, 
g cauſed the Duke to haſten his retreat. 

. On Nov. 8, 1627, the army marched, but the troops of the. 
a enemy appeared equal in number for foot, and far ſtronger 
r in horſe. Yet notwithſtanding their ſtrength, and the ad- 
c vantage of falling on an army on a retreat, which had 
y endured much hardſhip and received many diſcouragements, 
e the enemy dared not to engage in a plain field, when the 
0 Duke ſeveral times drew up the troops in their march, and 
n made a ſtand in hopes of a battle. But the wary French com- 
- mander fhunned the hazard of a fight on equal terms, foreſeeing 
n a greater advantage with leſs hazard : for no ſooner were the 
s WW Engliſh entered into a narrow cauſey and lane, having on each 
. hand deep ditches and ſalt- pits, but the enemy obſerved the ad- 
e vantage, and advanced with great fury on a weak rear- guard 
d of horſe, and quickly put them to a retreat; who in that 
1y narrow cauſey diſordered the foot, and the enemy thereupon + 
n followed clole, and did much execution on the Engliſh. 
rs Thoſe, who eſcaped the ſword, were drowned in the ſalt-pits 
J- and ditches; and the crowd was ſo great on the bridge (the 
e enemy purſuing them over) that many Engliſh were drowned 
Ys in the river. Yet in this diſcomfited condition, the Duke, by 
m an extraordinary courage and conduct, rallied his forces, and 


48 drew up a ſmart body, that faced about to fight the enemy: 
1- N 4 and 
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and the French (not daring to engage, but on great advantage) 
were obliged to retreat over the bridge. The next day the army 
was ſhipped, and the Duke, having promiſed the Rochellers 
to come again to their relief, ſet fail for England, and met 
with the Earl of Holland, as he was ſetting out of Plymouth, 
coming with a ſupply. When this unfortunate' ation was 
known and publitied throughout the nation, the cry of the 
people was ſo great, and the King's neceſlity ſo preſſing (the 
mariners coming in multitudes to the court at Whitehall, in 
great diſorder and confuſion, crying out for pay, and hardly 
to be appeaſed) that a Parliament was neceſſitated to be called. 
They were no ſooner met, March 17, 1527-8, than the Duke's 
exceſſive power was voted to be the cauſe of all the evils and 
dangers to the King and kingdom; and a remonſtrance of 
grievarices drawn up, wherein he was charged as the principal 
occaſion of them; but the Parliament adjourning till Oct. 20, 
1628, he, in the interval, not only endeavoured to allay the 
prejudice raiſed againſt him in the Houſe of Commons, but 
alſo to regain the good-will of the public, and repair his loſt 
honour by a ſecond expedition againſt the French. Accords 
-iogly, in Avguſt he came to Portſmouth, intending, as foon as 
all things were ready, to embark for the relief of Rochelle, 
then ſtraitly beſieged by the French King. „ 
Wbilſt he was preparing to embark, he was aſſaſſinated at 
the age of 36 years and 3 days, when he was in the higheſt 
favour with his Sovereign, the houſe and town full of his ſer- 
vants and dependents, and the King and court but about fix 
miles from him. John Felton committed the fact, without 
any other inducement or encouragement than what the me- 
lancholy of his nature, and the belief that he ſhould do God 
and his country good ſervice, by deſtroying an enemy to both, 
might ſuggeſt to him. He had been Lieutenant of a foot 
company, whoſe Captain was killed at the ifle of Rhee, on 
which he conceived that it ought to have been conferred on 
him; and on refuſal by the Duke of Buckingham; gave up 
bis commiſſion, withdrawing from the army; and reſided at 
London, when the Duke was voted by the Commons an ene- 
my to the public; which, together with a certain book then 
publiſhed by one Eggleſton, a Scottiſh phylician, repreſenting 
the Duke. unworthy to live in a Chriftian court, was the reaſon 
(as he alledged at his examination) that he firſt refolved to kill 
the Duke; tor which purpoſe he bought an ordinary knife of 
no greater price than ten-pence, and ſewed the ſheath to the 
tining of his pocket, that he might in an inſtant draw forth the 
blade with one hand. for the other was maimcd.. Thus pre- 
ared, partly on horſeback, and partly on foot, for he was in-

Being thus barbarouſly i on Saturday, Aug. 23. 


1628, his bowels were interred at Portſmouth, and a hand- 


ſome memorial of him erected there, by his liſter, the Coun- 


teſs of Denbigh. His body was brought to York-houſe, where 
he lay ſome time in an illuſtrious. manner, on a bearſe; and 
after was ſumptuouſly entombed on the north fide of Henry 
VIPs chapel in Weſtminſter-Abbey, where a moſt noble 
monument is erected to his memory. 
Ihe Earl of Clarendon, in the firſt ons of bis Hiſtory of 
the Rebellion, writes, “ That he was of a noble nature, and 
ce generous diſpoſition, and of ſuch other endowments, as made 
te him very capable of being a great favourite to a great King, 
e and underſtood the arts of a court, and all the learning that 
« is profeſſed there exactly well. That he was of a moſt flow- 
&©« ing courteſy and affability to all men who made any addreſs 
« to him; and ſo deſirous to oblige them, that he did not 
te enough conſider the value of the obligation, or the merit of 
“the perſon he choſe to oblige ; from which much of his miſ- 
fortune reſulted. He was of a courage not to be daunted, 

« which was manifeſted in all his actions, and in his conteſts 
with particular perſons of the greateſt reputation; and eſpe- 
4e cially in his whole demeanor at the iſle of Rhee, both at the 
& landing, and on the retreat: in both which, no man was 
% more fearleſs, or more ready to expoſe himſelf to the higheſt 


| ! dangers.” 


This great Dube __ to wife, the Lady Catharine Manners, 
daughter and ſole heir to Francis, Earl of Rutland, and by her 
(who afterwards married Randal Macdonald, Marquis of An- 
trim) had iſſue three ſons, and a daughter, Mary, who by pa- 
tent, bearing date, Aug. 31, 1627, had the title of Dutcheſs 
of Buckingham limited to her, in default of iſſue male of her 
father. She was firſt married to Charles, Lord Herbert, ſon 
and heir to Philip, Earl of Montgomery ; ſecondly, to James 
Stuart, Duke of Richmond and Lenox; and thirdly, to Tho- 
mas Howard, brother to Chatles, Earl of Carliſle; but by 
neither of them left iſſue. 

- The ſons were Charles, who died an infünt, and was Wa 
in Weſtminiter- Abbey, on March 17, 1626; George, Duke 


F., 
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of Buckingham; and the Lord Francis Villiers, born after his 
father's deceaſe, on April 2, 1629, who, on his return from 
his travels in the year 1638, erigaging with the Earl of Hol- 
land, to riſe on the behalf of Charles I. was unfortunately flain 
on July 7, the ſame year, in a ſkirmiſh with the rebels at 
Kingſton upon Thames, and was buried in his father's vault in 
Welitminſter-Abbey. His death is thus related by Mr. Aubrey 
in his Hiſtory of Surrey, vol. I. p. 47, In a Lane between 
„ Kingſton and Saythbyton Common, was ſlain the beautiful 
4 Francis Villiers, at an elm in the hedge on the eaſt fide of 
„ the Lane, where his horſe being killed under him, he turn- 
& ed his back to the elm, and fought moſt valiantly with half 
& dozen, the enemy coming on the other fide of the hedge, 
* puſhed off his helmet and killed him, July 7, 1648, about 
« fix or ſeven o'clock in the afternoon ; on this elm (which 
«< was cut down in 1680) was cut an ill ſhaped V. in memory 
* of him.“ | | 

The eldeſt ſon, GeoRGE, Duke of Buckingham, being very 
young'on his father's murder, was ſent to travel, during the 
time of the civil wars; and returning to England whilſt 
Charles I. was under reſtraint, he and his brother, the Lord 
Francis Villiers before mentioned, thought themſelves obliged 
to venture their lives and fortunes for the King the firſt oppor- 
tunity, and thereupon engaged with the Earl of Holland. The 
Duke had a commiſſion under him of General of the horſe, 
and behaved with great gallantry ; and on their defeat at King- 
ton upon Thames, happily found a way into London, where 
he lay concealed till he had an opportunity to ſecure himſelf, 
by being tranſported into Holland, where the Prince of Wales 
at that time was, who received him with great grace and 
kindneſs. . | 

The Parliament at Weſtminſter voted, that for his levying 
war, he ſhould be proceeded againſt as a traitor, and that his 
eſtate ſhould be ſequeſtered ; and it was accordingly aſſigned 
for the payment of the forces under General Lambert. The 
Houſe of Lords ſhewed that favour to him, as to ſend a meſſage 
to the Commons, to deſire their concurrence with them, that 
he might be indemniſied from his late engagement, if he return- 
ed within fourteen days; which was rejected. WE 

After the murder of the King, when the Scottiſh commiſ- 
fioners waited on Charles II. at Breda, to invite him into 
their kingdom, the Duke of Buckingham, who had waited on 
him from his arrival in Holland, was permitted to go over with 
him to Scotland; and on their arrival there, in June 1650, 
whea-all his Majeſty's Engliſh ſervants were removed from his 
perſon, the Duke was only excepted. 


When 


When the King was preparing to march into England, he 
ranted a commiſhon to the Duke to raiſe a regiment of horſe, 
and one of foot, out of the Engliſh that ſhould repair to him. 
And aſter their march to Worceſter, perceiving that very few 
of quality or diſtinction repaired to his Majeſty, he remonſtrat- 
ed to the King, that it would be more to his intereſt to re- 
move the Scottiſh General; alledging it would not conſiſt with 
the honour of any Peer of England to receive his orders: 
and thereupon aſked his Majeſty, to confer that command on 
himſelf. Which the King refuſing to do, the Duke was fo 
diſcontented that he came no more to the council, ſcarce ſpoke 
to the King, neglected every body elſe, and himſelf ; infomuch 
as for many days he ſcarce put on clean linen, nor converſed 
with any body; nor did he recover this ill humour whilſt the 
army ſtayed at Worceſter, 5 
On September 3, 1651, there was a general engagement 
with Cromwell's 3 near that city, when the Duke was 
on the King's right-hand, and behaved with exemplary va- 
lour. And on the Joſs of the day, retired with his Majeſty 
northward, who had then an intent of going into Scotland; 
but on conſultation with the Duke, the Earl of Derby, the 
Lord Wilmot, &c. it was thought more convenient to conceal 
himſelf in Boſcobel-houfe ; whereupon bis Majeſty, with the 
Duke, the Earl of Derby, and others, in all about ſixty horſe, 
marched thither ; and having left the King, as they hoped, 
in ſecurity, the Duke, with. the Earl of Derby, &c. went for- 
ward, to overtake General Leſley, with the main body of 
Scotch horſe. But being met by the rebels, he, with the Earl 
of Derby, the Earl of Lauderdale, and- moſt of them, were 
taken priſoners. | | 
The Duke (whilft the rebels were plundering thoſe noble 
perſons) with the Lord Livingſton, Colonel Blague, Mr. Mar- 
maduke Darcy, and Mr. Hugh May, forſook the road firſt, and 
ſoon after their horſes, and betook themſelves to a by-way, 
and got into Bioore-Park, near Cheſwardine, about five miles 
from Newport, where they received ſome refreſhment at a little 
obſcure houſe of Mr. George Barlow ; and afterwards met with 
two honeſt labourers in an adjoining wood, to whom they 
communicated the diſtreſs which the fortune of war had re- 


duced them to; and finding them like to prove faithful, the 


Duke thought fit to imitate his royal maſter, delivered his 
George, which was given him by the Queen of England, to 
Mr. May (who preſerved it through all difficulties, and after 
reſtored it to his Grace in Holland) and changed habit with 


one of the workmen; and in this diſguiſe, by the aſſiſtance . 


of Mr. Barlow and his wife, was after ſome days conveyed by 
one Nicholas Matthews, a carpenter, to the houſe of Mr. Haw- 
; ; ; ley, 
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ley, an hearty cavalier, at Bilſtrop, in Nottinghamſhire, from 
| thence to the Lady Villier's houſe at Brokefby, in Leiceſter. 
thire;z and after many hardſhips and encounters, his Grace 
got ſecure to London, and from thence had the good fortune 
to eſcape a ſecond time into Holland, where, on his arrival he 
was taken for the King; and it was thought good policy to pub- 
iat his Majelty was arrive. 
On the King's arrival in France, the Duke of Buckingham 
went to him there, but afterwards coming into England, was 
apprehended and committed to the Tower, on Aug. 24, 1658. 
He continued confined til} July 29, 1659, when he was 
diſcharged, on his giving ſecurity to be taithful te the go- 
vernment. Nevertheleſs, on Auguſt 13, following, he was 
again taken up (on Sir George Booth's riſing) with the Ear] 
of Oxford, the Lords Delawar, and Falkland, who were all 
ent to the Tower, except the Duke of Buckingham. And 
on May 4, 1660, the Commons agreed to an order of the

On May 29, the day of the King's triumphant entry into 
London, the Duke of Buckingham and General Monk rode 
together, bare-headed, before his Majeſty. * And whilſt he 
was in Holland, having been elected a Knight-companion of 
the molt noble Order of the Garter, he was inſtalled at 
Windſor, on April 15, 1661. He was afterwards Maſter 
of the horſe to the King; and in 1667, on the Earl of 
Clarendon's withdrawing bimſelf, was reputed his Majeſty's 
, . en SO AY 
In 1670, the Marſha! Bellefond being fent from the court 
of France, to condole the death of the Duchefs of Orleans, the 
Duke of Buckingham was fent to return the compliment; but 
really to conclude a treaty with the French, to declare war 
Againſt he Dutch. The King of France treated him in fo 
particular a manner, knowing bis Tanity, that he went in, 
without reſerve, to what he propoſed, and conſented to the 
French fleet's coming into our ſeas and harbours ; which after- 
wards improved the miriners of that nation, and learnt them 
r © ee i a 
On declaring of war againſt Holland, March 17, 1671-2, 
Clifford, Aſhley, Buckingham, Arlington, and Laude: dale, 
Had the chief management of affairs, and from the initial 
letters of their names, were called the Cabal. When the 
French had almoſt reduced the States, the Duke of Buck- 
ingham and the Ear] of Arlington were ſent to Utrecht, in 
July, 1672, to bring the King of France to better terms than 
ze had offered; but in vain. The next year, the nation being 
in a ferment about the war, and money being wanted, thoſe 
who had the chief concern in the miniſtry, were ſor ſaving 
5 . them- 
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themſelves (a Parliament being called that year) fo that che 


Duke was the only perſon his Majeſty confided in; but by 
bringing in Sir Thomas Oſborne (afterwards Earl of Danby} 


he found himſelf neglected, in proportion as that Nobleman 


roſe in credit with the King. | 
In Feb. 1676-97, he was committed to the Tower, by order 
of the.houſe of Lords, for quettioning the legality of the Par- 


liament, after their long prorogation. Being afterwards, on 


his ſubmiſſion, diſcharged, he, with Shafteſbury, Effex, and 
Fallifax, were, as Biſhop Burnet writes, the governing men 
among the Lords. | 

By a ſtrange conduct, and an unſteady temper, he could not 
long fix in any friendſhip, or to any deſign, which gave his 
enemies great advantages; ſo that towards the latter end of 
the reign of Charles II. he was ſunk very low in the opinions 
of moſt people, as well as in his eſtate, which he waſted by all 
manner of ways, and died in a poor cottage in Yorkſhire, witk- 
out iſſue, April 16, 1687. His wife was Mary, daughter and 
heir of Thomas, Lord Fairfax, of Cameron, the famous Parlia. 
ment General, by his wife, daughter and coheir to Horatio, 
Lord Vere, of 'Tilbury. 

I now return to Sir EDWARPD, ſecond ſon of Sir George 
Villiers, by his fiſt wife, Audrey, daughter to William San- 
ders. This Edward received the honour of Knighthocd * ax 
Windſor, on Sept. 7, 1616, and in 1620, was ſent Ambaſ- 
ſador to Bohemia; alſo on March 10, 1622, 0 was by tae in- 
tereſt of his brother the Duke of Buckingham, advanced co the 
Prefidentſhip of Munſter, in Ireland, in the reom of the Fact. 
of Thomond, deceaſed. He lived there (ſaith Sir Henry Wor- 
ton) in ſingular eſtimation for his juſtice and hoſpitality z and 
died (Sept. 7, 1626) as much to the grief of the whole province, 
as ever any Governor did, before his religious Lady, who was 
of a ſweet and noble diſpoſition, adding much to his honour. 
He was buried in the Earl of Cork's chapel at Youghall, where 
theſe lines were put up to his memory: ;

c men might more reaſonably conform themſelves. His per- 
ſonal valour and courage of all kinds (for he had ſometimes 
« indulged ſo much to the corrupt opinion of honour, as to 
cc venture himſelf in duels) was very eminent, inſomuch as he 
ec was accuſed of being too prodigal of his perſon ; his affection, 
zeal, and obedience to the King, was ſuch as became a 
branch of that family.” And he was wont to fay, „That 
ac if he had not underſtanding enough to know the uprightneſs 
* of the cauſe,” nor loyalty enough to inform him of the duty 
c of a ſubjeR, yet the very obligations of gratitude to the 
** King, on the behalſ of his houſe, were ſuch, as his life was

John Pennington, the whole diſpatch to the fleet was commit- 
ted to the care of Mr. Edward Villiers, whoſe diligence and 
dexterity his Majeſty found fit for any truſt ; but though he de- 
livered his letters to the ſeveral captains, and punQtually exe- 
cuted his orders, this deſign, through the ill management of 
ſuperior officers, put the whole command of the fleet into the 
Parliament's hands. He was afterwards a Lieutenant- colonel

of England, was, on the firſt ſettlement of their houſhold, in Feb.

In 3 Edward VI. he was * Knight-marſhal of that army 
commanded by the Lord Ruſſel (Lord Privy Seal) ſent againſt 
the rebels of Devonſhire and Cornwall, who had beſieged 
the city of Exeter; and being defeated by the King's forces, 
fled into Somerſetſhire, where this Sir Hugh followed them, 
and at King's- Weſton again vanquiſhed them, and took their 
leader priſoner.

In the 6th year of Q. Elizabeth, he was one of the principal 
commanders, who ſo yaliantly defended Newhaven againſt 
the French ?, and when Montmorency, Conttable of France, 
by a wumpet to the Earl of Warwick, ſummoned him to 
ſurrender, this Sir Hugh Paulett was ſent by the Earl to affure 
the Conſtable, that the Engliſh were prepared to ſuffer the 
laſt extremity, before they would yield up the town without 
the Queen's 'orders.

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By the inquiſition taken on Jan. 15, 1588-9, at the city 
of Wells, in the county of Somerſet, it appears that Sir Amias 
Poulett, Knt. died on September 26, 1588, and was at the time 
of his deceaſe, ſeiſed of the manor of George-Hinton, with 
appurtenances in Henton ; the manors of Bymyngton, Hen» 
ton-park, and farm of Combe ; the manors of Chaſcomb, 
Knolle, IIleigh, Stocklinch, Shepton, Roade, Sherſton, and 
Stalleigh, with the advowſon of the church; the manor of 
Curry-Mallet, and Ruton, and advowlon of the church and 
park of Cutry-Mallet, by patent of July 5, in 8 Eliz. all in 
the county of Somerſet ; and the rectory with advowſon of the 
church and park of Curry-Mallet, by patent July 6 in 8 Eliz.

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Which Joux Poulett, Eſq. being a very accompliſhed gen- 
tleman, of quick and clear parts, 'and a bountiful houſe-keeper 
(as Fuller in his Worthies of England relates“) K. Charles I. 


conſigned Monſ. Soubize unto him, who gave him and his 


retinue many months liberal entertainment. After which he 


was by letters patent, bearing date June 23, 1627, advanced 
2 to the dignity of a Baron of this realm by the title of Lord 
Poulett, of Henton St, George. He was“ knighted with his 
eldeſt fon, Sir John Poulett, by the Earl of Lindſey, on board 
his Majeſty's ſhip the Mary-honour, on September 27, 1635, 
with four other perſons of quality ; being in that fleet then ſent 
out to ſecure our commerce, the Spaniſh bullion, &c. in Eng- 
liſh bottoms, which was expected home, and thought to be in 
danger from the Hollanders, who had lately made a league 
with France againſt Spain. Which ſervice our fleet performed. 

In the year 1640, he was ſummoned to that council ap- 
pointed to meet at York, to adviſe his Majeſty what method 
ſhould be taken with the Scots, who had then invaded the 
northern parrs of the kingdom. And this meeting producing 
a treaty as Rippon, he was appointed by the King, with ſeven- 
teen other Peers, commiſſioners for that purpoſe, being (as 
Lord Clarendon writes ©) all popular men, and not one of 
them of much intereſt in the court, except the Earl of Holland. 
But when the Parliament, that met ſoon after, engaged in de- 
ſigns (as he thought) prejudicial to his Majefty's intereſt, he 
manifeſted the greateſt diſlike thereof, and immediately re- 


pou to his Majeſty at Vork; where he, with many other 


ords and Counſellors, on June 15, 1642 4, ſubſcribed a de- 
claration, difavowing any intention, either in the King, or 
themſelves, of raiſing war againſt the Parliament. And an 


unnatural rebellion openly breaking out ſoon after, he moſt 


loyally engaged both himſelf and his eldeſt ſon in the royal 
cauſe; and having accepted of a commiſſion to raiſe a regiment 
of 1500 foot, he accompanied the Marquis of Hertford into 
the weſt of England, by whoſe great reputation, and the in- 
tereſt of this Lord Poulett, with ſome other gentlemen of prime 
quality there, his Majeſty hoped to form an'army in thoſe parts 
able to relieve Portſmouth, then beſieged by the Parliament's 
forces; ©. they being (as Lord Clarendon writes) like to give 
% as good examples in their perſons, and to be followed by as 
& many men, as any ſuch number of gentlemen in England 
& could be.“ However, after having, with leſs than 1000 
men, withſtood an army of 7000, commanded by the Earl of

Bedford, and finding themſelves unable, by reaſon of his 
coming, to draw more forces together, the Marquis and the 
Lord Poulett s tranſported themſelves into Wales, where they 
kraifed 2000 foot, and one regiment of horſe. 
In the year 1644, he was one of the principal commanders 
that beſieged Lyme in Dorſetſhire i, which, after many gallant 
attacks, being almoſt reduced, was ſupplied with proviſions by 
the Earl of Warwick, and the fiege raiſed ſoon after by the 
Earl of Eſſex. Thereupon the Parliament voted, that 1000 l. 
per annum, out of the Lord Poulett's eſtate, ſhould be given to 
the inhabitants, in recompence for their ſervice. 'The ſame 
year * he met bis Majeſty a mile from Exeter, in order to

| Had the honour to! entertain him at his ſeat at Henton St. 
George. The year following the King was unſucceſsful in 
all his undertakings, and the kingdom being reduced to the 
| obedience of the Parliament, he endeavoured to compound 
for his eſtate. But the houſes of Peers and Commons differ- 
ing in their opinions, the Lords * thinking fit to pardon him, 
and the Commons difſenting, he on April 20, 1646, ob- 
tained leave to ſtay at Exeter, until he ſhould compound 
with the Parliament, or get a paſs to tranſport himſelf out 
of England. However, on May 2 following, - after a ſharp 
debate, he, at the requeſt of the General, was “ permitted to 
compound ; and the ſame day, on a petition from the town 
of Lyme, it was ordered they ſhould have reparation out of 
his eſtate for the loſſes they had ſuffered by him. How far 
this was complicd with, appears not; but his compoſition was 
not ſettled till three years after, when on March 6, 1648-9 7, 
it was voted to be 4, 200 1. and at the ſame time Sir John 
Poulett his ſon was likewiſe allowed to compound for 37601.

s HAT names of men and places have been variouſly 
written, is well known to all who have looked into our 
records, whereof there is an inſtance in this family of Chol- 
mondeley, denominated from the lordſhip of Cholmondeley, 
in the hundred of Broxton, in Cheſhite, the name having 
been written twenty-five ſeveral ways; viz. Chelmundele, 
-Chelmundelly, Chelmonſleigh, Chelmundelegh, Cholmone- 
leigh, &c. as is evident from divers old deeds in the cuſtody 
of the preſent Earl of Cholmondeley. In Domeſday- Book 
(which contains an account of the lands, lordſhips, &c. in 
the ſeuetal counties in England, except Weſtmoreland, Cum- 
berland, Northumberland, and Durham, and was begun * in 
the 14th of William the Conqueror, as the Red-book in the 
Exchequer manifeſts, but not finiſhed. till the 2oth, as the 
book itſelf declares) it was wrote Calmandelei, and at that 
time was part of the poſſeſſions of RosERNH, fon of HuGn, 
Baron of Malpas. Which Hugh alſo held in Ceſtreſcire, as the 
ſame book teſtiſies (beſides the lordſhip of Calmundelei) the 
manors of Bedesfeld, Burwardeſtone, Hurdingebery, Depen- 
beche (now called Malpas) Tilleſtone, Chriſteſtone, Ebe, 
Hantone, Lawechedone, Dochintone, Cetalea, Broſſe, Over- 
tone, Cuntitone, Socheliche, Tuſigeham, Bicheley, Bieretone, 
Burwardeſley, Creuhalle, Tidniſtane, Briſtene, Bolebery, Tiver- 
tone, Spurreſtowe, Fentone, Sudetone, Butelege, and Coeneche. 
But the ſaid Robert dying without iſſue male, the barony of 
Malpas, with the lordſhip of Calmundelei, &c. devolved on his 
only daughter and heir Lettice, married to RicHARD de BEL- 
WARD *, whoſe ſon (or grandſon) WILLIAM de Belward, was 
married to Beatrix, daughter of Hugh Kiviliock, the fifth 
Earl of Cheſter, and coheir to her brother Randal, Earl of

I now return to RoBERT, ſecond fon of William, Baron of 
Malpas, of whom I am principally to treat, being the direct 
anceſtor to this family of Cholmondeley, as all antiquaries 
agree 3 for having, by the gift of his father, the lordſhip of 
Cholmondeley, and fixing his reſidence there®, he afſumed 
that ſurname (as was moſt uſual in thoſe times) which his 
poſterity hath ever ſince retained. He married Mabel, daugh- 
ter of Robert Fitz-Nigel, Baron of Halton, with whom he had 
the Lordſhip of Chriſtleton, and a releaſe of the hoſpital of 
Cuholmondeley. Their fon and heir was Sir Huck de Chel- 
mundeleigh, as the name was then wrote in a charter, with- 
out date, of Robert, ſon of Liulph, and Mabilla his wife, 
'whereunto the ſaid Sir Hugh de Chelmundeleigh, and Robert 
"his ſon, were witneſſes. He had areleaſe * from Ranulph, Earl 
of Chefter, for himſelf and his heirs, of all right of ſuits of 
court, and juſtice, owing to the hundred of Broxſtone, for his 
lands in Cholmundeley. Which releaſe is without date (as 
in old times was uſual) but is witneſfed by Philip de Orebie, 
Juſtice of Cheſter, in the! beginning of the reign of Hen. III.

But by his ſecond 
wife Elizabeth, daughter to Sir Randle Brereton of Malpas, 
chamberlain of Cheſter (who ſurvived him, and was afterwards 
married to Sir Randle Mainwaring, of Over- Pever, Knt.) he 
had ſeveral children, whereof theſe daughters were married, 
viz. Catharine, to Richard Prieſtland, of Prieſtland and Ward- 
hill, in Cheſhire, Eſq. Agnes, to Randle Mainwairing of 
Carington, Eſq. and Urſula, to Thomas Stanley of Wever, Eſq. 
Hugh Cholmondley was his eldeſt fon and heir; and Randle 
Cholmondley, a younger ſon, being educated in the ſtudy of 
the laws at Liucoln's-Inn, was elected Autumn-reader of that 
ſociety, in 5 Edw. VI. but did not read, becauſe of the peſti- 
lence. In 6 Edw. VI. he was Lent-reader of the ſaid ſociety ; 
and in 4 and 5 Philip and Mary, Double-reader thereof; * at 
which time he was Recorder of the city of London. In the 
laſt year of King Philip and Queen Mary, * he was elected 
Serjeant at law: Alfo jn the firſt year of Queen Elizabeth, was 
Treble-reader of the ſociety, whereof he was a member, and 
was then called by that Queen's writ to be Serjeant at law. 
His learning and knowledge in che laws appear from his being 
ſo often Reader of this ſociety; but he died without ifſue on 
April 25; 1563. 

Hu Cholmondley, the eldeft fon, * was 25 years of age 
at his father's death, in 30 Hen. VIII. He was in that expe- 
dition made into / Scotland under the Duke of Norfolk, 36 
Hen, VIII. and for his valiant behaviour there, received the 
honour of knighthood at Leith. In the reign of King Philip 
and Queen Mary, * he raiſed, at his own expence, 100 men, 
to march under the Earl of Derby, who in September, 1557, 
was ſent to oppole the Scots on their invading England, and 
threatening to befiege Berwick. He was a perſon of great 
honour, and for his admirable gifts of wiſdom, temperance,

ny arbitrations on record, that were left to his determination, 
He was five times Sheriff of Cheſhire, © as alſo Sheriff of Flint. 
mire, for ſome years, and a long time one of the two only 
Deputy-licutenants of Cheſhire ; and for a good ſpace Vice- 
prefident of the Marches of Wales, in the abſence of the fa- 
mous Sir Henry Sidney, Knt. Lord-deputy of Ireland. He 
departed this life in the 83d year of his age, on January 6, 
1596-7, ſeiſed (as the inquilition aſter his death 4 ſhews) of 
the manor of Cholmondeley, and of 22 meſſuages, four 
_ cottages, two water mills, and one wind-mill, &c. in Chol- 
mondeley; as alſo of the manor or barony of Wich-Malbank, 
with all the rents, reverſions, ſervices, &c. the manor of 
Barkesford, alias Basford, with the appurtenances, and the 
ſeveral manors of Moldſworth, Bickley, Norbury, with Al- 
hrurſt, Aſton juxta Mondrem, Church-Miniule, two parts of

He married two wives, but by Mary his laſt Lady, daughter 
to Sir William Griffith of Pentrin, relict of Sir Randle Brereton 
of Malpas, he had no iſſue. His firſt Lady was Anne, daughter 
and coheir to George Dorman of Malpas, by Agnes his wife, 
daughter and heir of Thomas Hill of Malpas, ſon of Hum-

Which Huch Cholmondley, of Cholmondley*, was knighted 
in the life-time of his father, in 1538, the memorable year 
of the Spaniſh invaſion, and at his father's deceaſe was® 
forty - ſix years of age and more. He was heir to his virtues, 
as well as to his eſtate, and gave many proofs of an honourable 
benevolence, and a ſteady adherence to the proteſtant- re- 
ligion, and the intereſts of his country, Before he was 21 
years of age, he headed * 130 men, raiſed by his father's 
intereſt and expence, and marched with them for the ſup- 


preſſion of that rebellion in the North, begun * in the 12th- 


year of Queen Elizabeth, under the leading of the Earls of 
Weſtmorland and Northumberland, for reſtoring the Romiſh 
religion: and the Queen's forces having put them to flight, 


thoſe Earls, with other of the conſpirators, were attainted in 


parliament, He was twice the Queen's Eſcheator of the county 
of Cheſter, I viz. in 33 and ® 41 Eliz. as alſo Sheriff of 
the ſame county; and in 42 Eliz. was in a ſpecial commiſſion, 
with * the Lord Chancellor Egerton, Thomas Lord Buckhurſt, 
Lord Treaſurer of England, and others, for the ſuppeſſion of 
ſchiſm. He increaſed his eſtate by his marriage, and by di- 
 wvecs purchaſes, as appears by the inquiſition after his death, in 
43 Eliz. » which ſhews that he departed this life on the 23d 
ot July the fame year, and that Robert Cholmondley, Eſq. 
was the eldeſt ſon and heir, and of the age of ſeventeen years,

The faid Mary, Lady Cholmondley, had a great conteſt with

partition, ſhe had the manors and Jordſhips of Holford, Bulk-

hood reſided at Holford, which ſhe rebuilt and enlarged ; and 
by conducting, with ſpirit, the great ſuit before mentioned, 
was ſtyled by James I. The bold Lady of Cheſhire.”

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were Robert; Hugh, anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Cholmon- 
deley: and Thomas, ſeated at Vale-Royal, who married Eli- 
zabeth, daughter and heir of John Minſhull of Minſhull, Efq. 
and departing this life on January 3, 1652, was buried at Min- 
ſhull, having had iſſue Thomas Cholmondeley of Vale-Royal 
Robert, ſecond ſon, who died on September 4, 1658 ; Francis 
third ſon; Mary, married to Thomas Middleton, Eſq. eldeſt 
ſon of Sir Thomas Middleton of Chirk-caſtle ; Catharine, wife 
to Charles Mainwaring of Ightfield, in com' Salop, Efq. and Eli- 
zabeth, who died unmarried. The ſaid Thomas, eldeſt ſon, was

His ſecond wife was Anne, daughter of Sir Walter St. Jobn 
(and fiſter to Henry, late Lord Viſcount St. John) and by her 
(who died in Dec. 1742, aged 92) hadifſue two ſons and a daugh- 
ter ; Charles, who ſucceeded to the eſtate, and Seymour, who

' ſon and heir to Sir William Meredith, of Henbury in Cheſhire, 
Bart. Robert, eldeſt ſon of the faid Thomas Cholmondeley, 
married Elizabeth, ſiſter to Sir Thomas Vernon, Bart. and 
deceaſing, leaving one daughter, Elizabeth, married to John 
Atherton of the county palatine of Lancaſter, Eſq. the eſtate 
devolved on his brother, Charles Cholmondeley, of Vale-Royal, 
Eſq. one of the Knights for Cheſhire in eight ſeveral par- 
liaments, who married Eſſex, eldeſt daughter of Thomas Pitt, 
Eſq. (and ſiſter to the late Counteſs Stanhope) by whom he had 
iſſue (who lived to maturity) four daughters; Eſſex, Jane, 
Mary, and Elizabeth ; of whom Jane was married in Au- 
guſt, 1732, to the third ſon of Owen Merrick, Eſq. of Bodor- 


gan in Angleſy, for which he was member 1 Geo. I. and one 


ſon, Thomas, his heir, one of the Knights for the county of 
Cheſter, in two Parliaments. 

I now return to RoBERT, eldeſt ſon of Sir Hugh Cholmon- 

deley, who being a well-deſerving perſon, and enjoying an 
ample eſtate, was, upon June 29 (1611) 9 Jac. I. advanced 
to the dignity of a Baronet, being the 36th in order of creation 
alſo by Charles I. was advanced to the degree of a Viſcount of 
the kingdom of Ireland, by the title of Viſcount Cholmondeley 
of Kellis in the province of Leinſter in that realm, A. D. 1628.

« ſiege thereof by his Majeſty's adverſaries in that county, and

* gcther with his great ſuſſerings, by the plunder of his goods, 
* and firing his houſes ;” was by letters patent bearing date at 
Oxford, September 1, 21 Car. I. created a Baron of * 
dom of England, by the title of Lord Cholmondeley of Wiche- 
Malbank (commonly called Nantwiche) in com' Ceſtr. And 
by other letters patent, bearing date on March 5 next enſuing, 
was created Eapl of the province of Leinſter, in Ireland. 
When the royal power was at an end, and the whole kingdom 


was under the obedience of the Parliament, he was ſuffered to 


compound for his eſtate, * but paid no leſs a fine for the enjoy- 
ment of it, than 77421. He was revered for his liberal hoſ- 
pitality, his conduct in the government of his country, and 
other virtues. He married Catharine, daughter of John Lord 
Stanhope of Harrington, but died without lawful iſſue, on Oct. 
2, 1659, and was buried by his Lady (who deceaſed on June 
15, 1657) on the 8th of the ſame month, in the chancel of the 
family at Malpas. Whereupon Robert his nephew, ſon of 
Hugh his brother, became heir to his eſtate. : 
Which HuGn Cholmondely, Eſq. married Mary, daughter 
of Sir John Bodville, of Bodville- caſtle in Carnarvonſhire, and 
aunt to the Lady Viſcounteſs Bodmin, mother to Ruſſel Ro- 


barts, Earl of Radnor. He departed this life at Bodville on 


Sept. 11, 1655, and was buried with his anceſtors at Malpas, 
having had iflue, two ions, and three daughters; but none left 
iſſue, except Robert his eldeſt ſon. | 

Which Robert Cholmondeley, Eſq. ſucceeding his uncle, 
the Lord Cholmondeley and Earl of Leinſter, was, for his 
own great merits, and the ſervices of his anceſtors, dignified 
with the title of Viſcount Cholmondeley, of Kelis, formerly 
enjoyed by his faid uncle, by letters patent bearing date y 
March 29, 1661. Bis Lordthip married Elizabeth, daughter 
and coheir of George Cradock, of Caverſwell-caſtle, in Staf- 
fordſhire, Eiq. and departing this life in May, 1681, had iſ- 
ſue by her, Hugh, late Earl of Cholmondeley, Robert , ſe- 
cond fon, who died at Weſtminſter-ſchool, Feb. 4, aged 14,

George, third ſon, ſucceeded his brother Earl of 
Cholmondeley; and Richard, fourth ſon ®*, buried in Weſt- 
minſter-abbey, A. D. 1680; alſo one daughter, Elizabeth, 
married to * Egerton, of Egerton, and Oulton, in com” 
Ceſtr. Eſq. eldeft ſon and heir of Sir Philip Egerton, ſecond 
ſurviving ſon of Sir Rowland Egerton, of Egerton, Knt. and 
Bart. and of bis Lady Bridget, daughter of Arthur, Lord Grey, 
of Wilton. N 

Huck, 1/t Earl, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded bis father as Viſcount 
Cholmondeley, of Kellis in Ireland, and joining with thoſe 
perſons, who oppoſed the arbitrary meaſures of James II. he 
was, on the acceſſion of King William and Queen Mary to 
the throne of theſe realms, created Lord Cholmondeley, of 
Namptwich, by letters patent dated April 10, 1689, with li- 
mitation of the honour, for want of iſſue male, on the honour- 
able George Cholmondeley, his brother. On March 29, 1705, 
he was ſworn of the Privy-council to Queen Anne, and on 
Dec. 27, 1706, advanced to the dignity of Viſcount Malpas, 
and Earl of Cholmondeley, with the like entail on his ſaid bro- 
ther George, late Earl of Cholmondeley. On April 22, 1708, 
his Lordſhip was conſtituted Comptroller of her Majeſty's 
houſhold : and on May 10 following, when a new Privy- 
council was ſettled, according to an aCt of Parliament, on 
the Union of the two kingdoms, he was again ſworn thereof; 
alſo on October 6, the ſame year, appointed Treaſurer of her 
Majeſty's houſhold. He was alſo conſtituted, by her Majeſty, 
Lord lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the county of Cheſ- 
ter, and city and county of Cheſter, and Lord- lieutenant of 
North-Wales; but was removed from his employments in the 
year 1713. 

On the acceſſion of George I. his Lordſhip was conftituted 
Treaſurer of his kouſhold, and ſucceeded to the ſeveral ho- 
nours and truſts, from which he was removed in 1713; but 
dying unmarried, on Jan. 18, 1724-5, was ſucceeded in his 
eſtate and honours by his only brother, | 

GEoRGE, 24 Earl, who after being well grounded in learning 
at Weſtminſter-ſchool, and at Chritt-church in Oxford, was, in 
1685, made Cornet of horſe; and on King William's acceſ- 
fion to the crown, was made one of the Grooms of his bed- 
chamber. His Lordſhip ſerved in all the wars of that reign ; 
and, at the battle of the Boyne, commanded the horſe- grena- 
dier guards; likewiſe, at the battle of Steenkirk, when his 
Majeſty attacked the French army in their camp, his Lordſhip 
particularly diſtinguiſhed himſelf, and was wounded, And

„in his camp at Promelles, on June 17, 1697, 
declaring three Coloncls Brigadiers general of horſe, Colonel 
Cholmondeley was the firſt of them. On July 1, 1702, he 
was conſtituted Major-general of her Majeſty's forces, and Go- 
vernor of the forts of Tilbury and Graveſend. Alſo, on Jan. 


1, 1703-4, Was declared Lieutenant-genetal of her Majeſty's 


horſe forces. | x | 
On George I's acceſſion to the throne, his Lordſhip was 


continued in his government of Graveſend and*Tilbury forts, 


as alſo Colonel of the horſe grenadier guards. On Feb. 11, 


1714-15, he was conſtituted Captain and Colonel of the third 
' troop of horſe-guards; and on March 15 following, created 


Baron of Newborough, in the county of Wexford, in Ireland, 
being the firſt Peer of that kingdom created by his then 
Majeſty, who taking further into conſideration his great me- 
rits and ſervices, was pleaſed to advance his Lordſhip to the 
Peerage of this kingdom, by the title of Baron of Newburgh, 
in the iſle of Angleſey, by letters patent bearing date July 2, 
1716. On ſucceeding his brother in his eſtate and titles, his 
Majeſty, on March 20, 1724-5, was pleaſed to appoint his 
Lordſhip Lord-ieutenant of the county of Cheſter, and of 
the city of Cheſter, and alſo Cuſtos Rotulorum of the ſaid 
county of Cheſter ; and likewiſe Lord-lieutenant of the coun- 
ties of Denbigh, Montgomery, Flint, Merioneth, Carnar- 
von, and Angleſey, His Lordſhip was alfo conſtituted, on 
March 25, 1725, Governor of the town and fort of King- 
ſton upon Hull; and on April 15, 1727, made General of 


the horſe; likewiſe, in October, 1732, appointed Governor 


of the iſland of Guernſey, He departed this life, at his houſe, 


at Whitehall, on May 7, 1733. His Lordſhip married Eliza- 


beth, daughter to the Heer Van Baron Ruytenburgh, by Anne- 
Elizabeth, his wife, daughter of Lewis de Naſſau, Lord of 
Beverwort, and niece to Henry de Naſſau, Seignior de Au- 
verquerk, Velt-marſhal of the forces of the States general, 
and father of Henry, late Earl of Grantham. T he ſaid Eli- 
zabeth was naturalized by act of Parliament, which had the 
royal aſſent, Jan. 21, 1703-4. And by her (who died on Jan. 
16, 1721 2) his Lordſhip had iſſue three ſons, 1. James, born 
Nov. 30, 1700. and died y ; 2 George, and, 3. James; 
alſo three daughters, Henriette born Nov. 26, 1701; Eliza- 
beth, born May 28, 1705, married in Jan. 1731, to Edward 
Warren of Poynton in Cheſhire, Eſg. Mary, born March 9,

James Cholmondeley, 3d ſon, born April 18, 1708, bore 
the rank of Major on his firit entrance into the army, his 
commiſhon bearing date May 12, 1725 : and ou April 6, 1731, 
he was conſtituted ſecond Lieutenant-colonel in the 3d _ 
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of horſe-guards, in which poſt. he continued till Jan. 17, 
1740-1, when he was appointed Colonel of the 48th, regiment 
of foot, then ordered to be raifed. And on Dec. 18, 1742, was 
promoted to be Colonel of the 34th regiment of foot. In 
June, 1744, the regiment being ordered into' Flanders, he 
made the campaign that year. In 1745, he was at the battle 
of Fontenoy, May 11, N. S. and in July after, was made 
Brigadier-general of his Majeſty's forces, in which ſtation he 
ſerved the remainder of ,the campaign. On the apprehenſion 
of the progreſs of the rebellion in Scotland, his Majeſty 
thinking it proper to recall part of his forces from abroad, he 
was one of the General-officers, who came over with ten bat- 
talions of foot, which arrived at Graveſend, about the time 
that the news came of Sir John Cope's forces being defeated 
at Preſton-pans, on Sept. 21, that year. Soon aſter, he was 
ſent to Cheſter, to take upon him the command of two bat- 
talions of foot, newly arrived from Ireland, who marched 
under his conduct, till they joined the army of Marſhal Wade, 
then in Yorkſhire, under whom he ferved as a Brigadier gene- 
ral. And when Lieutenant-general Henry Hawley was ſent 
to take upon him the command of Marſhal Wade's army, the 
major part of which was immediately ordered for Scotland, 
to form, with ſome other forces, an army to ſubdue the re- 
bels, there likewiſe he was one of the four Generals, who 
were entruſted with the command of this army, Lieutenant- 
eneral Hawley, Major-general Huſke, and Brigadier- general 
Modan, being the other three; and greatly fignalized him- 
ſelf at the battle of Falkirk, on Jan. 17, 1745-6: but the 
great fatigue he underwent in this aCtion, joined with the ex- 
treme ſeverity of the weather, unfortunately deprived him of 
the uſe of his limbs for ſome time. He was conſtituted Ma- 
jor-general of his Majeſty's forces, on Sept. 23, 1747, and 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-general, on May 2, 
1754 ;, and thence to that of General of foot in March, 1765. 
In 1747, he was made Colonel of a regiment of dragoons in 
Ireland, and from thence was conſtituted Colonel of the re- 
giment of horſe-carabineers in Ireland; and on Jan. 16, 
1750-I, was appointed Colonel of the Inniſkilling regiment 
of dragoons, ſo denominated, from their ſignal behaviour at 
that place, when raiſed there 1689. He died October 13, 
1775, without iſſue by his wife, Penelope, daughter of James 
Barry, Earl of Barrymore, who ſurvives him. 

The eldeſt ſurviving ſon, GEORGE, 34 Earl of Cholmondeley, 
born January 2, 5702-3, was a member of the houſe of Com- 
mons, in two Parliaments, before he ſucceeded his father; 
firſt, in 1724, for the borough of Eaſtlow, in Cori wall; and 
was choſe for Windſor, in the ſucceeding Parliament, 1727. 

| | On 
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On the revival of the moſt honourable order of the Bath, he 
was, on June 17, 1725, inſtalled one of the Knights-compa- 
nions ; and on May 13, 1727, appointed Maſter of the Robes 
to his Majeſty. On the acceſſion of the late King, he was 
conſtituted one of the Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, and 
Governor of Cheſter, And on the eſtabliſhment of the houſ- 
hold of Frederick, late Prince of Wales, was appointed Maſter 
of his horſe. His Lordſhip, ſucceeding his father, was alſo 
conſtituted, on Nov. 2, 1727, Lord-lieutenant of North- 
Wales, and Lord-lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the 
county of Cheſter, alſo Chamberlain of Cheſter. In May, 
1735 (having reſigned his poſt of Maſter of the horſe to the 
Prince) he was conſtituted one of the Commiſſioners of the 
Treaſury; and in May, 17 35» was appointed Chancellor of 
the duchy of Lancaſter, and ſworn of the Privy-council. On 
Dec. 10, 1743, his Majeſty having been pleaſed to grant to 
his Lordſhip the office of 8 of his Majeſty's Privy- ſeal, 
he was, three days after, ſworn into the fig office at St. 
James's,. his Majeſty being preſent in council, and took his 
place at the board accordingly, And on reſigning it, his Lord- 
ſhip was, on Dec. 27, 1744, appointed joint Vice-treaſurer, 
Receiver-general, and Paymaſter-general of Ireland (which he 
reſigned in 1762) and Treaſurer of war in the ſame kingdom, 
having reſigned the Privy-ſeal to the Lord Gower. In 
1745, at the breaking . out of the rebellion in Scotland, his 
Lordſhip raiſed a regiment of foot for his Majelty's ſervice. 
His Lordſhip married, on September 14, 1723, Mary, only 
lawful daughter of Sir Robert Walpole, firſt Earl of Orford ; 
and by her Ladyſhip, who died in 1732, at Aix in Provence, 
and was buried at Malpas, had iſſue three ſons, viz. 1. George, 
late Lord Viſcount Malpas; 2. Robert; and, N. Frederick, 
who died April 27, 1734, and is buried at St. Martins in the 
Fields; and one daughter, who died ſoon after her birth. His 
Lordſhip was continued by his preſent Majeſty, in his poſts of 
Lord-lieutenant Cuſtos Rotulorum, and Vice-admiral of 
Cheſhire, Governor of Cheſter caſtle, Steward of the royal 
manor of Sheene in Surrey, and one of his Privy-council. 
Robert Cholmondeley, the ſecond ſon, born on 1, and 
baptized 28, Nov. 1727, was ſome time an officer in the 
army: but preferring an eccleſiaſtical to a military life, he en- 
tered into holy orders; and beſide the church-livings of St. 
Andrew's in Hertford, and Hertingfordbury, near that town, 
enjoys the office of Auditor-general of his Majeſty's revenues 
in America. He married Mary, daughter of Wof- 
fington, by whom he had iſſue three ſons and four daughters, 
viz. George-James, born Feb. 22, 1752, baptized March 20,

His Lordſhip's eldeſt fon and heir, George, Lord Viſcount. 
Malpas, born on Oct. 17, 1724, ſerved as a volunteer at the 
battle of Fontenoy, on May 11, 1745, N. S. and immedi- 
ately after was appointed Aid-de-camp to Sir John Ligonier, 
and after had a company of toot conferred on him, in Liente- 
nant-general Howard's. regiment of foot. On the rebellion 
that happened at that time, he was appointed Lieutenant-co- 
lonel of the regiment of foot raiſed by his father, the Earl of 
Cholmondeley, for the ſupreſſion of the rebels. He ſerved 
in the late Parliament for Corffe-caſtie, in Dorſetſhire, and 
for Bramber, in Suffex, in the former; and was Colonel of 
the Cheſhire militia, and of the 65th regiment of foot; His 
Lordſhip married, on Jan. 19, 1746-7, Heſter, daughter and 
heir of Sir Francis Edwards, of Grete, and of the College in 
Shrewſbury, both in the county of Salop, Bart. whoſe deſcent 
(as aſſerted by the heralds of Wales) is from one of the Ba- 
rons of the Prince of Powis, deſcended from the King of 
Powis, who derived his pedigree from Gurthiern (named by 
the Engliſh, Vertigern) Earl of Euryain and Eways, in Here- 
fordſhire, and after King of the Britons, about the year 450. 
His Lordſhip died on March 15, 1764, leaving, by his ſaid 
Lady (who ſurvived him) one ſon, George-James, now Earl

8 O ME have deduced the houſe of Harlai, in France (one 
of the moſt eminent in that kingdom) from a branch of 
this ancient and noble family in England: and according to 
Moreri, there are French authors of this opinion; for he ac- 
knowleges, * It has been reported, they are derived from our 
« country : though others maintain, that they are denominated 
&« from the town of Arlai, in the Franche Compte of Burgundy, 


* and pretend to have proof thereof.” 
The family of Harley, in England, is undoubtedly more 
ancient than the Norman conqueſt ; and has been fo illuſtrious, 
that. thoſe in France may be deſcended from it; though the 
name may neither be of Saxon, or Britiſh, much leſs of French 
extraction: for from Hurſla, a barbarous Latin word, ſignify- 
ing a Mood, comes Hurley, and ſo it changed into Harley b, 
a town in Shropfhire (the ancient ſeat of this family) accord- 
ing to the learned Sir Henry Spelman. Though others have 
affirmedd Harley to be a Saxon name, and of the ſame ſignifica- 
tion with Locus Exercitus. | 
In an ancient obiit, or ledger book of the abbey of Perſhore, 
in Worceſterſhire, is'a commemoration of a noble Warrior of 
this name, © who commanding an army under Ethelred, King 
of England, in his wars againſt Swane, King of Denmark, gave 
the Danes a great defeat near that town, about the year 1013, 
and thereby preferved it from ſpoil and deſtruction. | 
We find alſo, that before * the Norman conqueſt, Sir Foun 
de Harley was poſſeſſed of Harley-caftle and lordihip, and hav- 
ing married Alice, daughter of Sir Titus de Leighton, © by Le- 
titia his wife, daughter of Hugh le Brune, brother to William 
de Valence, Earl of Pembroke, left iſſue, 
Sir WILLI Au de Harley, Knt. who is the firſt mentioned in 
the viſitacton of Shropſhire, in the College of Arms, as Lord of 
Harley in that county. He was one of thoſe eminent perſons 
who attended Godfrey de Bulloigne, Robert Curthoſe, Duke 
of Normandy, Alan, Lord High-ſteward of Scotland, and 
others of note, in the firſt memorable expedition to the Holy 
Land, anno 1098, where they obtained many victories againſt 
the Saracens, and conquered Jeruſalem. In honour of which,

ment there, which was not demoliſhed at the diſſolution of 
abbies in the reign of Hen. VIII. and it is obſervable, that 
the ſhield on his effigies is plain, without any arms, according 
to the cuſtom of the moſt ancient times. He married Ca-

Of HENRx it is related u, that in 2 Edw. III. he bad a great 
conteſt concerning the deanery of Bridgenorth, occaſioned by 
having obtained a grant of the ſame, upon ſuggeſtion, that 
Thomas de Eyton, the Dean, was dead. But he appearing 
before the King, the grant was revoked, with a ſpecial man- 
date for reſtoring of the rightful. Dean. Whereupon the She- 

riff certified, that both Thomas de Eyton, and Henry de Har- 
ley, had raiſed great numbers of men in arms, in order to dif- 
pute the right by force; on which the King commanded the 
Sheriff to charge both parties to deſiſt, ſuperſeding the man- 
date for reſtoring Thomas de Eyton, till both appeared in the 
court of Chancery. The parties accordingly appeared, and 
Thomas de Eyton was reſtored, | 

Of Mar col de Harley, the ſecond ſon, I find a fine *was 
levied in 5 Edw. III. between him and Burga his mother, of the 
manor of Gretynton, and ſixteen acres of land, and 40s. rent, 
in Ruſhebury, the right of the ſaid Malcolm, which he con- 
veys to the ſaid Burga, to hold for life, and after her deceaſe, 
to remain to Philip de Harley and his heirs.

The before mentioned Brian de Brampton © was the only 
ſon and heir of Sir Walter de Brampton, eldeſt, ſon and heir of 
Sir Brian de Brampton, Lord of Brampton, Drayton, Bucton, 
Pedwardyn, Wiſton, Hermeſton, Ayſton, Kynlet, Foxcot, 
Walton, and Airington, by bereditary ſucceſſion; and in right 
of Alice his mother, was Lord of Botteley and Condover He 
was uſually called the Noble Brian, in reſpect of his noble de- 
fcent, and qualities. He married Emma, daughter, aud at laſt one 
ef the heirs of Thomas, Lo: d Corbet, Baron of Caus. And he 
wasthe ſon of Briande Bramton, ſtyled Senior, by Alice his wife, 


daughter and one of the coheirs of Walter de Remenyle, Lord of

His only ſon RIc HARD Harley, Eſq. in the 14th year of 
Hen, VII. * was Sheriff of the county of Salop. He married'

caſtle, in Brecknockſhire, who, by order of the Duke of Glou- 


ceſter, afterwards Rich. III. was beheaded at Pomfret, with 
the Earl Rivers, and others, anno 1483, for their hdelity to 
the young King Edw. V. This Richard Harley, Eſq. by his 
marriage aforeſaid, was related to the beſt families in Wales; 
the Welch genealogiſts deriving the ſaid Sir Thomas Vaughan 
from the ancient Britiſh Princes of Hereford, Brecknock, and 
Radnor, before the Norman or Saxon conqueſts ;\ and from the 


noble families of the Clares and Mortimers, as alſo from all 


the Princes of Wales. 


By the inquiſition taken at Wigmore, * June 27, 1 520, af. _ 


ter his death, it appears, that Sir John Harley, Knt. in con- 
ſideration of a marriage between the ſaid Richard, his ſon and 


heir apparent, and Catharine, daughter of Sir Thomas Vaughan, 


Knt. made a ſettlement of the manor of Brampton, the town 
of Bucton, parcel of the ſaid manor, the manor of Over-Ped-

Ihe faid Joan Harley, Eſq. born in 1491, was, in his fa- 
ther's life-time, a commander in the wars againſt the Scots,

Edward Crofts, Kant. by whom he had iſſue John Harley ;

His eldeſt ſurviving ſon, Thon As Harley, Eſq. of Bramp- 
ton, born about the year 1548, lived, during his father's life, at 
Wigmore-caſtle ; was in the commiſſion of peace, A. D. 
1585, * high Sheriff of Herefordſhire, in the 36th of Eliza- 
th, as alſo in the laſt year of that Queen, and in the firſt of 
James I. in which year he had * a grant, from his Majeſty, of 
the honour and Caſtle of Wigmore. He was likewiſe, 7 in 
that reign, of the council to William, Lord Compton, Preſi- 
dent of Wales; and very conſiderable in his time for his afflu- 
ence of fortune, and great abilities; but chiefly diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf by the ſagacity of his councils to King James I. againſt 
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the meaſures then in purſuit *, as tending to involve his Majeſty, 
or his ſon, in a war with his people; which accordingly came 
to paſs though above twenty years after, and he lived not himſelf 
to ſee his predictions verified. After this fincere delivery of 
his ſentiments, he retired from the court, and ſervice of the 
ſtate, though not without marks of honour and favour from 
Charles I. and employed his plentiful. fortune in acts of hoſpi-

e lived to a great age, dying in March, 1631, and wag 
buried on the 19th of the ſame month, at Brampton.

man of noted wit and learning, by whom being accompliſhed 
for the Univerſity, his father fent him to Oriel-college, in 
Oxford, He continved there four years, and took his degree

Temple, in London, where he aſſociated with men of the firſt 


rank in that ſociety, and reſided there till the coronation. of 
James I. at which he was made one of the Knights of the 
Bath, on July 15, 1603. He was in the next year, om July 
16, made Foreſter of Boringwood, alias Bringwood-foreſt, in 

com” Hereford f, with the office of the Pokerſhip, and cuſtody 
of the foreſt or chaſe of Preſtwood, for life. In an Abſtract of 
the King's Revenues ®, are theſe entries relating thereto :—To 
Sir Robert Harley, for keeping Boringwood, alias Boringwood- 
foreſt, in com' Hereford, 61.

I. he obtained a 
grant to himſelf, his heirs, and aſſigns for ever, for a weekly 
market, and a fair annually, at Wigmore, in Herefordſhire.” 
He was elected Knight for the faid county, * in the 21ſt 
year of James [I's reign, and was put into the commiſſion of the 
peace (as his father * had been) in the 1ſt of Charles I. On 
Sept. 12, 1626, he! had a grant of the office, and offices, of 
maſter, and worker of monies, to be coined in the Tower of 
London, during life; and on Nov. 8 following, an w inden- 

ture was made, between the ſaid King and Sir Robert Harley, 
Knight of the Bath, for coining the monies of filver and gold, 
n according to his letters patent. To this office was annexed a 
ſalary of four thouſand pound per ann. as Whitlock obſerves; 

and that after the King's murder, the Parliament having or- 
dered a new coin to be ſtamped, Sir Robert Harley refuſed to 
coin with any other ſtamp than that of the King: whereupon 
the Parliament ordered a trial of the pixe to be made at Sir 

Robert Harley's expence; and removed him from his place. 
While he enjoyed it, to the great improvement of our coin, 

he introduced that famous artiſt, Thomas Symonds, to be en- 

graver of the dies for the mint. | | 

Being, by his Lady, related to that famous General, Horace, 

Lord Vere, of Tilbury ; there was ſuch an intimacy between, 
them b, that the ſaid Lord, in his will, dated Nov. 10, 1634. 
filing him his much reſpected friend, makes him the firſt of 
his truſtees, by indenture, Oct. 20, 1634, which he alſo 
confirmed by his will. He was one of the leading members, 
in the Parliaments of Charles I. alſo Captain of a troop of horſe 

in the Parliament's ſervice, and had conliderable influence in 

the public affairs, as may further appear ia the printed hiſto- 
ries of thoſe times. *In April, 1642, he was choſen, by the 

King, one of the Commiſſioners and Council for the adviſing, 

ordering, and diſpoſing all things concerning the government 
and defence of the kingdom of Ireland. He was a great pa- 

tron of religion and learning ; an enemy to oppreſhon, bigotry, 

and hypocriſy ; and protected the puritan miniſters againſt the 

violence of the courts of high commiſſion, and ſtar-chamber. 

He was thrice married; firſt, to Anne, daughter of Charles 

Barret, of Belhouſe, in Aveley, in Eſſex, Eſq. by whom he 

had a ſon named Thomas, who died young; and ſhe was bu- 

ried at Cuxton, near Rocheſter in Kent, where there is a hand- 

ſome monument erected for her.

He took to his third wife, Brilliana, ſecond 
daughter of Edward, Viſcount Conway (one of the greateſt 
men of that age, both in camp and ſtate) by Dorothy his wife, 
daughter to Sir John Tracy, of Todington, in com” Glou- 
ceſter, Knt. ſiſter to Mary, wife of that renowned General, 
Sir Horace Vere, Lord Vere, of Tilbury ; by which his fa- 

mily became related to the Veres, Earls of Oxford, Holleſes, - 
Earls of Clare, and ſeveral other noble families. This mar- 
Tiage was ſolemnized on Jul; 22, 1623: and, by the faid 
Lady Brilliana, he had iſſue, I. Sir Edward Harley, hereafter 
mentioned; 2. Sir Robert Harley, Knt. who married, on 
Feb. 8, 1670, Edith, daughter of — Pembrugge, Eſq. 
and widow of Major Hinton, but died ifſueleſs, and was alſo 
buri::d ut Brampton, on Nov. 18, 10735 3- Thomas Harley, 
of Kintham-court, in com' Hereford, Eſq. who, by Abigail 
his wife, daughter of Sir Richard Saltinftall, Knt. had four 
ſons, who died ifluelefs. Sir Robert had alfo four daughters; 
Brilliana, wife of James Stanley, ſecond ſon ob ir Robert 
Stanley, Knt. who was ſecond ſon to William, Eatf of Derby; 
Dorothy, wife of William Mitchell, in the eounty of Norfolk, 

'Efq. Margaret and Elizabeth, who died unmarried. 

His Lady Brilliana, ſo chriſtened, becauſe born while her 
father was Governor of the Brill, was highly celebrated for 
her prudence and valour in the late civil wars; having ſo he- 
roically defended her huſband's caſtle of Brampton, againſt the 
powerful army which invaded it; that they were, after many 
attacks, obliged to raiſe the ſiege, merely through her- ſkilful 
management of treaties with the adverfaries, and exemplary 
courage, which animated the defendants; well becoming a 
"deſcendant from her warlike anceſtors. This ſiege of Bram- 
ton was begun on July 26, 1643, * and laſted ſeven weeks, 
in which time moſt of the town was burnt; and this gallant 
Lady dying in October following, the caſtle was a ſecond time 
beſieged. And then, after a long and brave defence, though 
made by Sir Robert Harley's ſervants only, and the beſiegers 
cannon having laid all the walls and outworks in ruin, it was 
ſurrendered and burnt; as was alſo his caſtle of Wigmore 
(the ancient ſeat of the Mortimers) together with the church 
of Brampton ; alſo his two parks and warren laid waſte ; be-

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ſides above forty dwelling-houſes deſtroyed, And as the family 
has been ever addicted to the love of literature, as well as the 
exerciſe of arms, an extraordinary library of manuſcript and 
printed books, which had been collected from one deſcent to 
another, alſo periſhed in Brampton- caſtle, and the ſaid demo- 
lition and ſack thereof; the whole loſs amounting, as it has 
been computed, to above 50,0001. Sir Henry Lingen's eſtate 
(who had beſieged the caſtle, and burnt the town of Brampton, 
&c.) was afterwards laid under ſequeſtration, and the profits 
thereof ordered to make ſatisſaction for thoſe great damages. 
Yet ſo honourable, ſo compaſſionate was Colonel Harley, 
that after an inventory had been taken of all the perſonal 
eſtate and goods, he waited on the Lady Lingen (Sir Henr 

being dead) and having aſked, ** whether that was a . 
* inventory, and ſhe had ſigned the ſame,” he preſented it to 
her, with all his right thereto. Sir Robert Harley wanted not 
fortitude, hereditary and acquired, to ſuſtain theſe diſaſters ; 
living ſeveral years after them, and at laſt died of the ſtone 
and gout, on Nov, 6. and was interred with his anceſtors at 
Brampton-Brian, * on Dec. 10 following, anno 1656. His 
funeral ſermon was preached the day of his interment, by the 
Rev. Mr. James Froyſeld, who, ſoon after publiſhing the ſame, 
dedicated it to his ſon, Colonel Edward Harley, we refer there- 
to for his further deſerved praiſe. Among other hardſhips in 
his old age, he was impriſoned by the army, on the following 


occaſion: on Dec. 6, 1648, he and his ſon Colonel Edward 


Harley having voted, © That the King's anſwer to the propoſi- 
tions from both houſes, was a ground for them to proceed 
« upon, to the ſettlement of the kingdom's peace,” the army 
the next morning ſeized on forty-one of the principal mem- 
bers then ſitting ; and Sir Robert, with his fon Colonel Har- 
ley, being two of them, were conveyed into their great vic - 


tualling-houſe, near Weſtminſter-hall, called Hell, where they 


kept them all night, without beds, and were after driven as 


priſoners (through ſnow and rain) to ſeveral inns in the Strand, 
and there confined under guards of the ſoldiers, See Dugdale's 


View of the Troubles, p. 362. | 
Colonel EDw ARD Harley ſucceeded his father, as his eldeſt 


Jon and heir, in his eſtate and virtues: and, being a man of 
great integrity, was deſervedly advanced to great honour. He 


was baptiſed at Wigmore, on Oct. 21, 1624, and was edu- 
cated at Magdalen-hal), in Oxford, though he did not abide 
long there. * he was one of the Knights of the ſhire for He- 


reford, with his father, in the laſt Parliament called by Charles 


I. and, upon the eruption of the civil war, he was Colonel of

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2 regiment, which he raiſed himſelf. In one of his firſt en, 
gagements, in the year 1642, he was ſhot with a muſket-ball, 
which he bore in his body 58 years, even to his grave. He dif. 
tinguiſhed his valour and expertneſs in arms, in ſeveral battles ; 
and, in the year 1644, 7 he was made Governor of Monmouth; 
alſo, the year after, of Cannon-Frome, a garriſon between 
Worceſter and Hereford: In 1647, *he was one of the eleven 
members in the Houſe of Commons, who, by reaſon of their 
firmneſs in-promoting a peace with the King, were impeached 
by the army of high treaſon : “ For that, by their power in the 
£ houſe, the ordinance for diſbanding the army did paſs;” and 
threatened, if they were not expelled, they would march up to 
Weſtminſter: whereby the reſt of the members were ſo inti- 
midated, as to exclude them the houſe. But, being ſome time 
aſter again admitted, he, with his father, Sir Robert Harley, 
were, by the army, made priſoners, as already mentioned in 
the account of ir Robert. In 1656, being choſen by the 
county of Hereford, one of their Repreſentatives in Parliament; 
and Oliver Cromwell having ſecluded him, with ſeveral other 
members who would not be ſubſervient to him ; he was one of 
thoſe who ſigned and publiſhed a remonſtrance, That they 
% would not be frighted or flattered to betray their country, and 
give up their religion, lives, and eſtates, to be at his will, to 
6 ſerve his lawleſs ambition.” And, in very pathetic terms, 
ſet forth the depredations of Cromwell, and the power he had 
aſſumed ; proteſting, that the aſſembly at Weſtminſter was not 
the repreſentative body of England; and That all ſuch mem- 
„ bers as ſhall take on them to approve the forcible excluſion 
* of other choſen members, or ſhall ſit, vote, or act, by name 
« of the Parliament of England, while, to their knowlege, 
£ many of the choſen members are ſo by force ſhut out, ought 
to be reputed betrayers of the liberties of England, and ad- 
* her. nts to the capital enemy of the commonwealth.” | 
In the Parliament, which reſtored Charles II. he was one 
of the members for the county of Hereford. He approved 
himſelf ſuch a faithful aſſeitor of the royal cauſe, and was ſo 
inſtrumental to the reſtoration, that meeting the King at Do- 
ver, upon his firſt return to his dominions, his Majeſty made 
him Governor of Dunkirk ; and he went directly to take poſ- 
ſeſſion of it, that the town might not fall into the hands of the 
French, as General Monk told him otherwiſe it would. He 
allo preferred a petition to the council, which Mr. Anneſley 
reported to the Houſe of Commons, on June 29, 1660, and 
was referred to a committee, to take into conſideration 'the

His ſaid government of Dunkirk was ſoon after confirmed 
by the King; the warrant was made to him ſor life, which he 
choſe to have altered to during pleaſure, telling the then Sol- 
licitor-general, that he would never ſerve any Prince longer 
than he defired. The commiſſion was therefore drawn up in 
theſe words (of which there are copies in the office of re-

During the ſhort ſpace of time he held this government of 
Dunkirk, he © recruited the garriſon to above nine thouſand

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men, and began many fortifications,” which were afterwardg 

rfected by the French. And, as a ſingular pattern of incor- 
ruptible fidelity, be it remembered, to his laſting glory, that 
no honours, no rewards, could make him act contrary to the 
intereſt of his country. He was ſo far from uniting with thoſe 
who conſented to the ſale of Dunkirk to the French, that he 
ſtrenuouſſy oppoſed it; and by his intereſt, got the“ Houſe of 
Commons to paſs a reſolution to prepare an act that ĩt ſhould 
never be alienated, but be made a part of the King's hereditary 
dominions. Nor could he be prevailed on by threats, or 
promiſes, or even by great bribes, to relinquiſh that reſo- 
lution. And it muſt be more particularly remembered, * that 
he refuſed the dignity of Peerage ; alſo an offer made him, by 
2 certain great man, of ten thouſand pounds, to be paſſive in 
the ſurrendery of that place, and forbear his proſecution of a 
law, to annex Dunkirk to the crown of England. However, 
the court being determined to fell the town, he received the 
following order at Dunkirk, on May 25, by the hands of Ma-

It appears that the King allowed 12001. weekly, for main- 
taining the garriſon of Dunkirk, and Mardyke, and that Sir 
Edward Harley left in the hands of Thomas de la Vall, Depu- 
£y-treafurer of Dunkirk, 127,752 J. 15 6. for which the Lord 
Retorfort, his ſucceſſor, afterwards Earl of Tiviot, gave his 

receipt, bearing date May 29, 1661. | 5 

Upon the expence of the King's marriage, and that of ſet- 
fling the Queen - mother in a ſplendid court at Somerſet-houſe, 
France took the opportunity to complete their bargain for Dun- 
kirk. he firſt motion to the King for complying there- 
* with, as my author ſays, * he was aſſured by a knowing man, 
«& was the great expence in keeping it; which Ruterfort the 
& Governor had increafed to an exorbitant degree, ſince the 
& diimiſſion of Sir Edward Harley.“ It was fold for 500, ooo l. 
and ingloriouſly put into the poſſeſſion of the French, under 
the government of the Count D'Eſtrades, ® the Engliſh Go- 
veruor Rutherfort) with two companies guarding the gates, at 
their entrance, and delivering the keys. 

Lord Lanſdown, in his vindication of General Monk, gives 
this account of Sir Edward Harley: © General Monk foreſaw 
« early what might happen to be the fate of Dunkirk, and 
& took his precautions in the very beginning to preſerve it, by 
ce placing Sir Edward Harley in the command, a man of pub- 
c lic ſpirit, firm to the intereſt of his country, and not to be 
& biafſed, tempted, or deluded to be aſſiſting in any thing 
ce contrary to it. This appeared plainly afterwards ; for the 
& firſt ſtep taken, as ſoon as the treaty was projected, was to

When Sir Edward Harley returned into England, and bag | 


delivered up his accounts, which appeared unexceptionable te 
the council, he took his leave of the King on that occaſion, 
and told him before the Duke of Albemarle, that the guns, 


ſtores, arms, and amunition he left at Dunkirk, were worth 


more money than the French were to give for the place. He 
alſo told the King, he ſhould leave him one thing more, which 
his Majeſty might not think of, “ and that was 10,0001. he had 
faved in an iron cheſt againſt a ſiege, or any other exigence 


which might happen. Upon the whole, he acquitted himſelf

cc dition, and not conſcience :” and ſo nice was he in this point, 
that his being made Knight of the Bath was done without his 

knowlege ; he being then at Dunkirk, and the King inſerted 
bis name in the liſt with his own hand. | | | 

He was one * of the Members for the town of Radnor, and 
for the county of Hereford, in all the Parliaments of Charles 
II. was much regarded in the Houſe of Commons for his found 
reaſoning, and generally cloſed the debate; as may be found! 
in the printed books, which record the tranſactions of Parlia- 
ment in thoſe times. = . 

He was alſo elected for the county aforeſaid, in ſeveral Par- 
liaments called by King William, to the time of his death, 
which happened at Brampton-Brian, on Dec. 8, 1700, ® and 
was buried in that church in the family vault.

After the acceſſion of William and Mary, the ſaid Robert 
Farley, Eſq. was firſt * choſen, on a vacancy, member of 
Patliament K. Tregony, in Cornwall, and afterwards ſerved 
for the town of Radnor, from 1690, till he was called up to 
the Houſe of Lords. On Nov. 13, 1690, he was ordered 
to bring in a bill for the better eaſe of Sheriffs in paſſing 
their accounts, and in the execution of their office; and 
on Dec. 26 following, was choſen, * by ballot, one of the nine 
Members of the Houſe of Commons, Commiſſioners for ſtating 
the public accounts.

In 1694. the Houſe of Commons made it their firſt buſineſs 
to order Mr. Harley, Nov. 19, to prepare and bring in a 
bill, © For the frequent meeting and calling of Parliaments ;” 
which they had been ſo earneſt for in former ſeſſions 7. And 
be drew up and preſented the bill, Nov. 22, which met with 
ſo ready a concurrence in the Houſe, that it was ſent up to 
the Lords, Dec. 13, who, on the 18th of the fame month, 
"agreed to it without any amendments. On Feb. 11, 170c-1, 
he was choſen Speaker of the Houſe of Commons. That Par- 
liament being diſſolved the ſame year by King William, and a 
new one called, he was again choſen Speaker on Dec. 31 fol- 
Jowing.

And, having three days after been again ſworn 
in the Priv council, he was, on March 8 following, in great 
danger of his life; the Marquis of Guiſcard, a French papiſt 
then under examination of a cornmittee of the Privy-coun- 
cil at Whitehall) ſtabbing him with a penknife, which he 
took up in the Clerk's room, where he waited before he was 
examined; Guiſcard was thereupon impriſoned, and died in 
Newgate on the 17th of the ſame month. Whereupon an act 
of Parliament paſſed, making it felony, without benefit of 
clergy, to make an attempt on the life of a Privy-coun- 
ſellor, in the execution of his office; and a clauſe was in- 
ſerted. to juſtify and indemnify all perſons, who in aſſiſting 
« in defence of Mr. Harley, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
« when he was ſtabbed by the Sieur de Guiſcard, and in ſecur- 
e ing him, did give any wound or bruiſe to the ſaid Sieur de 
« Guiſcard, whereby he received his death.” And, both Houtes 
of Parliament having addreſſed her Majeſty on the occaſion, 
they expreſſed their great concern “ at. the moſt barbarous and 
te yillainous attempt made upon the perſon of Robert Har- 
&« ley, Eſq. Chancellor of your Majeſty's Exchequer, by the

«© was under examination for treaſonable practices, before a 
© committee of your Majeſty's council. We cannot but be

% ſo near your royal perſon. And we have reaſon to be- 
« lieve, that his fidelity to your Majeſty, and zeal for your 
“ ſervice, have drawn on him the hatred of all the abettors of 
« popery and faction. We think it our duty on this occaſion, 
« to aſſure your Majeſty, that we will effectually ſtand by and 
© defend your Majeſty, and thoſe: who have the honour to be

Whereupon her Majeſty returned this anſwer ; 


«© My Lords and Gentlemen, | 

&© I take this addreſs very kindly from you, on the occaſion

* fidelity in my ſervice muſt appear yet more eminently, by 
* that horrid endeavour to take away his life, for no other 
* reaſon, that appears, but his known oppoſition to popery 
and faction. Your warm concern for the ſafety of my per- 
“ ſon, and the defence of thoſe employed in my ſervice, is 


very grateful to me, &c.“ 
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The wound he had received, confined him for ſome weeks; 
and the Houſe of Commons being informed, that it was almoſt 
healed, and that he would in a few days come abroad, they 
came, on April 11, to this unanimous reſolution, “ That, when 
„ the right honourable Robert Harley, Eſq. Chancellor of 
„ her Majeſty's Exchequer, attends the ſervice of the houſe, 
« the Speaker do, in the name of this houſe, congratulate 
&« the ſaid Mr. Harley's eſcape and recovery from the barba- 
&© rous and villainous attempt made upon him by the Sieur de

And, attending the ſervice of the houſe on April 26, the 
Speaker (William Bromley, Eſq.) addrefled himſelf to him in

The next day the Commons ordered their Speaker's ſpeech 
to Mr. Harley, and his anſwer, to be printed. 

And having formed a ſcheme to ſatisfy all public and national 
debts and deficiencies, by eſtabliſhing the company, now called 
the South Sea company, her Majeſty Queen Anne, reſolving 
to reward his many eminent ſervices, was pleaſed to advance 
him to the Peerage of Great-Britain, by the ſtyle and titles 
of Baron Harley, of Wigmore, in com' Hereford, Earl of Ox- 
ford, and Earl Mortimer, with remainder, for want of iſſue 
male of his own body, to the heirs male of Sir Robert Harley, 
Knight of the Bath, his grandfather, by letters patent, bear- 
ing date May 24, 1711, in the 10th year of her reign. The 
preamble of the ſaid patent is as follows : 5 

* Whatever favour the equity of a Prince can beſtow on a 
Gentleman, deſcended from an illuſtrious and very ancient

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family, framed by nature for great things, improved by edu- 
cation in all manner of learning tor greater, exerciſed by long 
experience in bufineſs, verſed-in many different employment 
of the commonwealth, with extraordinary reputation, and 
not without danger : ſuch has our truſty and well- beloved 
Counſellor, Robert Harley, juſtly deſerved of us: he being 
the only man, who, by a full houſe of Commons, was choſen 


Speaker for three ſucceſſive Parliaments ; and, at the ſame 


time that he held the chair, was one of our principal Secre. 
taries of State: his capacity fitting him for the management 
of thoſe two important offices, which, though they ſeemed 
to diſagree in themſelves, were eaſily reconciled by one who 
knew how, with equal weight and addreſs, to temper and 
turn the minds of men; ſo wiſely to defend the rights of the 
people, without derogating from the prerogative of the crown; 
and who was thoroughly acquainted how well monarchy could 
conſiſt with liberty. Having run through theſe two employ- 
ments at the ſame time, after fome breathing-while, he took 


care of our Treaſury, as Chancellor of our Exchequer ; put 


a ſtop to the growing embezzlement of the public money, 
which was. ſpreading far and wide, like a contagion ; pro- 
vided for the ſettling a new trade to the South Seas; and hay- 
ing, with wonderful ſagacity, very lately, and in a very good 
time, retrieved the languiſhing condition of our Exchequer; 
and thus reſtored the public credit, merited the applauſe of 
the Parliament, filled our citizens with joy, and us (for our 


* intereſt is ever the ſame with that of our people) with no 


ſmall ſatisfaction: for theſe reaſons, we determine to con- 
fer on a Gentleman, who has deſerved ſo well of us, and al! 
our good ſubjects, thoſe. honours which were long ſince due 
to him and his family; being induced thereto by our own in- 
clination, and the general voice of all Great-Britain. Since 


therefore the two houſes of Parliament have declared, that 


the fidelity and affection he has expreſſed in our ſervice, have 
expoſed him to the hatred of wicked men, and the deſperate 
rage of a villainous parricide; fince they have congratulated 
his eſcape from ſuch imminent dangers, and put us in mind, 
that he might not be preſerved in vain, we willingly comply 
with their deſires, and grant him, who comes ſo honourably 
recommended by the hearty votes of our Parliament, a place 
amonf"the Peers; to whom, by the noble blood, and long 
train of his anceſtors, he is ſo nearly allied; and that, with 
all felicity, he take his title from the city, where learning 
flouriſhes in fo high a degree; himſelf the ornament of leatn- 
ing, and patron of learned men. Know, &c,” : 
In regard to "the latter part of his Lordſhip's character, it 


may juſtly be obſerved, chat he was not only *

On Tueſday, May 29, 1711, being the anniverſary of 
the nativity and reſtoration of Charles II. the Queen appointed 
the Earl of Oxford, &c.

On Avguſt x5, 17x1, at a general court of the South Sea 
company, he was choſen their Governor, of which he had 
been the chief founder or regulator. On October 26, 1712, 
he was elected a Knight-companion of the moſt noble Order 
of the Garter, and inftalled at Windſor, on Auguſt 4 fol- 
lowing. He was alſo one of the Governors of the Charter- 
Houſe, and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the county of Radnor. On 
July 27, 1714, he reſigned his ſtaff as Lord High Treaſurer 
of Great-Britain, at Kenſington, into the Queen's hands, who 
died on Auguſt 1, that year. | ; . . 
On June 10, 1715, his Lordſhip was impeached, by the 
houſe of Commons, of bigh treaſon, and high crimes, and 
miſdemeanors; and was committed to the Tower by the houſe 
of Lords, on July 16, the ſame year: where he ſuffered 2 ſe- 
vere and long confinement, till July 1, 1717, when, after a 
2 public trial, be was unanimouſly acquited by his Peers.

He was endowed with 
great learning, and was a great favourer and protector of it. 
Intrepid by nature, as well as by the conſciouſneſs of his 
« own integrity; he would have choſen rather to fall by an 
& impeachment, than to have been ſaved by an act of grace; 
« ſagacious to view into the remoteſt conſequence of things, 
« by which all difficulties fled before him. He was a courte- 
« ous neighbour, a firm and affectionate friend, and a kind, 
« generous, and placable enemy, ſacrificing his juſt reſent- 


* ments, not only to public good, but to common interceſ- 


« ſion and acknowlegement. He was a deſpiſer of money,

His Lordſhip married, firſt, Elizabeth, daughter of Tho- 
mas Foley, of Whitley-court, in the county of Worceſter, Eſq. 
and fiſter to Thomas, the firſt Lord Foley, by whom he had 
iſſue, Edward, his fon and heir, 2d Earl of Oxford, &c. and 
two daughters; Lady Abigail, eldeſt daughter, married to 
George, Earl of Kinnoul, in Scotland, and Baron Hay, of 
Pedwarden, in England; her Ladyſhip died at Broadſworth 
near Doncaſter, July 15, 1750; and Lady Elizabeth, mar- 
ried, on Dec. 15, 1712, to Peregrine-Hyde Oſborne, Marquis 
of Carmarthen, afterwards Duke of Leeds, by whom ſhe 
died in childbed of the preſent Duke of Leeds. His Lordſhip 
took to his ſecond wife, Sarah, daughter to Thomas Middleton, 
Eſq. a ſon of Sir Hugh Middleton, Bart. but by her had no 
iſſue: and departing this life in the 64th year of his age, on 
May 21, 1724, was ſucceeded in honour and eſtate by Edward, 
his only ſon, before mentioned; and his ſecond Lady ſurviy-

Which EDWARD, ſecond Earl of Oxford, &c. married, on 
October 31, 1713, the Lady Henrietta Cavendiſh Holles, 
only daughter and heir of his Grace John Holles, Duke of 
Newcaſtle. | 

His Lardſhip was eminently diſtinguiſhed for his diſintereſt- 
edneſs, both in public and private life; and was reſpected as 
one of the principal patrons of the age, for his encouragement 
of literature, and learned men. He made a moſt valuable ad- 
dition to the rich magazine of manuſcripts, collected by the 
Lord Treaſurer, his father, eſpecially in the hiſtory and anti- 
quities of England, both eccleſiaſtical and civil. He collected, 


* 


beſides, an invaluable treaſure of original letters and papers of 
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ſtate, written by the greateſt Princes, Stateſmen, and Scholars, 
as well of foreign nations, as of Great-Britain But I ſhall be 
the leſs particular on this head, becaufe Mr. Humphry Wanley, 
ſome time his Lordſhip's Librarian, has given a ſhort view of his 
manuſcript collections, in the preface of Biſhop Nicholſon's 
Engliſh Hiſtorical Library. His printed books were the moſt 
choice and magnificent that were ever collected in this king. 
dom. There weie in his library the firſt printed books of all 
countries, and eſpecially of our on. Many printed upon 
vellum, and otherwiſe, in the grandeſt manner, and enriched 
with the,moſt coſtly ſculptures. The printed books alone have 
been reckoned. above forty thouſind volumes. As none were 
ever more zealous to collect whatever rarities in literature would 
be moſt ſerviceable to the learned, ingenious, and knowing 
part of mankind ; ſo none was more communicative thereof, 
as may lufliciently appear, in the numbers of authors who have 
made ſuch reſpeCtful references to the volumes in the Harleyan 
library. The valuable collection of manuſcripts was preſerved 
by his Lady, the right honourable Henrietta- Cavendiſh Holles, 
Countels of Oxford, at her houſe in Dover-ſtreet; till her 
Ladyſhip, for the ſervice of the public, conſented to the Par- 
liament's making a purchaſe thereof in 1754, and they are 
now depoſited in the Britiſh Muſeum. His Lordſhip 
was a true lover of his country, as his conduct in the ſenate 
manifeſted : and departing this life, aged 42, at his houſe in 
Dover-ſtreet, on Tueſday, June 16, 1741, was buried in 
Weſtminſter-Abbey. He left iſſue an only daughter and heir, 
Lady Margaret Cavendith Harley, married in 1734, to 
his Grace, William, Duke of Portland.

The hon. Thomas Harley, Eſq; the 4th fon, before- men- 
tioned, of Edward, 3d Earl of Oxford, was born on Auguſt 
24, 1730; and on March 15, 1752, married Ann, daughter 
of Edward Bangham, Eſq. Deputy Auditor of the Impreſts, 
and member for Leominſter, in 1710. By this Lady he had 
two ſons, and five daughters, viz. Thomas, who died on Jan. 
17, 1763; Edward, who died July 11, 1768; Henrietta, 
who died on July 4, 1759; Martha; Anne; Sarah; and Eli- 
zabeth, — At the general election, in April 1761, being an 
eminent merchant, he was choſen one of the four citizens of 
London, to the 12th parliament of Great-Britain: and on 
May 5, that year, was elected Alderman of Portſoken- ward, 
in the city of London.

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the London Lying-in Hoſpital, in Alderſgate-ſtreet, of whick 
he was elected Treaſurer in 1762, and Prefident in 1764. 

The Earl of Oxford died at Bath, on April 11, 1755, hav- 
ing, through the whole courſe of his years, behaved with great 
honour and integrity, in public as well as private life. He 
was ſucceded by his eldeſt ſon, | | 
- EpwarD, Lord Harley, the preſent and 4th Earl ef Oxford, 
Nc. who was born on Sept. 2, 1726, and on July 15, 1747, 
was elected to the roth parliament of Great Britain, one of 
the Knights for the county of Hereford, for which he was alſo 
returned to the next parliament, which firſt met on buſineſs, 
May 31, 1754, and fat till his father's death. On April 12, 
1748, he had the degree of Doctor of the Civil Law confer- 
red on him, in convocation of the Univerſity of Oxford. Soon 
after the acceſhon of the preſent King, he was made one of the 
Lords of the bed-chamber-: and is alſo Lord Lieutenant and 
Cuſtvs Rotulorum of the Counties of Hereford and Radnor ; a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, and one of the Truſtees of the 
Britiſh Muſeum, and LL. D. 

His Lordſhip married, on July 11, Sufannah, eldeſt daugh- 
ter of William Archer, of Welford in Berkſhire, Eſq; who 
repreſented that county in the 8th parliament of Great Britain, 
with great honour and fidelity, until he died, on June 30, 
1739, aged 59) but as yet hath no iſſue by her Ladyſhip.

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* Orem ancient family of Shirley derive N deſcent Sod 
Saſuallo or Sewallus de Etingdon, whoſe name (ſays 


+ Dugdale, in his 9 N of Warwickſhire) argues him to 


be of the old E ngliſh ock; which Sewallis reſided at Nether- 
Etingdon in com” Warwick, about the reign of king Edward 
the Confeſſor; which place had been the ſeat of his anceſtors, 
as. there is reaſon to believe, for many generations before. 


After the Conqueſt, the lordſhip of Etingdon was given to 


Henry Earl of Ferrars, in Normandy, who was one of the 


principal adventurers. with the Norman Duke William, (as 


will be ſhewn under the title of Townſhend, Baron de Ferrars) 


and was held under him by this Sewallus; to whoſe. poſterity, 


in the male line, it has continued to the preſent day, the hon. 


| George Shirley being now owner thereof ; which circumſtance 


is mentioned by Dugdale, who. ſays, in his Warwickſhire, 
that Etingdon is, the only place in the county, which could 
glory in an uninterrupted ſucceſſion of its owners for ſo long 


a tract of time; and it is now near a century ſince Dugdale 


wrote. This Sewallus de Etingdon founded and endowed the 
church of Nether, Etingdon. That he was an eminent man 


is obvious from his large poſſeſſions; in the counties of War- 


wick, Lincoln, Northampton, and Derby, in the time of the 
Conqueror 3 few being allowed at that change to enjoy more 
than a part of their eſtates, and even - obliged to hold that by 
militacy and other ſeryices, from their new lords. Therefore 
if we may gueſs of his authority by the extent of his eſtate, 


which amounted to ſeventeen hides of land in this place only, 


he muſt have been no leſs than a Thane in the time of the 


Saxons, which was the ſame degree of honour among them, 


as a Baron, or Peer of England after the Norman Conqueſt ; 


for as the learned Selden obſerves, not little more than five 


hides of land was an eſtate for ſome who were ſo dignified. 
Leaving this eminent perſon, (in regard that at ſo great a 
diſtance little more knowledge can be acquired of him) we 
come to Henry his ſon, who was a witneſs to the foundation 
charter of Merivale- Abbey, (made by Robert Earl of Ferrars) 
in King Stephen's time; and was alſo a devout benefactor to 
the canons of Kenilworth, but died without iſſue, as it ſeems ; 
for it is evident, that Henry, ſon to his brother F ulcher, ſuc- 
ceeded him in the inheritance, who gave to the monks of Bild-

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was, in com' Salop, the land of Ivenbrook : which Henry, al- 
though he had iſſue Fulcher, yet conſtituted his younger bro- 
ther Sewall his heir, de Baroniis Fulchri & Henrici (i. e. of 
the inheritance of his father and uncle) by fine in the court of 
William Earl of Ferrars his ſuperior Lord, levied in 4 Ric. I. 
and perhaps by the power of that great earl as more favouring 
Sewall: which Baronies extended to nine Knight's fees, 
' whereof four belonged to Fulcher his father, and five to Henry 
his uncle, as the Red Book in the Exchequer teſtifieth. | 
This Henry had likewiſe a third brother, named Fulcher, 
from whom the Shirleys of Edneſour, com* Derby, derived 
their defcent. | | 1 = 
SfewaLL, the third brother, fo made heir to his brother 
Henry, was a Knight, and by reaſon of his reſidence there, 
called Sewallis de Etingdon ; he was very liberal to the canons 
of Kenilworth, Derby and Tutbury ; and held five Knight's 
fees of Robert Earl of Ferrars, in the county of Derby: he 
died 1154, and was buried at Kenilworth, by Iſabel, daughter 
and coheir of Robert Weinell, be had iſſue HENRY, his fon 
and heir, called moſtly Henry the ſan of Sewall, who attend- - 
ed William Earl of Ferrars in the King's army, when he 
failed into Poitou, which was about the 4th of King John. 
And in jth King John, by virtue of the King's precept, he 
Had livery of the manor of Edneſoure in Derbyſhire, whereof 
he had been difſeiſed, as it ſeems, during his abſence on that 
expedition. He likewiſe erected an altar, dedicated to St. Ni- 
cholas, in the church of Etingdon, and gave divers parcels of 
Iand thereto, for the maintenance of a chauntry prieſt, reſerv- 
ing to himſelf and his heirs, power to preſent to the ſaid 
chauntry as often as it ſhould become vacant. He died about 
the year 1220, and was buried at Etingdon; having by Elea- 
nor his wife, daughter and heir of William de . 
SRW AL LIS, his ſon and heir, commonly called Sewall, the ſon 
of Henry, who was a Knight, and died before the 44th Hen. 
III. leaving iſſue by Joanna, the daughter and heir of John 
de Clinton, of the county of Oxford, James, his ſon and 
heir, who was the firſt of the family who took the ſirname of 
Shirley, and being heir to his mother's inheritance, he alſo 
bore her arms, which his deſcendants have borne as their pater- 
nal coat, ever ſince viz. Pallyef ſix Or and Azure, a Canton Ermine; 
which ſome authors affirm to have been the arms of Clinton, 
for that the original arms of Shirley were Paly of fix Or and 
ſable, as appears by ſome of their ſeals before the match with 
Clinton; and, indeed, this conjeCture ſeems probable, as this 
latter coat was always borne by the family of Shirley of Ed- 
neſore, which branched off: as we have before obſerved. This 
James de Shirley, fon aud heir of Henry and Joanna de Clin- 
; ton, 
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tori, was a Knight, and bad freewarren granted to him in all 
his demeſnes at Shirley and Etingdon. He married Agnes de 
Walton, and by her had ifſue Sir Ralph his ſucceſſor, 

Which Sir RAlyn de Shirley, in 7 Edw. I. held the ma- 
nor of Eatendon aforefaid, in com' Warw. of Edmund Earl 
of Lancafter, the King's brother, by the ſervice of two Knights 
fees. In 9 Edw. I. he was of full age. In 28 Edw, I. he 
had the cuſtody of the counties of Salop and Stafford, with 
the caſtle of Shrewſbury, committed to his charge; and was 
Sheriff of the counties of Derby and Nottingham, in the 27th 
28th, and 3oth of Edward I. In 1301, he was ſummoned to 
attend the king at Berwick upon Tweed, on Midſummer- 
day, well-appointed with horſe and arms, to march againſt the 
Scots. In 3 Edward II. he was conſtituted one of the Juſtices 
in the county of Warwick for the goal-delivery ; and 5 Edw. 
II. ſerved in two parliaments, held that year, as a repreſenta- 
tive for that county. In 6 Edw. II, he was diſcharged from 
the office of Coroner, on account of his ill ſtate of health; 
but in 8 Edw. II. he was Governor of Horſton-caſtle, in com” 
Derb. 2nd in 16 Edw. II. a Commiſſioner for levying a fif- 
teenth in com' Warw. The next year he was in the liſt of 
thoſe Knights and men at arms, whoſe names were then certi- 
fied in the Chancery. Eb 
He married ® Margaret, daughter and one of the coheirs of 
Walter de Waldeſhief, Steward to Edw. II. and dying in 
20 Edw. II. left iſſue THomas his ſon and heir, a Commiſ- 
ſioner for aſſeſſing and collecting a fifteenth and tenth, granted 
in 11 Edw. III. and in the 12th, appointed to collect the 
ſcutage due to the king for the Scotch expedition. In 14 Edw. 
III. he ſerved as one of the Knights in parliament for the 
county of Warwick. This Sir Thomas Shirley, died in 13623 
married Iſabel, daughter of Ralph, ſon and heir of Ralph 
Lord Baſſet of Drayton, and ſiſter and ſole heir to her brother 
Ralph, the laſt Lord Baſſet of that line, who died 13 Rich, I. 
without iſſue; having by deed, dated Jan. 16, 13 Rich. II. 
named Sir Hugh Shirley, ſon of this Sir Thomas, by his ſiſter 
Iſabel, to be his nephew and right heir; thereby leaving bim 
heir to his whole inheritance on condition that he aſſumed his 
ſicname of Baſſet, and his arms, leaving his own; but ſhould 
he refuſe to comply with that condition, then the whole eſtate 
to go to the Earl of Stafford, on the ſame terms, who was 
deſcended from Margaret Baſſet, great aunt to the ſaid Lord 
Baſſet ; and ſhould that Earl refule to comply with the above 
condition, then the eſtates to go to other relations mentioned 
in the will; but expreſly on condition that they aſſumed the

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name and arms of Baſſet. But neither Sir Hugh Shirley, nor 
the Earl of Stafford, complied with the conditions of the will, 
but contended for the eſtate; which diſpute was not finally ſet- 
tled till the reign of Henry VI. when the eſtates of the Barons 
Baſſet of Drayton, were divided between them, Colſton Baſſet 
in com” Nott. being allotted, to Shirley, and Drayton Baſſet, 
com' Staff. to. Stafford. | We oe 
But to return : HuGn Shirley, ſon and heir of Sir Thomas, 
by Iſabel Baſſet, ſucceeded his father; and was, as before men- 
tioned, by the will of the late Lord Baſſet his uncle, acknow- 
ledged by him to be his nephew and right heir; in 7 Rich. II. 
he confirmed the manors of Shirley and Hoone in com' Derby, 
and that of Etingdon in com' Warwick, to his mother Iſabel, 
then the wife of Sir Gerard Braybroke, Knt theſe manors hav- 
ng oo aſſigned to be for her dower by Sir Thomas Shirley his 
father. This Sir Hugh was made Chief Warden of Higham 
Ferrars Park, by John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter; and in 
22 Rich. II. conſtituted Conſtable of Donnington-Caſtle, by 
Henty of Bolingbrook, Duke of Lancaſter, afterward King 
Henry IV. to which King he was alſo Maſter of the Hawks. 
He was killed at the battle of Shrewſbury, on the part of King 
Henry IV. being one of thoſe who was habited as the King, 
and taken for him by the oppoſite party. By Beatrix, his wife, 
ſiſter and heir to John de Braoſe of Weſt-Heſton (now called 
Wiſton) in Suſſex, heir male of the ancient family of that 
name, Barons of Brember in Suſſex, and of Brecknock, Aber- 
gavenny, and Gower, in Wales, he had iſſue RaLeÞn, his ſon 
and heir, then twelve * ny of age; who, in 5 Hen. V. was

chief reſidence of the family,) he had iſſue Joan, his ſon and 
heir, who married Eleanor, daughter of Sir Hugh Willough- 
by, of Middleton, in com' Warw. and Wollaton, in com” 
Nott. and died on May 18, 1485, leaving a daughter © Elea-

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nor, who married Robert, fon of William Haſlerig, Eſq. Lord 
of Nouſeley, in Leiceſterſhire ; ſhe died 1529, buried at Caſ- 
tle Dunington, in Leiceſterſhire ; alſo a ſon and heir, Ralph, 
26 years old, who for his valour in the battle of Stoke, in 
com' Nott. June 16, 1487, was made a Banneret ; to which 
battle © he brought forces to the King's aid, when the Earl of 
Lincoln was flain. In 7 Henry VII. he was retained to ſerve 
the King in his wars beyond ſea for one year; and died on Jan. 
6, 1516-7. By his laſt will and teſtament ©, which bears date 
four days before his death, writing himſelf Sir Rauf Shirley, 
of Staunton- Harold, in com” Leic. Knt. he orders his body 
to be buried at the diſcretion of his executors. He bequeaths 
to Jane his wife, his manors of Shirley and Brailesford, with 
the lands, rents, and ſervices, as alſo other lands, in full of 
her jointure and dower, for term of her life: and his manor 
of Baraham to the monaſtery of Gerondens, for the term of

It alſo appears by his will, that he had five brothers, and that 
he was poſſeſſed of the manors of Staunton- Harold, Rakedale, 
and Willowes, Burton, Long-Whatton, Ratelyff, Dunton, 
Eſterleyke, Sutton-Bonyngton, and Newton-Regis ; he be- 
queaths all his houſhold furniture, plate, &c. to his wife and 
his ſon Francis, to be divided equally between them; and or- 
dains executors, his couſin Sir Richard Sackvil (to whom he 
bequeaths a croſs of gold, hanging at his chain) his brother Ro- 
bert Haſylryg (huſband to Elizabeth his ſiſter) Sir James Smith, 
his prieſt, and Thomas Herbert. s 

He married four wives, but had no iſſue by his firſt and 
third ; and by his ſecond wife, Elizabeth, daughter and coheir 
to Thomas Walſh, of Wanlip, in Leiceſterſhire, had onl 
a daughter, Anne, married to Sir Thomas Poultney, of Miſ- 
terton, in com. Leic. Knt. anceſtor to' the late Earl of Bath. 
By his laſt wife Jane, daughter to Sir Robert Sheffield, Knt. 
anceſtor to the late Duke of Buckingham, he had Francis, his 
ſon and heir, before mentioned. 

Which FRANcis was * Sheriff of the counties of Warwick 
and Leiceſter, in 4 Phil. and Mary; and having lived s to an 
advanced age, famous for his charity and hoſpitality, died on 
July 27, 1571, and was buried in the church of Breedon on 
the Hill, in Leiceſterſhire, where a monument was erected to 
the memory of him and Dorothy, his wife, who ſurvived him 
but a ſhort time, as appears by her laſt will and teſtament, 
bearing date Auguſt 9, 1571, and the probate thereof May 16

Sir HENRY Shirley, Bart. (who was Sheriff of Leiceſter, 
the laſt year of James I.) he married, in 2615, Lady Doro- 
thy, youngeſt of the two daughters of that great but unfortu- 
nate favourite to Queen Elizabeth, Robert Earl of Effex, and 
ſiſter and cobeir to her brother, Robert Earl of Eſſex, the 
famous General to the Parliament. It is by this alliance, that 
the Earls Ferrers quarter the arms of France and England with 
their own; the Earl of Eſſex being maternally deſcended from 
Richard Plantagenet, Earl of Cambridge, grandſon to King 
Edw. III. and grandfather to King Edw. IV. and alſo from 
Thomas Plantagenet, Duke of Glouceſter, youngeſt ſon of 
Edw. III. Sir Henry Shirley by the ſaid Dorothy (who, in 
1634, took for a ſecond huſband, William Stafford of Blu- 
therwick, com' Northampton, Eſq.) had two ſons, Charles, 
and Robert ; alſo one daughter, Lettice, married to William 
Bourke, Earl of Clanrickard, in Ireland. By the inquiſition,

Robert Shirley, before mentioned) afterwards created Ear]

Which Sir RogERT Shirley, Knt. was born at Eaſt- 
Sheen, in Surry, during his father's aforeſaid confinement 
in the Tower; and on Dec. 14, 1677, his majeſty King 
Charles II. taking into conſideration, that this Sir Robert 
Shirley, Bart. was grandſon and heirs unto Lady Dorothy 
Devereux, the younger of the two ſiſters and heirs of Robert 
Devereux, the laſt Earl of Eflex of that family, and that the 
iſſue male of the elder ſiſter and coheir the Lady Frances, 
(who married William Seymour, Marquis of Hertford) was 
then clean extinct, was pleaſed to confirm unto him and his 
heirs, the ancient Baronies of Ferrars of Chartley, Bourchier 
and Lovaine, which honour had been in abeyance between the 
Ladies, Frarices and Dorothy Devereux, and their deſcen- 
dants from the deceaſe of their brother the Earl of Eſſex, 
without iſſue.

* concurred with the King's Miniſters ; which ſo exaſperated 
the popular demagogues, that they never left purſuit of him, 


till they brought him to the block. On July 22, 1628, he 


Was created Baron Wentworth, of Wentworth-Woodhouſe; 
and on December 10, following, promoted to the degree of 
Viſcount Wentworth. He was, in 1629, made a Privy coun- 


ſellor, Lord-lieutenant of the county of Vork, and Preſident 
of the North. In Feb. 1632-3, his Lordſhip was nominated

Lord- 
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Lord-deputy of Ireland, where he reſtored the ſtate of the 
country, and effected a conformity between the churches of 
England and lreland; the convocation there having paſſed a 
canon for receiving the articles of religion eſtabliſhed in the 
Engliſh convocation, in the time of Queen Elizabeth. He 
alſo raiſed eight regiments in that kingdom, for the ſervice of 
his Sovereign; but before he could diſpoſe them into neceſ- 
ſary quarters, he was recalled, to command as Lieutenant- 
eneral in the army raiſed againſt the Scots; who, at the ſoli- 
citation of the Engliſh puritans, threatened England with an 
invaſion. On Jan. 12, 1639-40, 15 Car. I. he was further 
dignified with the titles of Baron Raby, of Raby-caſtle, and 
Earl of Strafford; ſoon after appointed Lord- lieutenant of 
Ireland, and elected Knight of the Garter, on Sept. 12. 1640. 
The puritan intereſt prevailing in the Engliſh Parliament, 
which met on Nov. 3, 1640, and the chiefs of that party 
being conſcious, that his Lordſhip would be a greaty if not 
an inſurmountable obſtacle, to their views againſt monarchy 
and epiſcopacy, it was reſolved to get rid of him, before they 
avowed their deſigns. Soon after the meeting of the Parlia- 
ment, they impeached his Lordſhip of high treaſon ; and in 
the mean time, they practiſed every method, to deprive him 
of the evidence of thoſe who could have exculpated him. 
However, when he was brought to trial before his Peers, on 
March 22, 1640-1, his proſecutors were not able to make 
good their charge againſt him, according to the common laws 
of the land, notwithſtanding the many artifices and endeavours 
they had uſed, to ſift out evidence againſt him; and therefore 
they proceeded againſt him by attainder, which paſſed through 
both houſes, but not without difficulty, and with an expreſs 
declaration, that it ſhould not ſerve for a precedent in time 
coming. The tumultuous means made uſe of to force the 
bill through the two houſes, and the methods practiſed to ex- 
tort his Majeſty's aſſent, are ſo amply narrated in hiſtory, that 
it may be ſufficient to ſay, that, the royal ſanction being given 
by commiſſion, on May 10, 1641, his Lordſhip was, on the 
12th, conducted to the ſcaffold on Tower-hill, where he fuf- 
fered decapitation with ſuch reſolution, magnanimity, and 
compoſure, as became the great and good man. | 
The preamble to his patent ſets forth, that he was lineally 
deſcended from John of Gaunt, and from the ancient Barons 
of Newmarch and Overſley, &c. His anceſtors, either by fa 
ther or mother, had matched with divers houſes of honour ; 
as with Maud, Counteſs of Cambridge, daughter to the Lord 
Clifford of Weſtmoreland ; Margaret, daughter and heir te the 
Lord Philip de Spencer, the Lords D'arcy of the North; La-

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timer, Talboys, Ogle, Ferrars Earl of Derby, Quincy Earl 
of Wincheſter, Beaumont Earl of Leiceſter, Grantmeſnij 
Baron of Hincley, and Lord High Steward of England, Pe- 
verel Earl of Nottingham, Leofrick Earl of Mercia, and from 
Margaret, Ducheſs of Somerſet, grandmother to Hen. VII. 
He married, Iſt, in 1611, the Lady Margaret Clifford, 
daughter to Francis Earl of Cumberland, he had no ifſue by 
her Ladyſhip who died in 1622, and was buried at York; 
but by his 2d wife, the Lady Arabella, daughter to Jobn 
Holles, Earl of Clare, to whom he was married on Feb. 24 
1624-5, he had one fon, William, and two daughters, viz. 
the Lady Anne, married to Edward Watſon, Lord Rocking- 
ham, from whom the late Earls, and the pręſent Marquis 
of Rockingham, deſcended ; and alſo Arabella, married w 
1 f John Maccarty, Viſcount Mountcafſel, in Ireland (a younger 
ſion of Donald, Earl of Clancarty.) This 2d Lady dying in O&. 
1631; be married in Oct. 1632, to his 3d wiſe, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Godfrey Rhodes, of Great. Houghton in 
Yorkſhire, by whora he had a ſon Thomas, and a daughter 
named Margaret, who both died unmarried, His ſon WILLIAM 
was reſtored to his father's honours, &c. by patent, on Dec. 
I, 1641, and ſoon after the Reſtoration, an act paſſed, re- 
verfing his father's attainder ; in the preamble whereof the 
3ojuftice done to that Earl and his family is ſet forth. He 
was alſo made Knight of the Garter, and inſtalled on April

This WILLIAM Earl of Strafford born on June 8, 1626, 
married, 1ſt, on Feb. 27, 1654; the Lady Henrietta- Maria 
Stanley, daughter of James Earl of Derby, who was behead- 
ed by the rebels, widow of Richard Lord Molineux, ſhe died 
Dec. 27, 168, and was buried in Vork Minſter; and 2dly, 
the Lady Henrietta, daughter to Frederick-Charles du Roy, 
Knight of the Elephant, and Generaliſhmo of the forces of 
the King of Denmark, who ſurvived till Nov. 11, 1932. 
„His Lordſhip dying October, 1695, without iffue by either, 
he left his eſtate to Thomas Watſon, Eſq. 2d ſon of Edward

The faid Sir WILLIAM Wentworth, Knt, was ſeated at 

Aſhby-Puerorum, in Lincolnſhire ; and having been knighted, 
took arms for Charles I. was a commander of thoſe forces 
under William Cavendiſh, Marquis of Newcaſtle, who were 
beſieged in York for three months; and at the breaking up 
of the ſiege, this Sir William Wentworth was killed at the 
battle of Marſton-moor, on 3 July, 1644.

I he above named 5 Thomas Savile, was couſin 
german by a younger ſon to Edward Savile of Midgeley alias 
Stanley-Hall, in the pariſh Wakefield Eſq. who left Grace 
his ſole daughter and heir, married to Gervaiſe Hatfield, of 
Hatfield-Hall in the ſaid pariſh, and they were deſcended 
from Thomas Savile of Lupſet Eſq. one of the three grand- 
ſons of Sir John Savile of Thornhill, Eland, and Tankerſley, 
Knt. High Sheriff for the county of York, 33 Hen. VI. and 
1 Edw. IV. Knight of the Shire for the ſame county, 29 Hen. 
VI. as were the preſent Sir George Savile of Thornhill, 
Eland and Rufford, Bart. and his anceſtors. 

Sir WILLIAM, laſt named, married Iſabella, daughter of 
Sir Allan Appſley, Knt. Treaſurer of the houſhold to the Duke 
of York (afterwards King James II.) by whom he had iſſue 
| five ſons, and fix daughters; and departed this life in July, 
1693, leaving his Lady ſurviving, who died, after a ſhort in- 
diſpoſition, at her houſe in Twickenham, on July 31, 1733, 
Aged 80. 

Wust AM, his eldeſt ſon, taking early to arms, was a Cornet 
in James II's army; and going over to the Prince of Orange, 
at the Revolution, was made Captain of a troop of horſe, and 
ſerved in Flanders to the time of his death, dying unmarried, 
anno 1693, and was buried at Bruſſels. 

Thomas, his 2d ſon was created Earl of Strafford. 

Peter Wentworth, Eſq. 3d ſon, ſeated at Henbury in Dor- 
ſetſhire, was Equerry, firſt to the Duke of Glouceſter, after 
to Prince George of Denmark, Queen Anne, King George I.

Knt, and grand-daughter to 
Baptiſt Viſcount Campden, and at length one of the coheirs 
to her uncle Jobn de la Fountain, who died on Jan. 10, 
1738-9, and had iſſue by her ſons and daughters, to the 
number of eleven, who all deceaſed unmarried, except his 
daughter, Harriot, married to Thomas Arundel, ſon and heir 
of Francis Arundel, of Stoke-Bruers-Park, in com' Nor- 
thamp' Eſq. whoſe widow ſhe died Dec. 5, 1776, aged 76; and 
his ſon and heir, William Wentworth, of Henbury in Dorſet- 
ſhire, born in March, 1700. Which William had a Cornet's 
commiſſion in the Royal regiment of dragoons, when he was 
but two years old, and remai:.ed in the regiment 43 years; 
being at length Captain of a troop in it, at the battles of Det- 
tingen, and Fontenoy. He was Gentleman Uſher, and Daily 
Waiter to Frederick Prince of Wales; and Gentleman Uſher 
of the Privy-chambe: to. the Princeſs Dowager of Wales. 
He was married, on Oct. 23, 1731, to Sufannah, daughter 
of Chamberlayne Slaughter, of Upper-Slaughter-hall, in com” 
Glouc. Eſq. by whom he had iſſue two ſons Frederick- 
Thomas, and George; alſo two daughters, Caroline who died

Paul, 4th fon to Sir William Wentworth, was killed at the

Allan, 5th ſon, was Page of honour to King William III, 
and a Cornet in his brother's, the then Lord Raby's regiment 
of dragoons, at 17 years of age ; and was killed, mounting the 
breach in the attack on the citadel at Liege, Oct. 23, 1702, 
unmarried, acting then as volunteer. | 

Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter, died young. Frances- Arabella, 
2d daughter, Maid of honour to Queen Mary (wife of James 
II.) was married to Walter Lord Bellew, of the kingdom of 
Ireland. Anne, 3d daughter, Maid of honour to Queen 
Anne, when Princeſs of Denmark, was wedded to James Do- 
nolan, of the kingdom of Ireland, Eſq. Iſabella, Maid of 
honour to Queen Anne, and after one of the bedchamber-wo- 
men, was eſpouſed to Francis Arundel, of Stoke-Bruers-Park, 
in com' Northamp' Eſq. Mary died young; and Elizabeth, 6th 
daughter, was married to John Lord Arundel, of Treriſe, 
and died March 21, 1750, aged 69 buried at Sturminſter 
Marſhal in Dorſetſhire i. | 
Trnomas, the eldeſt ſurviving ſon of Sir William 
Wentworth, and 22d in paternal deſcent from Reginald

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de Wintewade, on the death of his couſin, William Earl 
of Strafford, in 1695, inherited the dignity of Baronet by 
deſcent, and the Barony of Raby, which (as faid before) was 
limited to the brothers of Thomas Earl of Strafford. 

At the time of the Revolution, ® being then a younger bro- 
ther, he was made Cornet in the Lord Colcheſter's {afterwards 
Earl Rivers) regiment of horſe, and his commiſſion was 


ſigned by the Prince of Orange, on Dec. 31, 1688, before 


he was declared King; and was (though then very young) 
commanded into Scotland, where he made his firſt campaign 
in the Highlands, againſt the Lord Dundee, who routed King 
William's troops at Killycrankie, on July 16, 1680, but loſt 


his own life. He afterwards ſerved in every campaign with 


King William in Flanders, whege his elder brother, who was 
his Captain, died of a fever at Bruſſels, contracted in the field, 
and his two younger brothers, Paul and Allan, were killed in 
his preſence, one at the ſiege of Namur, and the other at Liege, 
as before mentioned. | 

His Lordſhip was commanded on the detachment that made 
the van-guard at the battle of Steinkick, which appeared before 
the French by break of day, on Aug. 3, 1692, and reſted in 
their ſight till after ſun-ſet, and then made the rear-guard of 
the ermy: and of the ſquadron of which he was, there came 
not 50 off alive, out of 250. Whereupon, on the report of 
his behaviour in that action, by Major-general Dumprie, in 
the Dutch ſervice, who commanded that van-guard, King 
William defired the Lietenant-colonel of that regiment, who 
was then a Groom of his bedchamber, to bring him into his 
preſence ; and then promiſed him, in perſon, to advance him 
in the army, and made him his Aid-de- camp. | 


At the battle of Landen, on July 29, 1693, he was one of 


the four or five, who, ſtanding by King William to the laſt, 
accompanied him over the river Manhain, after the defeat of 
his army. And at the end of that campaign, on Oct. 4, his 


Majeſty gave him a commiſſion of Guidon and Major in the 


firſt troop of horſe guards. Alſo ſoon after, on Jan, 20, 
1693-4, made him Cornet and firſt Major in the ſaid troop of 
guards, and Groom of his bedchamber. 

On the deceaſe of William Earl of Strafford, he ſucceeded 
to the title of Lord Raby, and was ! introduced into the houſe 


of Peers, on Nov. 25, 1605. On June 13, 1697, his Ma- 


jeſty gave him the royal regiment of dragoons. And in 1698, 
when King William went to meet the Duke of Zell at the 
Goor, his Lordſhip was choſen to be one of the few of his 
court to attend him thither, where he was in great danger of

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his life ; for at a hunting of wild beaſts, he (like a young man 
of ſpirit) went alone to attack a wild boar, who at his ſecond 
thruſt threw him down, ripped up his breeches from the knee 
to the binding, cut his ſhirt, and ſome part of his fleſh, and 
would have torn him to pieces, had not King William ſent the 
two huntſmen, that were his only ſeconds, to his relief, 
Who with their ſpears killed the wild boar upon him. It was 
then at Zell, his Lordſhip firſt ſaw and became acquainted with 
the Princeſs Sophia, her ſon, the Elector of Hanover, and her 
grandſon, afterwards George II. then a youth, 
In 1701, he was ſent by King William to congratulate Fre- 
derick I. King of Pruſſia, when, by the Emperor's conſent, 
he aſſumed that title : and when King William, on Feb. 26, 
1701-2, had the fall from his horſe (of which he died) his 
Lordſhip was then ſeeing his regiment at Greenwich embark 
for Flanders; but on his return, was every day with his Ma- 
jeſty till he expired, on March 8 following. 

In 1702, the firſt year of Queen Anne, he ſerved with his 
regiment in Flanders, and was then made Brigadier-general of 
her forces. But the year aſter, at the earneſt requeſt of the King 
of Pruſſia, he was ſent (though againſt his inclination, it being 
in time of war) Envoy-extraordinary to that King. His Lord- 
ſhip arrived in the Maes, on April 21, N. S. 1703, and after 
went to Arnheim, to review his regiment quartered there, and 
from thence waited on the Duke of Marlborough. Returning 
ſrom the army to the Hague, in the beginning of May, he ſet 
out on his journey two days after; and on Jan. 1, 170%-4, 
was made Major-general, The Duke of Marlborough, alter 
the battle of Hochitet, on Auguſt 13, N. 8. 1704, arriving 
at Berlin, on Nov. 22, was met without the town by his 
Lordſhip, who, on the 25th, gave his Grace an entertainment, 
at which the King, with the Margrave his brother, were pre- 
lent. | 

In 1705, he had the character of Ambaſſador- extraordinary 
to the King of Pruſſia, and made his public entry into Berlin, 
on April 7, 1706: and the ſame year (though in that poſt) he 
ſerved the campaign under the Duke of Marlborough, when 
he forced the French lines, and took Menin. Oſtend, &c. 
In his return ſrom the army, he waited on the Elector of Ha- 
nover, arriving there on Oct. 3, and after a week's ſtay, pro- 
ceeded on his embaſſy to Berlin: and whilſt there, he was, 
on Jan. 1 (1706-7) conſtituted Licutenant-general of her Ma- 
jeſty's forces. Alſo, on Jan. 14, N. S. following, the King 
of Pruſſia, with the Prince and Princeſs Royal (daughter of 
the Elector of Hanover) dined with his Lordſhip at Berlin; 
which was the firſt time of their Royal Highneſſes dining 
abroad after they were martied, And on June 9g, 3 

ing 
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King and the Prince Royal did his Lordſhip the honour to ſup 
with him, at his houſe of retirement near Berlin. He had, 
the ſame year, credential letters to the Imperial court, to 
which the Queen had a mind to remove him, to have his ſer- 
vice there; but at the preſſing deſire of the King of Pruſſia, 
he was continued Ambaſſador-extraordinary at bis court, till 
he ſucceeded the Lord Viſcount Townſhend as Ambaſſa- 
dor-extraordinary to the States-general, in March, 1710-11. 
And a treaty of peace being then in agitation, his Lordſhip 
was ſent for to England, to concert meaſures relating thereto 
and on his arrival, was ſworn of the Privy-council, on June 
14 1711. f 3 
Ra her Majeſty, taking into conſideration his great merits 
and ſervices, was pleaſed to advance him to the dignities of 
Earl and Viſcount, by the ſtyle and title of Earl of Strafford, 
Viſcount Wentworth, of Wentworth-Woodhouſe, and of 
Stainborough, in com' Ebor. with remainder to his brother, 
Peter Wentworth, Eſq. and his iſſue male, by letters patent 
bearing date Sept. 4, 1711, 10 Queen Anne; the preamble to 
the patent, reciting his ſervices, as follows : | 
* When we conſider what a great incitement it is to men, 
© truly noble, to purſue virtue, that the memory of their good 
actions ſhould he honoured with the ſplendor of titles, we 
could not but give thoſe teſtimonies of our approbafion to 
the merits of our very faithful and beloved Counſellor Tho- 
mas Lord Raby, which, from the equity of a Prince, who is 
the favourer of good men, might ſeem agreeable to the bright- . 
neſs of the approved loyalty of his anceſtors, and his own 
peculiar glory, which he hath acquired both at home and' 
abroad ; we gratefully call to mind his renowned great uncle 
the noble Earl of Strafford, who being of a lively genius in 
council, and courageous in arms, and as it were the ſtrongeſt 
ſupport to the royal dignity of our grandfather, of moſt glo- 
rious memory, was taken off by the falſe and unjuſt accu- 
ations of wicked men, but afterwards reſtored to the glory 
and immortal nobleneſs of his name, by a very honourable 
vote of the Engliſh parliament ; when by a ſolemn order they 
acquitted that very deſerving Gentleman of the crimes ob- 
jected againſt him, without precedent, in a manner never 
heard of before; and juſtly thought, that whatever was ſo in- 
juriouſly proceeded againſt him ought to be eraſed and obli- 
terated out of the public records. Since the male iſſue of that 
excellent man has been extinguiſhed, it was pleaſing to us, 
notwithſtanding, to ſee his virtue revive in one of the ſame 
blood. And therefore we have thought fit to advance the 
Lord Raby, who is not more allied in blood than in like me- 
it, tq the ſame dignity of titles; for if we conſider him as 
„ EF « one 
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©, one experienced in the arts of peace and war, he will not be 
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thought, by no means, undeſerving of ſo great an honour; 


bred up a ſoldier almoſt from his very childhood, he has 
gained the reputation of an extraordinary courage, through all 


the ſcenes of the fatigues and dangers in the camp; and be- 


ing now placed in the high ſtation of Lieutenant-general of 


. our forces, ſeems to have made an eaſy ſtep to the height of 
military preferment ; but ſince we have called him thence to 
the management of affairs of ſtate, we have found him, by 


experience, no leſs ready for his high ability in civil employ- 
ment, than for. his valour in arms. Firſt, at the defire of 


the King of Pruſſia, we ſent him to the court of Berlin with 


the character of our Envoy-extraordinary ; in which ſtation 
he behaved himſelf for ſeveral years with ſuch ſignal applauſe, 
that we thought fit to honour him with the title of 'our Am- 
baſſador- extraordinary to the ſame King. We had alſo deter- 


\ mined him to take care of our affairs in the auguſt court of the 


King of the Romans; but the King of Pruſſia a ſecond time 


requeſting his preſence, we were unwilling to call him from 
thence, where he was ſo very uſeful to us, and pecuhiarly ac- 
ceptable to the ſaid Prince: but ſince, for eight years paſt, he 
has happily devoted himſelf to the common intereſt of us, and 


all che confederates, with the utmoſt fidelity and dexterity; 
the moſt important concerns of the armies, and difficult af- 
fairs of the Chriſtian world, required us to ſend to the Hague 
a Gentleman ſo well qualified for ſo great a province : where- 
fore we ordered him to go to the High and Mighty Lords 
the States-general of the United Provinces, in the quality of 
our Ambaſſador- extraordinary and Plenipotentiary, which 
poſt he has begun to manage with double penetration and 
prudence ; and eſpecially after the death of Joſeph, at that 
time Emperor, he entered upon ſuch meaſures, according 
to his uſual ſagacity, with the ſaid States-general, as were 
very ſuitable the preſent poſture of affairs, and agreeable 
to our mind. Therefore, that he may enjoy ſome mo- 


numents of our royal favour, - as the reward of a life

His Lordſhip. ſoon after returned to the Hague, and being 


again ſent for by her Majeſty, arrived at London on May 
15, 1712; after which, having received inſtruQtions to go to 
the army (though Ambaſſador-extraordinaryand Plenipotentiary 
for the treaty of Utrecht) he accordingly left London on 


June 23 following, being ordered by the Queen firſt to the 
Hague, to invite the States-general to join with her Majeſty in

Engliſh. On their refuſing to comply with the Queen's mea- 
ſures, he went, purſuant to his inſtructions, with a very few 
domeſtics (not ſtaying for an eſcort) up to the late Duke of 


Ormond, then encamped at Chateau Cambreſis, and in his way 


thither was in ſome danger, being ſtopped and examined by ſe- 


veral parties, as well French and Spaniards, as Dutch, Imperi- 
aliſts, &c. Having executed his commiſſion, by ſeeing the 


ceſſation of arms declared between the French and Engliſh, on 


Dunkirk's being put into the Queen's hands, he returned to 


Utrecht, through Liſle, Tournay, Oſtend, Bruges, Ghent, and 
Bruſſels, and had all the honours paid him as to a crowned 


head, as well by the Dutch at the others, being ſaluted by a 


triple diſcharge of the cannon round the towns as he paſſed, 
and by part of the ſeveral garriſons under arms to receive him. 
After having ftaid two days at Bruſſels, to give the neceſſary or- 
ders (the Catholie Netherlands being then equally under the ad- 
miniſtration of the Queen and States-general) he paſſed through 
Antwerp, where, on his arrival, he was ſaluted by the cannon 
round the town and works, was met by the Governor of the 
town, and carried to his palace, where he lay, and was moſt 
magnificently treated.

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memory of his having treated three Kings and a Queen at the 
fame time.

He was, at the demiſe of Queen Anne, on Aug. 1, 1714, 
Plenipotentiary for the treaty of Utrecht; and, by a diſtinct ap- 
pointment, Ambaſſadot- extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to 
the States · general, Lieutenant-general of her Majeſty's forces, 
Colonel of the iſt regiment of foot-guards, firſt Lord of the 
Admiralty, appointed Aug. 29, 1712, and of her Cabinet 
and Privy - council. The treaties of Utrecht were ſigned at 
his Lordſhip's houſe at Utrecht between Great-Britain, France, 
Spain, Portugal, Pruſſia, the States general, Duke of Savoy, 
and all the allies, except the Emperor, on April 11, 1713. 
As firſt Lord of the Admiralty, he was, by act of parlia- 
ment, one of the Lords Juſtices for the adminiſtration of the 
kingdom, till the arrival of the King from Hanover, who, 
on his coming to the Hague, to embark for England, ſhewed 
him particnlar marks of his eſteem, even ſo far as to come 
Pages with the Prince of Wales, to the Earl's houſe, where 
played at ombre with his Lady, amongſt a great many 
foreign Miniſters, and many other perſons of diſtinction.

mental in procuring Lenthall's pardon, who, when be died, 
left him, by his will, 2001. as a legacy. | | 
As he had eminently diſtinguiſhed his loyalty to Charles J. 
ſo was he not backward in eſpouſing the intereſts of his ſon 
and ſucceffor, Charles II. accompanying him, in 1650, into 
Scotland, where he was committed priſoner to Edinburgh- 
caſtle, and ſo continued, till the King made his eſcape from 
St. Johnſtown, when, to gratify his Majeſty, he was releaſed. 
At the battle of Worceſter, on Sept. 3, 1651, he was wounded 
and taken priſoner ”, and had been certainly executed, if his 
wife had not contrived his eſcape out of Coventry- goal, by 
- hiring an old woman to carry him her cloaths, which he put 
on, and brought a cloſe-ſtool pan, well filled, under his arm, 
the ſtench of which occaſioned the guards to ſtand clear, and 
let him paſs unregarded. | | 

ln the proteQorſhip of Oliver Cromwell, he, with the Earl 
of Oxford, and others, were committed to priſon, being be- 
trayed by Manning, who correſponded with Thurloe, Crom- 
well's ſecretary, with a defign to get money from them, and 
© thereupon informed againſt ſuch, whoſe fidelity to the King 
was moſt notorious. In 1659, when riſings were deſigned 
throughout the kingdom, he had a commiſſion to raiſe a regi- 
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ment of foot, which ſeveral blank commiſſions, to diſpoſe of as 


he thought fit. He was alfo commiſhoned, with Arthur An- 


nefley, after Earl of Angleſey, John Mordaunt, ſoon after 
created Viſcount Mordaunt, Sir John Greenville, afterwards 
Earl of Bath, and Thomas Peyton, to promiſe pardon to 
all thoſe who ſhall endeavour his Majeſty's reſtoration, except

George Booth, with his friends, appeared in Cheſhire, and 
the Earl of Litchfield, with ſome others, in Surry. The 
King was in ſuch expectation of the ſucceſs, that he went 


from Bruffels to Calais, and had a ſhalop ready for his tranſ- 


portation, on hearing any conſiderable body of men were in 
arms for him.

He alſo obtained, from Charles II. a grant to hold a fair twice 
a year, and a market twice a week, upon Black-heath, in the 
pariſh'of Lewiſham in Kent. e 

During the reign of James II. he was Maſter of the Horſe, 
General of the Ordnance, Conſtable of the Tower of Lon- 
don,. one of the Lords of the Privy-council, Colonel of the 
royal regiment of Fufiliers, and Captain of an independent 
company of foot. He was alſo High-ſteward of Dartmouth, 
and Kingſton upon "Thames, and Recorder of Litchfield. In 
the year 1687, attending the King in his progreſs, and the 
city of Coventry preſenting his Majeſty with a large gold cup 
and cover, he immediately delivered it to the Lord Dartmouth, 
telling him, „there was an acknowledgment from the city of 
« Coventy, for his father's ſufferings in their town ;” where, 
during the civil wars, he had endured a long impriſonment. 
He © reſigned his poſt of Maſter of the Horſe on Dec. 16, 1687. 
And in the ſucceeding year, he was made Admiral of the fleet 
of England, then ſet out to intercept the Dutch fleet bringing 
over the Prince of Orange : which employment he accepted 
out of gratitude to the King, who, as Biſhop Burnet writes 
{in his Hiſtory of his Own Times) loved him, and in whoſe ſer- 
vice and confidence he had long been. The Biſhop allo ſays, 
«© f that he was indeed one of the worthieſt men of his court,

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et hut he was much againſt the conduct of his affairs ; yet he 
& was reſolved to ſtick to him at all hazards.” 

After the Prince had landed, it is recited in our Gazettes, 
that he paſſed by Portſmouth, on Nov. 18, 1688, and after bad 
weather, returned to Spithead on Nov. 23 following, with 43 
ſhips of war; the reſt of the fleet being put into other ports. 
After wards he failed from thence for the Downs, on Dec. 29, 
and leaving there ſeveral men of war, under the command of 
the Lord Berkeley, his Lordſhip, with the reſt of the fleet, 
failed for the Buoy of the Nore. | 

Yet, notwithſtanding he brought the fleet ſafe home, and 
had ated by order of King James when he was an power, he 
was deprived of all his employments at the Revolution ; and in 
1691, committed priſoner to the Tower of London, where, 
after three months impriſonment, he departed this life ſuddenly 
of an apoplexy, on Oct. 25, that year, in the 44th year of 
his age, When he was dead, Lord Lucas, who was Con- 
ſtable of the Tower, made ſome difficulty of permitting his 
body to be removed, without order ; on which, application be- 
ing made to King William, he was pleaſed to direct, that the 
ſame reſpect ſhould be paid at his funeral, that would have 
been due to him, if he had died poſſeſſed of all his employ- 
ments in that place. And accordingly the Tower guns were 
fired when he was carried out, to be interred near his father in 
the vault in the Minories, where a monument of white marble 
is erected to his memory, by Barbara, his Lady, who died on 
Jan. 28, 1717-18, in the 68th year of her age, and was bu- 
ried in the ſame vault with him. She was daughter and coheir 
of Sir Henr Archbold, of Abbots-Bromley in Staffordſhire, 
and by her Lord had iſſue one ſon, William, Earl of Dart- 
mouth, and ſeven daughters. |

which Heneage, Earl of Ailesford *, after his education in 
Chriſt-church, in Oxford, was entered in the Inner- Temple; 
for the ſtudy of the laws, wherein he was ſuch a proficient, 
that, on Jan. 13, 1678, he was conſtituted his Majeſty's 
Solicitor-general z from which office he was removed by James 
II. on April 21, 1686. . 

He was aſterwards the principal of thoſe eminent Council, 
who pleaded in behalf of the ſeyen Biſhops, who were tried on 
June 29, in Trinity-term,; 1688, for refuling to authoriſe the 
reading King James's deelaration for abrogating the teſt and pe- 
nal laws and on that account were committed to the Tower. 
On which occaſion © Mr. Finch argued ſtrenduſly againſt 
their commitment, and the power of the King in diſpenſing 
with the laws mentioned in that declaration {and that the 
Lords the Biſhops could not in prudence, honour, or conſci- 
ence, ſa far mak thenfelved parties to it, as the ſolemn pub- 
lication therevf in the time of divine ſerviee (as they were 
commanded,) muſt amount to. --_ 

He was elected, for the Univerſity of Oxford, to that Parlia- 
ment which met at Weſtmitiſter, on March 6, 1678-9 ; and 
returtied 'a member for the borough of Guilford,” in Surry, to 
that which met on May 19, 1685 4. Alfo choſen for the Uni- 
verſity of Oxford, in the Convention Parliament; and in all 

the ſubſequent Parliaments whilſt he eontinued a Commoner; 

except in the toth of Will. III. when, by reafon of his ill ſtate 
df health, he declined being elected. . 

In Auguſt, 1702, the rſt of Queen Anne e, he was choſen 
to compliment her Majeſty on the patt of the Univerſity, on

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T HE ſurname of Hervey, or Harvey, written anciently 
& with Fitz (i. e. fon of Harvey) is derived from RokERT 
Fitz-Harvey, a younger ſon of Harvey, Duke of Orleans, 
who is recorded among thoſe valiant commanders , who ac- 
companied William the Conqueror in his expedition into 
this kingdom, in 1066, and were rewarded by him with 
lands, &c. OE. | | 
This Robert Fitz-Harvey had ſeveral ſons; one of them *, 
Robert, writing himſelf Son of Hervey, gave lands to the 
Abbot of Abington, which Hen. I. confirmed. Likewiſe, in 
the ſame reign lived Hervey ©, who, being Biſhop of Bangor, 
was tranſlated to the biſhopric of Ely, and made the firſt 
Biſhop of that ſee, 1109, wherein he ſat 22 years, departing 
this life on Ang. 30, 1131. | | 
Of the ſame lineage was CounT Hervey, a Briton, a famous 
4 ſoldier, and Governor of the caſtle of the Devizes, in the 
reign of King Stephen, which he held out againſt the Earl of 
Glouceſter,. and powerfully aſſiſted that King in his wars with

After him was Hervey de Yuon, who married a daughter of 
William Goieth, that died in his journey to the Holy Land ©. 
Which Hervey delivered certain caſtles in France unto Hen. II. 
deſpairing to keep them againſt Theobald, Earl of Chartres, 
who, by aid of the French King, "_ to diſpoſſeſs him in 
1169. He afterwards accompanied King Henry in his con- 
melt of Ireland, as appears by the roll collected by William 
Camden, in his obſervations of Ireland. 
Our genealogiſts agree, that HENRY was ſon of the ſaid 
| Harvey de Vuon; and I find his name among other perſons 
of note, who were witneſſes to Roger de Clare's grant to 
Kievaulx-abbey f, in com' Ebor. in 1190, being ſtyled Hen. 
fil. Harvei. This Henry © embarked for the Holy Land with 
Rich. I. who, in that expedition, ſubdued the iſle of Cyprus, 
r to the Chriſtians the city of Joppa b, and in many 
attles put the Turks to flight. He was held in much eſteem

Addington in Surrey Eſquires, © ſhe died Jan. 8, 1544, and 
lies buried at Addington, 

GEORGE Hervey, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeding at Thurley, was 
f twice Sheriff of the counties of Bedford and Buckingham, 
viz. in 24 Hen. VII. and 8th of Hen. VIII. He had a brave 
ſpirit, and fignalized himfelf in ſeveral martial exploits, par ti- 
cularly at the ſieges of Teroven and Tournay, and in that 
battle, which our hiſtorians call the Battle of Spurs, from che 
ſwiftneſs of the French in running away s, on Aug. 16, 1513. 


For bis valiant behaviour in theſe actions, he was knigh red by 


Hen. VIII. on Oct. 13, after his entrance into Yournay, 10 
1520, he was retained to attend bis Sdvere 1gn h into France, 
with onEchaplain, eleven ſervants, and eight horſes, in his

VIII. in his wars, and 
was one of the council of the city of Tournay, under Sir 
John Ruſſell (after Earl of Bedford) the Governor, at the 
time of, the delivery of it to the French King, Francis I. in 
1519. He acquired the manor of Ickworth, and other poſ- 
ſeſſions, by marriage with Jane, daughter and heir of Henry 
Drury, of Hawſted and Ickworth, &c. Eſq. (Which manor 
of Ickworth anciently belonged to a family of the ſame name, 
whereof Thomas Ickworth made his will the Thurſday after 
St. John Baptiſt, in 1373, and was a benefactor to the repair 
of the church of Ickworth, to the monks of Thetford, the 
brethren of Thetford, and the brethren of Bakewell ; and left 
iſſue Agnes de Ickworth, his daughter and heir, who was mar- 
ried to — Drury, of Hawſted.) The faid Jane, ſurviving 
him, was ſecondly married to Sir William Carew ; and at 
length departed this life on July 2, 1525, and was buried at 
St. Mary's Church in St. Edmundſbury, in Suffolk; by her 
firſt huſband ſhe had iſſue Joan Hervey, Eſq. ? executor and 
adminiſtrator to the laſt teſtament. of his uncle Sir George 
Hervey, in 18 Hen. VIII. who, dying without ifſue, was ſuc- 
ceded by his brother, EH 

WILLTAM Hervey, of Ickworth, Eſq. who took to wiſe 
Joan, daughter of John Cocket, of Ampton, in the county of 
Suffolk, and departing this life Auguſt 1, 1538, was buried 


in the middle iſle of St. Mary's church in St. Edmund{bury, 


as appears by this inſcription :

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part of France.; on which occaſion feats of arms were per- 
formed for thirty days, at a camp between Guiſnes.and Ardes, 
Likewiſe, in 18 Hen. VIII. when the King, for the entertain- 
ment of the French Ambaſſadors, had appointed a ſolemn juſt, 
he named Sir Nicholas for one of the challengers ; and he 
is ſtyled the Valiant Eſquire ; for he received the honour of 
Knighthood after this, and was Hen. VIII's * Ambaſſador in 
the Emperor's court at Ghent, in the 23d of his reign. Hay- 
ing married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Thomas Fitz-Wil- 
liams, Knt. and widow of Sir Thomas Maleverer, he had 
iſſue Sir Thomas Hervey, Who was Knight-marſhal to Queen 
Mary, and left only two daughters, of whom Eleanor mar— 
ried William Worſley, of the Iſle of Wight, Eſq. But Sir 
Nicholas, by his 2d Lady, Bridget, daughter and heir of Sir 
John Wiltſhire, of Stone caſtle in Kent, Knt. reli& of Sir 
Richard Wingheld, of Kimbolton caſtle in Huntingdonſhire, 
Knight of the Garter, had iſſue Sir George Hervey, of Mark(- 

hall in Efſex, Lieutenant of the Tower, from whom the 
Harveys, now of Markfhall deſcend. But HENRY flervey, 
Eſq. was eldeſt .ſon of Sir Nicholas by his laſt Lady, and 
taking to wiſe Jane, daughter of, James Thomas, of the 
county of Glamorgan, Eſq. had iſſue“ Frances married to 

- Thomas Evelyn, and Elizabeth, to Chriſtopher Raynel, 
Eſquires ; alſo WILLIAM, his ſon and heir, who diſtinguiſh- 
ed himſelf on ſeveral occaſions, and for his eminent ſervices, 
was at length advanced to the dignity of a Peer of this King- 
dom, by the title of Lord Hervey, of Kidbrook.. 

He firſt ſignalized himſelf in 1588 *, in the memorable en- 
gagement of the Spaniſh armada, wherein he was principally 
concerned in boarding one of the Spaniſh galleons, killing the 
captain, Hugh Moncada, with his own hands. He was“ after- 
wards knighted, on June 27, 1596, with many other perfons 
of note, who had valiantly behaved in taking the town and 
iſland of Cales (or Cadiz); and the year following, embark- 
ing again with the Earl of Eſſex, and Waker Raleigh, was 
preſent at the taking of the town of Fyal. Ia 1600 *, he 
commanded one of the Queen's ſhips, and brought ſuccours 
to the Lord-preſident of Munſter, then reducing the rebels in 
Ireland, who were in expectation of aſſiſtance trom the Spa— 
niards. He ſtaid ſome time in that kingdom, and behaved 
himſelf in ſeveral actions with great bravery and conduct“: 
particularly with 70 foot and 24 horſe, he defeated 160 foot

at the ſiege of Kinſale (poſſeſſed by the Spaniards in 1601) 
and on the ſurrender thereof, on Jan 9, 1601-2, he was ſent 
to take poſſeſſion of the caſtles of Dunboy, Caſtlehaven, and 


Flower, purſuant to the capitulation. Being afterwards made 


Governor of Carbry, from Roſs to Bantry, he took in Cape- 
clear-caſtle, and performed many ſucceſsful acts, till the rebels 
were entirely reduced. | 

For which ſervices King James advanced him © to the dig- 
nity of a Baronet, on May 31, 1619, and 4 the year follow- 
ing created him a Peer of the kingdom of Ireland, viz. 
Baron of Roſs, in com' Wexford, by letters patent dated 
Aug. 5, 1620. Laſtly, „ By reaſon of his eminent ſervices 
at home and abroad, both in the times of King James and 
« King Charles J. as well in council as in the wars, and other 


« foreign expeditions” (as the patent © expreſſes) was created 


a Baron of this realm, by the title of Lord Hervey, of Kid- 
brook, in the county of Kent, on Feb. 7, 1627-8. He firſt 
took to wife Mary, relit of Henry Wriotheſley, Earl of 
Southampton, and daughter of Anthony Brown, Viſcount 
Montacute, by whom he had no iflue : they were married in

ing, in St. Edward's chapel in Weſtminſter-abbey, and his 
tiles became extinct.

JohN Hervey, Eſq. was born in the year 1555, and by his 
wife Frances, daughter and coheir of Edmund Bocking, of 
Bocking, in Eſſex, Eſq. who died before him, on Feb. 22, 
1623, had iſſue two ſons, William, and Robert; as alſo three 
daughters, Frances, who deceaſed in 1619 ; Elizabeth, who 


alſo died unmarried on April 22, 1623; and Mary, eſpouſ- 


ed. to Giles Allington, of Horſeheath, in Cambridgeſhire, 
Eſq. and departed this life on Sept. 4, 1626. This John Her- 
vey lived to the 75th year of his ? age, deceafing in 1630, and 
was ſucceeded by his fon and heir,

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Joan ea eldeſt ſon of Sir William, was born at 
Ickworth, bis father's ſeat in Suffolk, on Sunday, Auguſt 18, 
1616, and had all the advantages of education, which be im- 
proved by travelling, and polite converſation, Robert Sidney, 
ſecond Earl of Leiceſter, who was Ambaſſador in Denmark, 
and France, and Lord-lieutenant of Ireland, and one of the 
moſt learned Noblemen of the age, formed ſuch a judgment 
of Mr. Hervey's accompliſhments, that while he was Ambaſ- 
ſador in France, he entertained him in his houſe as a com- 
panion, as appears from a letter of his Lordſhip's dated at 
Paris, on Dec. 22, 1630, to Sir John Coke, Secretary of 
State, of what had paſſed at his audience, telling him *, „he 
& will receive it by Mr. Hervey, a Gentleman who hath be-

Having heartily concurred in the reſtoration of Charles II. 
he was conſtituted Treaſurer of the Houſhold to Queen Ca- 
tharine, his conſort; and was in the peculiar eſteem of his 
Majeſty, and in the greateſt intimacy with the moſt ingenious, 
as well as greateſt men in the kingdom. In Parliament, he 
was one of the leading members; and Biſhop Burnet relates 
of him, „ hat he was ® one whom the King (Charles IBF 
loved perſonally, and yet, upon à great occalion, he voted 
ee againſt that which the King deſired. So the King chid him 
*© ſeverely for it. Next day another important queſtion fall- 
e ing in, he voted as the King would have him. So the King

O* this family which iy of good antiquir in the county of 


Norfſolk'*, was ANDREW Yelverton (living in the reign 
of Edward II.) the father of RoBtrT Yelverton, who, in the 
time of Edward III. was feated at Rackheath, not far from 


Norwich, and marrying Cecilia, daughter of Sir Thomas 


Bardolf, a deſcendant * of the ancient family of the Bardolfs, 
Barons of this realm, had jiſſue John, his fon and heir. 

Which John Yelverton of Rackheath, Eſq. by his firſt

- This Sir 
Chriſtopher Yelverton, being a younger brother, was, after 
his ſchool and univerſity education, entered a ſtudent in 
Gray's-Inn, where he had the repute of a very ingenious gen- 
tleman, of which he gave a proof in ! writing the epilogue of 
a play tranflated from Euripides, called Jocaſta, written by 
Mr. George Gaſcoine, and publicly acted at that Inn in 
1566. He after proved an eminent counſellor a, was Lent 
reader of Gray's-Inn in 16 and 25 Eliz. u but did not then 
read becauſe of the peſtilence. In the 21ſt and 27th of Eliz.

In 44 Eliz. * he was conſtituted one of the Judges of the 
King's Bench; and on King James's acceſſion the throne *, he 


had his patent renewed, bearing date April 29, 1603, and being 


no Knight, the King conferred on him that honour at White- 
hall, July 23, 1603. He died at Eaſton-Mauduit, a ſeat in 


Northamptonſhire which he had purchaſed, and was buried in 


the church there, A. D. 1607.

HENRY Yelverton, the eldeſt ſon, * born at Eaſton-Mauduit 


on June 29, 15667 ; finiſhed his education at Oxford, from 


whence he removed to Gray's-Inn, had the degree of barriſter, 
was choſen recorder of Northampton, and elected one of their 
members, 1 Jac. I. He was thought ſo well read in our com- 


mon law, that he was made choice of for Lent reader of 
Gray's-Inn, in 1606 was made his Majeſty's Sollicitor-gene- 


ral, Oct. 29, 1613, and it may be very well aſſerted, that few 


ever deſerved it better, having been for about ten years in full 
buſineſs and reputation at the King's Bench bar; a proof of 


his great abilities, which his Reports of the Caſes adjudged in 
thoſe times, 'and digeſted with ſo'great perſpicuity and brevity, 
doth very much declare. ITS 
But -the great opinion the King ſome time had of this good 
man, bis falling afterwards under his Majeſty's frowns, and 
the cenſure of the Parliament, having ſubjected his ſtory to the 
obſervation of feveral writers, ſome of whom have imperfectly, 
and others as untruly, related the material paſſages of his life, 
I ſhall, from evidences that may be depended on, place them 
in a better light. Ten days after Mr. Yelverron was made 
the King's ſolicitor , his Majeſty conferred on him the honour 
of Knighthood at Whitehall; and obſerving his abilities, took

„ the wonder of his favour; that he conceived it to ariſe 
t from ſome accident befel in the late buſineſs of the mar- 
<« riage of Sir John Villiers; as alſo. from a report, as if he 
had uttered ſome ſpeeches. to Tee the Earl of 
„ Buckingham.“ In both which caſes he fo far vindicated 
his innocence, that he ſoon recovered the King's good graces, 
though he was for ſome years looked upon with an evil eye 
by that powerful Lord, for oppoſing (according to the duty 
of his place) ſome oppreſſive if not illegal, patents, which the 
projectors of thoſe times were buſy in preparing; and nothing 
being left unattempted to remove him (though he had been 
long ſupported by the King) it is no wonder that ſo great a fa- 
vourite at laſt effected his deſi re. SL 

For in the year 1620, Mr. Attorney being queſtioned for 
paſſing certain; clauſes in a charter lately, granted to the city of 
London, not agreeable to his Majeſty's warrant, and deroga- 
tory to his honour. and profit; it was referred to the Lord 
Chancellor, and ſome others, to conſider of the offence, &c. 
Whereupon his Lordſhip, and Mr. Sectetary Calvert, delivered

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him a meſſage from the King, wherein he was offered to ſub- 
mit himſelf in private, or defend himfelf openly ; and being 
adviſed to comply with the firſt propoſition, he anſwered, the 
offer was gracious, the choice eaſy, and mercy free. The 
ſubmiſſion, ſigned by him, was 'not thought by the committee 
of council ſatisfactory enough, but that the ſame ought to be 
on record, as well as the ſurrender of the city charter, as ap- 
pears by their letter to the King, dated June 6, 1620 (printed 
in the letters of Sir Francis Bacon, p. 248) wherein they alſo 
preſent their opinion to his Majeſty, 4 That an information 
& be put in the Star-Chamber againſt Mr. Attorney, as delin- 
6 3 againſt the Mayor, &c. as intereſted, and againſt the 
« Recorder alſo mixtly with ſome touch of charge. | 

« That any ſubmiſhon or ſurrender of the patents by the 
e city ſhould be alſo on record in their anſwer ; and that no 
other could be received with his Majeſty's honour, but by 
« anſwer in court: the fame to come merely of themſelves, 
& without any motion on his Majeſty's behalf directly or indi- 
& realy; which being done in this form, it would be after- 
& wards in his Majeſty's choice and pleaſure to uſe mercy, and 
ti to ſuſpend any further proceedings againſt his Attorney. 

« That it was of neceſſity as well for the putting in of this 
& information, as for his Majeſty's other urgent and public 
& ſervices in that and other courts, to have a ſequeſtration 
& preſently of his Attorney, and a proviſtonal commiſſion to 
“ ſome other, during his Majeſty's pleaſure to execute that 
& charge.” ” 

Ra an information was 4 preferred againſt the Attor- 
ney, the Mayor, &c. in the Star -· chamber, and on October 27 
following, this cauſe was brought to a hearing before a very 
great preſence and audience. And the information being open- 
ed by Serjeant Crewe, and the Attorney's anſwer by Mr. John 
Finch, he firſt himſelf deſired, and obtained liberty to ſpeak. 
Wherein he ſaid, he came to ſecond his ſubmiſſion drawn by 
the pen of others ; for taking this proſecution as a trial whether 
he would rely on the King, he rather choſe to confeſs the points 
of the charge, and ſubmit himſelf to the King's mercy; although 
he faith, there was offered to him and his council ſuch a way of 


defence, by which he might have eſcaped, and alledged that 


the errors he was guilty of proceeded from ignorance, miſpri- 
ſion, and chiefly credulity, and not from any corruption: which, 
though at firſt might be ſuſpected, was not now the leaſt laid 
to his charge: and concluded bis ſpeech (which is printed in 
the Cabala, page 375.) with a requeſt to their Lordſhips, that

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| fince the charter was now given up, his Majeſty might be ac. 
quainted with his ſubmiſhon, before they went on with the 
cauſe; himſelf remaining ſtill a priſoner to his juſtice, Sir 
Edward Coke firſt oppoſed the motion, as did the Chief Juſtice, 
and ſome others; but the Duke of Lenox (who had been al- 
ways favourable to the Attorney) and the Earl of Pembroke, 
who openly promiſed to move the King on his behalf, carried 
it againſt them, by the conſent of the reſt of the court, to the 
great ſatisfaction of the aſſembly. | 

. Notwithſtanding the cauſe was remitted by his Majeſty on 
November 8, when the King's Sollicitor, and learned Council, 
inſiſted on the ſeveral parts of the information ; and that though 
there was no corruption of reward laid to his charge, yet there 
was a corruption in affection, not to be allowed in a man of fo 
eminent a place and knowledge as he was. But one of the de- 
fendant's chief Council being taken ſuddenly ill, the court was 
adjourned till the Friday following, being November 10. His 
council then anſwered ſo effectually to the inconveniencies 
urged to have ariſen from ſeveral clauſes in the charter, that the 
chief reaſon, which induced the court to cenſure him, pro- 
ceeded from his digreſſion of the King's warrant, which they 
looked on as a breach of truſt in ſo principal a miniſterial offi- 
cer as he was, not to be excuſed by error, ignorance, or cre- 
dulity. Sir Edward Coke, whoſe place it was to begin, con- 
cluded his long and bitter fpeech with a fine of 6000 1. and 
loſs of his place, which the re of the court moderated to 4000 |, 
diſcharging him of his place by way of opinion; but ſubmit- 
ting the fame to the King, during whoſe pleaſure they alſo ſen- 
tenced him to impriſonment in the Tower. Yet Sir Henry 
Yelverton, who was ſequeſtered in the execution of his office 
on June 27, was not wholly deprived thereof, till the January 
following; when Sir Thomas Coventry, the King's Sollicitor, 
was made Attorney-General ; but purſuant to the aforeſaid ſen- 
tence, Sir Henry was committed to the Tower ; and while he 
lay there, he was, by ſome of the zealous townſmen of North- 
ampton, choſen one of their burgeſſes to repreſent them in 

the enſuing Parliament. . 

But inſtead of appearing in the Houſe of Commons as a 
member, he was in April following accuſed by them to the 
Lords as a delinquent ; being ſuppoſed to be guilty of ſome 
unjuſtifiable actions relating to the patents of innes and ofte- 
ries, and of gold and filver thread, as alſo for ſigning ſome 


dormant warrants without ſufficient authority. By virtue of 


theſe patents, Sir Giles Mompeſſon, and Sir Francis Michael, 

the chief projectors of them, at leaſt of the firſt, had exacted 

ſeveral ſums of money from the ſubject, or impriſoned or a 
| ON ſecute 
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ſecuted them for refuſal : ſo that in the ſucceeding patliament 
they were complained of as a very great grievance, and the 
patents called in, as the journals of the houſe ſnew. 525 

It is obſerved by Ruſhworth, that this accuſation rendered 
Sir Henry the leſs offender, who had thereby an opportunity of 
ſpeaking that at the bar of the Houſe of Commons, which he 
durſt not fay in the Tower © ; declaring, ©* That he thought 
« himſelf happy in the midſt of his Majeſty's disfavour to be 
« ſent to that honourable houſe ; yet, ſince wiſdom required 
« time, though innocence hath her preſent anſwer, he deſired 
« ſome time for conſideration. But added withal, that the 
% chief complaint againſt him was concerning the patent of 
e gold, &c. and that of innes and ofteries ; of which laſt, 
“e if he deſerved well of his Majeſty, it was in that matter, 
and that the King and the ſubject were more abuſed by that 
« patent than by any other; for the oppoſing of which he 
« conceived he ſuffered at that day.” The King, being in- 
formed of this paſſage, came to the Parliament, and juſtified , 
his Attorney's moderate behaviour, and oppoſition to the pro- 
ſecution of the inn-keepers; and that he himſelf diſliked thoſe 
proceedings againſt his ſubjects ; but ſince Yelverton had ſaid 
that he ſuffered at that day for his good ſervice therein, he 
2 their Lordſhips to do him juſtice, and puniſh the 
ſander. | 

Sir Henry Yelverton was ſhortly after brought before the 
Lords, and gave in a particular anſwer to every article of the 
charge, which he concluded with a ſpeech (printed in the firſt 
vol. of Ruſhworth's Hiſtorical Collections, p. 32.) repreſenting 
his misfortune to lie under the "diſpleaſure of ſo great a favourite 
as Buckingham; Vet, ſaid he, he had rather die, than the 
© commonweal ſhould ſo much as receive a ſcratch for him, 
and that in none of his actions he had ſhewed any fear of 
that great man. That Sir Giles Mompeſſon had brought 
« hima meſſage from the Lord of Buckingham, that he ſhould 
* not hold his place a month, if he did not conform himſelf 
in better meaſure to the patent of innes ; for my Lord had 
« obtained it by his favour, and would maintain it by his 
«© power. Nevertheleſs, he reſolved to be as ſtubborn as 
* Mordecai, not to ſtoop, or paſs thoſe gracious bounds his 
« Majeſty had preſcribed him.” And then ſums up all in 
theſe words. : 

Soon after I found the meſſage in part made good; for all the pro- 
fits almoſt of my place were diverted from me, and turned into an 
unuſual channel, to one of my Lord's worthies, that J retained little 
more than the name of Attorney. It became ſo fatal and fo penal,

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that it became almoſt the loſs of a ſuit to come to me. My place was 
but the ſeat of winds and tempeſts, &c, as in the annals of King 
James, p. 55: Hake: n 
The King, hearing of this ſpeech, acquainted the Lords, 
that he intended to do himſelf juſtice, and repair the diſhonour 
it reflected on him, which the Lords befought his Majeſty to 
leave to them: who, without 2 notice of the charge 
exhibited by the Commons, did, on May 16, 1621, proceed to 
ſentence, and declared, that the ſaid Sir Henry Yelverton, for 
his ſpeeches uttered here in court, which do touch the King's Majeſty's 
Honour, ſhall be fined to the King in ten thouſand marks, be impri- 
ſoned dur ing pleaſure, and make ſubmiſſion to the King : and fr 
-thoſe which touched the marquis of Buckingham, he ſhould be fined 
fue thouſand marks, &c. on which his Lordſhip ſtood up, and 
did freely remit him his; and the Prince, and the Houſe of 
Peers, agreed to move his Majeſty to mitigate the other. 
What part of this fine was forgiven 1s no where mentioned; 
but his fortune ſoon changed. The duke of Buckingham vi- 
fited him in the Tower #cognito, and Sir Henry deſpairing of a 
releaſe, without being reconciled to him, gave him ſuch ſatiſ- 
faction, that he was preſently ſet at liberty, and became again 
a practiſer at the bar, till April 1625, when a gentleman, from 
the Duke of Buckingham, did, without his knowledge, bring 
him a warrant from the King, fignifying his pleaſure to make 
him a Judge of the court of Common-Pleas. In order where- 
unto he was made a Serjeant T on April 30, inſeribing on his 
ring this motto, Stat Lege Corona. And on May 10, his pa- 
tent paſſed, creating him one of the Juſtices of the Common- 
Pleas. In this place he remained till his death; though if the 
reports taken notice of by Biſhop Haeket, in the life of Dr. 
Williams, Archbiſhop of York, and ſome other writers, be 
true, he had been made Lord K eeper of the Great Seal, if the 
Duke of Buckingham had not been cut of. The writer of 
The Court and Character of King James ſays, this favour of 
the Duke's was prevented by the Judge's death, although he 
ſurvived him above a year and a half; which ſhews how far 
that Writer may be depended on. A 
Beginning to be ſenſible of the infirmities of age, he con- 
cluded a letter (written on Jan. 17, 1629-30, to a' perſon he 
much loved) And I pray help me now with David's prayer, that 
God will not forfake me in mine old age, but that the weaker 1 
grow, the ſtronger I may be in him. And ſickening thereon, he 
died at his houſe in Alderſgate-ſtreet, on the 24th of the ſame 
month; and from thence his body was carried into Northamp- 
tonſhire, and buried in the pariſh church of Eaſton-Mauduit,

Soon after 
he came of age, he ſucceeded his father in title and eſtate; 
and being ſtrictly devoted to the doctrine of the church of Eng- 
land, he entertained, as his ſeat at Eaſton- Mauduit, Dr. Tho- 
mas Morton, Biſhop of Durham, who being ejected from his 
ſee in thoſe times of confuſion during the civil wars, was in 
great neceſſity. Sir Henry was as tender and reſpectful to him 
as of his parent, and it was at his houſe that the good Biſhop 
ended his life on St, Matthew's day 1659. He was one of the 
Knights for Northamptonſhire in that Parliament which voted 
the reſtoration of Charles II. and departed this life in the 
flower of his age.

On antiquaries agree“, that SCHIRRARD, who was refi- 
dent in England, and held great poſſeſſions in the coun- 
ties of Cheſhire and Lancaſhire, in the reign of William the 
Conqueror, is lineal anceftor to the preſent Earl of Harborough, 
being deſcended from RoßERT, his third ſon, who had iflue 
WaiTER, and he HumPHRY Schirard, of Thornton, in 
Cheſhire, father of Thomas Schirard (as the name was an- 
tiently wrote) who married a daughter of William Leming-

GEoRGE martied Barbara, daughter of —— Burley of 
Berkſhire, and had iſſue WILLIAM Parker of Parwich, in 
com?” Derb. who died in 1631, aged 78, having wedded Eli- 
zabeth, daughter to Humphry Wilſon, and had iſſue Tho- 
Mas Parker of Leke in Staffordſhire, the father of 

Tromas Earl of Macclesfield born at Leke aforeſaid, who 


applying himſelf to the ſtudy of the laws, grew ſo eminent in 


the profeſſion, that he was appointed one of the Counſel to 
Queen Anne; and being called to the degree of Serjeant at 
law, June 8, 1705, the mato of the rings delivered on that 
occaſion to Queen Anne. and Prince George of Denmark, 
was, Moribus, Armis, Legibus. He was the ſame day appointed 
the Queen's Serjeant, and had the honour of Knigthood con- 
ferred on him. He was member of Parliament for Derby from 


1705 to 1708, On March 15, 1709-10, he was conſtituted 


Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's-Bench ; and on the demiſe 
of the Queen, was one of the Lords Juſtices, till the arrival of 
ber ſucceſſor from Hanover, who, ou March 10, 1715-16, 
created him a Baron of this kingdom, by the ſtyle and 
title of Lord Parker, Baron of Macclesfield in the county of 
Cheſter. | | 

On May 12, 1718, his Majeſty was pleaſed. to deliver the 
Great Seal to his Lordſhip, and to declare him Chancellor of 
Great Britain; two days after which he was. ſworn at Ken- 
ſington, the King preſent in Council, and took his place at 
the board accordingly; and was congratulated upon his pro- 
motion by the univerſity of Cambridge; but enjoyed his place 
only till Jan. 4, 1724-5. He was one of the Lords Julticea 
whilſt George I. was at Hanover, ſo appointed May 9, 1719. 
On June 4, that year, he was appointed Cuſtos Rotulorum 


of the county of Warwick : alſo on October 19 following, 


Cuſtos Rotulorum of the county of Worceſter. | 

On November 5, 1721, 8 Geo. I. e, he was advanced to 
the dignities of Viſcount Parker of Ewelme in Oxfordſhire, 
and Earl of Macclesfield in the county of Cheſter, in tail- 
male, remainder to hold the dignities of Lady Parker, Ba- 
roneſs of Macclesfield, Viſcounteſs Parker of Ewelme, and

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William Heathcote, Eſq. and to the heirs -· male of her body. 
His Lordſhip married Janet, daughter and co- heir of Charles 
Carrier, of Wirkwith in the county of Derby, Eſq. and by 
her (who died Auguſt 23, 1733,) bad iſſue George the late 
Earl of Macclesfield, and the Lady Elizabeth before mentioned, 
married on April 7, 1720, to William Heathcote, of Hurſley 
in the county of Southampton, Eſq; afterwards created a Ba- 
ronet : which Lady died at her houſe in St. James's-{quare, 
Feb. 21, 1747. His Lordſhip died at his ſon's houſe in Soho- 
ſquare, in the 66th year of his age, on April 28, 1732, and 
was buried at Shirburn in Oxfordſhire, eſteemed for the ſocial 
virtues of a huſband, parent, and a maſter, by every one to 
whom he ſtood in thoſe relations. | 

GEORGE, his only ſon, late Earl of Macclesfield, was, in 
the life-time of his father, conſlituted one of the Tellers of > 
the Exchequer for life. His Lordſhip, 1720, ſet out on his 
travels, accompanied -by Edward Wright, Eſq. a gentlemen 
of a refined and elegant taſte, in all uſeful knowledge and 
polite literature ; and after three years tour through France, 
Italy, &c. &c. returned to England. Mr. Wright publiſhed 
an account thereof in two volumes in quarto, illuſtrated with 
ſeveral prints from his own accurate drawings, as he had a 
maſterly hand, both in deſigning and painting. His Lordſhip 
had a great ſhare in framing and carrying on the act of par- 
liament for altering the ſtyle : and at the ſecond reading there- 
of, made a ſpeech in the houſe of Peers, which he was pre- 
vailed on to publiſh, by the preſſing inſtance” of a great many 
of the Lords who heard it. Several foreign Academies choſe 
his Lordſhip one of their members. On November 30, 1752, 
he was unanimouſly elected Preſident of the Royal Society, on 
the reſignation of the late valuable and learned Martin Folkes, 
Eſq. and at the inftallation of John Earl of Weſtmoreland, as 
Chancellor of the univerſity of Oxford, on July 3, 1759, his. 
Lordſhip received the honorary degree of Doctor of Law. At 
the funeral proceſſion of Frederick Prince of Wales, on 
April f 3, 1751, his Lordſhip was one of the ſupporters of 
the pall. ; | 

On September 18, 1722, his Lordſhip married Mary, eldeſt 
of the two daughters and co-heirs of Ralph Lane, Efq. an emi- 
nent Turkey merchant, lineally deſcended from William Lane, 
of Glendon, Eſq. f and of Anne his wife, daughter and heir to 


John Iſham, of Pighteſley, in com' Northamp. Efq. and was

father Sir Robert Lane (ſon of Sir Ralph Lane) acquiring 
the ſeat and eſtate at Horton, from his mother Maud b, who 
was the eldeſt daughter and co-heir of William Lord Parr 
of Horton, December 23, 35 Hen. VIII. and was ſecond 
ſon of Sir William Parr, Knt. by Elizabeth his wife, daugh- 
ter and heir of John Lord Roos of Kirby-Kendal, whoſe 
gropeſen, William Parr, was Earl of Eſſex, and Marquis of 

orthampton. | 

By his faid Lady, his Lordſhip had iſſue two ſons, Tho- 
mas, now earl of Macclesfield; George-Lane Parker, the 
ſecond ſon, born Sept. 6, 1724, taking to a military life, was 
made Captain of a company in the firſt regiment of foot- 
guards, and on Feb. 19, 1762, allowed the rank of colonel. 
On April 3o, 1770, was advanced to the rank of Major-Ge- 
neral, and on Aug. 29, 1777, promoted to that of Lieutenant 
General. He is alſo Colonel of the 2oth regiment of foot, 
and member in the preſent Parliament for Fregony. 

His Lordſhip's Lady, who was endowed with all virtues, de- 
ceaſed on Jun: 4, 1753- She ordered her body not to be 
dreſſed in linea and laces, but in woollen ; and inſtead of vel- 
vet, her cofha to be covered with cloth; and that the expence 
ſaved by it ſhould go to the clothing of ſome of her poor neigh- 
bours. Accordingly thirty poor women were put into mourn- 
ing, who walked in proceſſion at her funeral, and before it 
had a repaſt at Shirburn in Oxfordſhire, where ſhe was pri- 
vately interred, and each of them, at their going home, re- 
ceived a half-peck loaf. His Lordſhip, in November 1757, 
married Dorothy, daughter of — Neſbit, but died with- 
out any iſſue by her on March 17, 1764, and was buried at 
Shirbourne, | | 5 

Tromas, now Earl of Macclesfield, was born on Octo- 
ber 12, 1723, was choſen one of the members for Newcaſtle- 
under Line to the Parliament ſummoned in 1747. He was 
returned for the county of Oxford in 1754, and for the city 
of Rocheſter in 1761. His Lordſhip is LL. D. Fellow of 
the Royal Society ; and on Dec. 12, 1749, married his couſin 
Mary, eldeſt daughter of Sir William Heathcote, of Hurley 
in Hamplkire, Bart, by which Lady he had two ſons George 
Lord Viſcount Parker, Lord Thomas Parker; and three daugh-. 
ters, Lady Elizabeth, married to John Fane, of Wormſley, 
in Oxfordſhire, Eſq. Lady Mary, and Lady Ann, who died 


in 1774.

THAT the name of this family was anciently wrote Ri- 

cCards, alias Fermour, appears as well from other autho- 
rities, as from the laft will and teſtament of THOMAS Ricards, 
alias Fermour ; whoſe mother was 'the daughter and heir of 
the family of Fermour ; and his father, Ricards, of Welch 
extraction, by tradition in the family.” In the ſaid will, dated 
2 deptember 9, 1485, he is wrote Thomas Ricards, alias Fer- 
mour, ſenior, of Whitney in Oxfordſhire, and thereby orders 
his body to be buried in the chapel of St. Mary Magdalen, in 
the church of Whitney, and bequeaths 20 l. to the altar in 
the chancel of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, in that church, for 
his tithes forgotten. He alſo bequeaths to the building of the 
| Ifle of the Bleſſed Mary Magdalen in the ſaid church, called 
Carſewell Iſle, 20 l. To Emmotte, his wife, he bequeaths 
2001. with his goods and utenſils in his houſe at Whitney. 
To William, his ſon, 200 marks, and all his lands in the 
villages of Cogges and Burford. To Laurence, his ſon, 200 
marks, and all his lands in Chadlington. To Richard, his 
ſon, 200 marks, and all his lands in Filkingre and Langford, 
To Alice, John, and Elizabeth Wenman, children of Em- 
motte, his ſpouſe, by Heury Wenman, to their marriages, 
iol. 78. And the reſt of his goods, lands, &c. till his ſons 
come to the age of 21 years, he bequeaths to Emmotte, his 
wife, whom he conſtitutes executrix, and Sir Richard Har- 
court, Knt. ſuperviſor. | 

He ſoon after departed this life, as appears by the probate of 
the ſaid will, dated November 8, following. By Alice his 
firſt wife, he had iſſue LAUREN CE, his ſon and heir, who was 
of Minſter-Lovel in Oxfordſhire, and had a ſon. WILLIAM, 
who died without iſſue, and a daughter Mary, married to 
Thomas Benolt, Clarencieux King of Arms. Emmotte, ® his 
ſecond wife, who ſurvived him, was widow of Henry Wenman, 
daughter and heir of Simkin Hervey of Herefordſhire, Eſq. 
and by her had iſſue Richard, anceſtor to the preſent Earl of 
Pomfret, and William, who was ſeated at the fair houſe and 
lordſhip of Summerton, upon the river Cherwel ingOxford- 
ſhire, and having married four wives, left no iſſue male; and 
at his death bequeathed all his lands to Thor as the ſecond 
ſon of his brother Richard, whoſe poſterity remain the wor-

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thy poſſeſſors of it to this day, although they have removed 
their habitation to T'uſmore, three miles diſtant from it. 

The ſaid William lies buried in a chapel on the ſouth-ſide 
of the chancel of Summerton, under a great raiſed monument 
of grey marble, whereon lies the portraitures of a gentleman 
and his wife, in braſs, and under them this inſcription : 


Here lyeth buried Mr. William Fermour, Eſq. whych was 
born of this Towne and Patrone of this Churche, and alſo 
Clarke of the Crowne in the King's Bench in King Henry 
the 5" and King Henry the 8% Dayes, whyche died the 20t% 
Day of ber, in the Year of our Lord God a MCCCCCLII: 
and alſo here lyeth Meſtres Elizabeth Fermour, his laſt Wytte, 
which was the Daughter of 87 Will®, Norryſſe, Knight, upon 
whoſe and all Chriſtene Soules Ihu have mercy, | 


And at Horne Church in Eſſex, was the following inſcrip- 
tion for another of his wives. 


„Hexe lyeth Katherin the daughter of Sir William Powlet, 
« Knyght, wyf of William Fermor, clacke of the crown, 
« Who died May 26, the ſecond of Henry the eight.” 


Ricun ARD Fermour, his brother, having been bred a mer- 
chant of the ſtaple of Calais, raiſed a noble fortune, and 
ſettled himſelf at Efton:Neſton juxta T'owceſter, in Northamp— 
tonſhire, which, together with the hundred and manor of 'Fow- 
ceſter, he had purchaſed, as alſo many fair lands and royalties 
in that county, at which ſeat he lived many years with great 
ſplendor and hoſpitality. But being a very zealous Romaniſt, 
and not complying with the frequent alterations in religion, 
introduced by Henry VIII. be changed his hoſpitality into 
charity for thoſe of his opinion, and fell under that King's 
heavy diſpleaſure, for conveying relief to one Nicholas Thayne, 
formerly his Confeflor, and at that time a cloſe priſoner in the 
goal of Buckingham, although nothing was ever legally 
proved againlt him, except that he had ſent him 8d. and a 
couple of ſhirts. But his great wealth, and Thomas Crom- 
well Earl of Eſſex, the King's Vicar-General, were powerful 
incentives to his ruin; and being ® found guilty of a præmu— 
nire, his whole eſtate, both real-and perſonal, was ſeized on 
for the King's uſe, and executed with ſuch {triftne's and ſeve- 
rity, that nothing was leſt him or his family. 

One © of our hiſtorians, living in that age, writes, that he 
was a rich and wealthy man, and of a good eſtimation in the

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city but ſor relieving certain traitorous perſons, who denied 
the King's ſupremacy, he was committed to the Marſhalſea, 
in July 1540, and after, in Weſtminſter-Hall, was arraigned, 
and attained in a præmunitre, and Joſt all bis eſtate. 

The good old man, when he was ſteipt of all he had, re- 
tired to a village called Wapenham, in ſight of his former ha- 
bitations, and lived in the parſonage houſe there ; the advow- 
ſon of which had been in his gift, and the parſon thereof 
preſented by him, There he paſſed ſeveral years with a mot 
conſummate picty, and entire reſignation, till 1550. 

In the time of his proſperity he had in bis family, accord- 
ing to the cuſtom of the age, a fervant, Will Somers, who, 
by his witty or frothy diſcourſes, paſt for his jeſter ; and after— 
wards ſerved the king himſelf in the ſame oflice and capacity, 
This man remembering, with ſome gratitude, his firſt maſter, 
and having admiſhon to the King at all times and places, ef- 
pecially when fick, melancholy, and towards his end, let fall 
ſome lucky words, which awakened the King's conſcience, ſo 
as at leaſt to endeavour a reſtitution; and accordingly he gave 
immediate orders about it ; but being prevented by death, 
it was never effectually performed till the 4th year of Edw. 

VI. by letters patent, bearing that date: but ſo miſerably 
Jopt and torn, by the ſeveral grants and ſales made by the 
Crown during the aforeſaid interval, that what he did obtain 
was not one third of what he had before poſſeſſed. Thoſe 
lands reſtored to him were the lordſhips and manors of Tow- 
cettour, and Eſton-Neſton, the advowſons of the rectorics of 
Cold-Higham, and of the vicarage of Eſton-Neſton, the hun- 
dred of Wilmerſley, with very large privileges thereto be- 
longing, and ſeveral houſes in Cotton-End, in the county of 
Northampton; the lordſhip and manor of Offley St. Legers, 
in the county of Hereford ; the lordſhip and manor of Granno, 
in the county of Worceſter ; the lordſhip and manors of 
Lutonhoe, and the hermitage lands in Luton, and Kuntisford 
Farm, in Runtisford, in the county of Bedford, Yet King 
Edward, to make ſome compenſation, granted by the ſame 
Charter, to Richard Fermor, and his heirs, ſeveral other lord- 
ſhips, manors, lands, and tenements, viz. the lordſhips and 
manors of Corſecomb, Holſtocke, Nether-Stoke, and the ad- 
vowſon of the rectory of Corſecombe, in the county of Dorſet ; 
the manor of Mudfort, in the county of Somerſet ; the houſe 
and ſeat of the then late diſſolved priory of Swaderſly, and 
divers woods and lands thereto belonging ; the manor of Hide 
in Rode, and ſeveral lands in Rode in Aſhen, in the county 
of Northampton, the manor of Newport Pound, and the ad- 
rowlog of the rectory and church of Rawrith, in the 1 
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of Eſſex, &c. Yet all this was but a ſmall compenſation for 
the great loſs he had ſuſtained. "ah 

He therefore, being repoſſeſſed of part of his eſtate, and of 
ſome addition, as aforeſaid, returned to his manſion-houſe at 
Eſton-Neſton, where he departed this life on“ Nov. 17, 1552. 
It is further remarkable, that having ſome foreknowledge of 
his own death, he invited on that very day many of his friends 
and neighbours, and taking leave of them, retired to his devo- 
tions, and was found dead in that poſture, and afterwards 
buried on the north fide of the chancel of the pariſh church 
of Eſton-Neſton, under a grey marble tomb. Anne his wife 
ſurvived him, and after her deceaſe was buried at Eſton- 
Neſton ; ſhe was daughter to Sir William Brown, Lord 
Mayor of London; by whom he had five ſons, and five daugh- 
ters, viz, 1. Sir John, anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Pom- 
fret; 2. William, 3. George who both died infants; 4. 
Thomas Fermor, who inherited the eſtate of William his 
uncle, at Summerton, was one of the members“ for Chip- 
ing-Wicomb, in the Parliament held in 5 Eliz. and makes 
his will on June 15, 1580, © whereby he orders his body to 
be buried in the church of Summerton, as near to the body of 
Bridget, his late wife, as conveniently may be ; and that his 
executors, within three years after his death, cauſe to be erect- 
ed ſuch a tomb of alabaſter to be ſet over the bodies of him 
and his late wife, as they ſhall think convenient. He was a 
bene factor to Summerton, and Chinnor in Oxfordſhire, Bridg- 
north and Aſteley in Shropthire, and Wappenham in Nor- 
thamptonſhire. Alſo leaves his eſtate to his ſon Richard Fer- 
mour, and his daughter. Mary ; and for default of iſſue, to 
his nephew Nicholas Fermor, except the manors of Fritwell 
and Ganno, which he wills, if they deceaſe without iſſue, to 
Jerome Fermour, his brother, according to the gift of his 
uncle Williant Fermour of Summerton. It likewiſe appears 
that he founded a ſchool at Summerton, with proviſion for a 
ſchool- maſter; and that Nicholas Fermour, his nephew, was 
ſon of Jerome his brother. According to his will his exe- 
cutors erected, in the chapel of Summerton church, a raiſed 
monument of white maible, whereon lies his effigies in ar- 
mour, and the eſſigies of his wife, both on their backs, and 
round the verge 1s this infcription : 

Thime Harmer, Armigero, viro animi magnitudine contra 
Hoſtes, beneficentia erga Doctos admirabili, Domino hujus

The five daughters were Joan, firſt married to Robert Wil- 
ford of the county of Kent, Eſq. and after to Sir John Mor- 
daunt, of Thorndon in Eſſex, Knight. Anne, eſpouſed to 
William Lucy of Charlecote in Warwickſhire, Eſq, Elizabeth 
to Thomas Lovet of Aſtwell in Northamptonſhire, Eſq. Ur- 
fula, to Richard Fynes of Broughton in Oxfordſhire, Eſq. fa- 
ther to Richard Lord Say and Sele; and Mary, wedded to 
Sir Richard Knightley of Fauſley in Northamptonſhire, Kant. 
ſhe died © Sept. 27, 1573, and was buried at Fauſley. 

Sir Joan Fermor, the eldeſt ſon and heir, was made © one 
of the Knights of the Carpet, at Weſtminſter, on October 2, 
1553, the day after the coronation of Queen Mary, in her pre- 
fence under the cloth of ſtate, by the Earl of Arundel, whe 
had her Majeity's commiſſion to execute that honour, He was 
in that reign f choſe Knight of the ſhire for the county of Nor- 

thampton in two Parliaments; and was s Sheriff of the county 

in the 4th and 5th of Philip and Mary. He died on Dec. 
12, 1571, at little St. Bartholomew's in London h, and from 
thence was brought to his houſe at Eaſton-Neſton, and buried 
in the pariſh church there on Thurſday the 20th of the ſame 
month, with great ſolemnity, the Officers of Arms attending 
his funeral. He married Maud daughter of Sir Nicholas Vaux, 
Knight. Lord Vaux of Harrowden (who died before him, on 
April 14, 1569, and was buried at Eafton-Neſton,) and by her 
had living, at the time of his deceaſe, George Fermor, Eſq. 
his ſon and heir, Nicholas, who died unmarried ; *and Richard, 
who married Dionyſia, daughter of Robert Tanfield of Bur- 
ford, in Oxfordſhire, Eſq. by whom he had an only daughter 
Catherine, firſt married to Philip Godard, Eſq. ſecondly to Sis 
Richard Wenman, of Tame, in Oxfordſhire, Knt. alſo three 
daughters, Catharine, married to Michael Poulteney, of Miſ- 
terton in Leiceſterſhire, Eſq. and ſecondly, to Sir Henry 
Darcy, Knight; Anne, wedded to Sir Edward Leigh of 
Shawel in Leiceſterſhire, Knight.; and Mary, eſpouſed to Sir 
Thomas Lucas of 'St; John's in Colcheſter, in the county of 
Eſſex, Knt. * ſhe died July 5, 1613, and is buried in St. 
Giles's church, in Colcheſter. „ 15

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GEORGE Fermor, his eldeſt ſon, ſucceeding him, ſpent all 
his youth in the Netherlands, under that great captain in arms 
William Prince of Orange; and for his ſervices there, had 
the ! honour of knighthood conferred on him, in the year 
1586, by Robert Earl of Leiceſter, the Queen's general. In 
theſe wars in the Netherlands he contracted a friendſhip 
with the famous Sir Philip Sidney, and walked at his funeral 
among his kindred and friends. On his retirements to his 
houſe at Eaſton-Neſton, he lived for ſeveral years in great 
ſplendor and hoſpitality, and was Sheriff of Northamptonſhire 
in 31 Eliz. but once again left his native country, and tra- 
velled into Italy; yet on what occaſion is not ſaid. 

After his return home he ſtill maintained the old Engliſh 
popular way of living, and had the honour to receive and en- 
tertain James I. and his Queen at Eaſton aforeſaid, the firſt 
time they ever met in England ®, viz. on June 11, 1602, 
where he gave both courts a very coſtly and magnificent en- 
tertainment ; and the King before his departure n conferred 
the honour of Knighthood on his ſon and heir Sir Hatton 
Fermor, together with nine.other gentlemen. | 

He died in a good old age, on December 1, 1612, and on 
Januaty 14 following was buried in the chancel of Eaſton- 
Neſton church with great folemnity, and a noble tomb of ala- 
baſter is erected to his memory.

HaTrTon Fermor, his ſon and heir, knighted in the life. 
time of his father, as before mentioned, fucceeded him in his 
eſtate, and living conſtantly in the country at his ſeat at Efton- 
Neſton, was Sheriff of Northamptonſhire in 15 Jac. I. He 
married two wives, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Edmund An- 
derſon, Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, who dyin 
without Hue, he took to his ſecond wife Anna, daughter oF 
Sir William Cockain, Lord Mayor of London, by whom he 
had five ſons, viz. Sir William Fermor, Bart. who ucceeded 
him; Hatton, who was Major of Horſe to the Prince of 
Wales, 'and died at nineteen years of age, crowning his un- 
ſpotted youth with a noble death, valiantly aghting for Charles 

I. Jan. 11, 1644-5, at Culham-Bridge near Oxford; Charles, 
George, and Richard all died young. Alſo fix daughters; 
Mary, wife of Sir Charles Compton, ſecond ſon to Spencer 
Earl of Northampton, and died in 1660; Anne, wife of 

Jonathan Cope of Ranton-abbey in Staffordſhire, Eſq. grand- 
father to Sir Jonathan Cope of Brewern-abbey in Oxfordſhire, 
Bart. Arabella, and Elizabeth, both died unmarried ; Catha- 
rine, died an infant ; a ſecond Catharine was married to Sir 
Fohn Shuckburgh of Shuckburgh, in Warwickſhire, Bart. and 
laſtly to Sir Roger Norwich of Brampton in the county of 
Northampton, Bart. Sir Hatton having broken his leg by a 
fall out of his coach, died of it, October 28, 1640, and was 
buried at Eaſton-Neſton aforeſaid, near his anceftors, under a 
tomb of black and white marble, erected by Anna his wife, 
who ſurvived him 25 years; and with a maply courage and 
conflancy fuſtained as well the hardſhips of impriſonment, as 
fines and confiſcations, to the laſt of thoſe unhappy times, 
wherein the nation was in the greateſt ferment, and all things 
in the utmoſt confuſion. Which, ' © * | 

Sir WILLIAM Fermor, Bart. purſuing the ſteps of his an- 
geſtors, took up arms in defence of the Royal Party, and 
notwithſtanding his youth, was honoured with the command 
of a troop of horſe by Charles I. made one of the Privy- 
Chamber to the Prince his ſon, and ſerved them to the laſt with 
unſhaken loyalty and honour. And with the ſame conftancy 
and courage took his lot of ſuffering with them, until he and 
his family were near ruined for their loyalty, as his anceſtor 
Richard Fermor had been before for his religion. Among other 
hardſhips, he was obliged ? to compound for his eſtate for 1400]. 
with the ſequeſtrators: At laſt the ſcene changed, and he 
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happily lived to ſee his Royal Maſter reſtored and crowned; 
and was elected a member for the town of Brackley in Nor- 
thamptonſhire, in that Parliament which met at Weſtminſtet 
on May 18, 1671; but died of the {mall-pox on the 14th fol- 
lowing, having been nominated one of the Knights of the 
Bath at the coronation of King Charles II. ar d catched that 
diſtemper in performing the ceremonies of the ſaid order. 
Mary, his beloved wife, who ſurvived him, died on July 18, 
1670, and was buried at Eaſton-Neſton; ſhe was daughter of 
Hugh Perry of London, Eſq. and relict of Henry Noel, 
ſecond ſon of Edward Viſcount Camden: a matron vener- 
able for virtue and piety ; a faithful ſharer of all fortunes with 
him, and moſt affectionately careful of her children, who were 
very young at his death, viz. William, created Lord Lemp- 
ſter; Henry, Charles, George, Richard, who all died at 
men's eſtate, but unmarried ; alſo two daughters, Mary, who 
died young, and Anna, who was born after her father's death, 
and died unmarried at her houſe in Denmark-ſtreet in the pa- 
riſh of St. Giles in the Fields, in June 1740. 

WILLIAu, Lord Lempſter, erected from the very founda- 
tion at Eaſton-Neſton aforeſaid, (the ancient ſeat of his family) 
a regular and fair pile of building of free-ſtone ; added plea- 
ſant gardens and plantations ; and adorned the whole, with a 
magnificent and coſtly collection of ancient Greek, Roman, 
and Egyptian ſtatues. He was raiſed to the dignity aforeſaid by 
letters patent bearing date April 12, 1692, and having mar- 
ried three wives ; firſt, Jane, daughter of Andrew Barker of 
Fairford in Glouceſterſhire, Eſq. by her had a daughter Eli- 
zabeth, who died unmarried in ? March 1705, and was buried 
at Fairford; and by his ſecond wife Catharine, eldeſt daughter 
to John Lord Paulet by his firſt wife, and half-ſiſter to John 
Earl Paulet, he had one daughter, Mary, married to Sir John, 
Woodhouſe of Kimberley in the county of Norfolk, Bart. 
and died Oct. 24, 1729, buried at Kimberley. His third 
wife was the lady Sophia, ſixth daughter of J homas Duke of 
Leeds, relict of Donatus Lord O'Brien, grandſon and heir to 
Henry Earl of Thomond ; and by her he had iſſue two ſons, 
and four daughters, Thomas Fart of Pomfret, William, So- 
phia, who died young; Catharine, who died ia the 24th year 
of her age, on April 11. 1719; Bridget. who died, unmar- 
ried, and Matilda, married to Edward Conyers of Copthall in 
com” Eſſex, Eſq, and died in 1741. | 

His Lordſhip died on December 7, 1711, after a long 
indiſpoſition, and was buried with his anceſtors and his third

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A Ecording to the Scotch hiſtorians *, this illuſtrious family 
is as ancient as the reſtoration of the monarchy of Scot- 
land by Fergus II. and derive their origin from the renowned 
GREME, who governing Scotland during the minority of his 
grandchild Eugene II. (whoſe reign began A. D. 419.) bad 
divers engagements with the Britons, and, by forcing that 
mighty rampart they had reared up between the rivers of Forth 
and Clyde, immortalized his name fo much, as to this day 
that trench is called Graham's-Dyke. | 

It is certain the family is as ancient as any in Scotland now 
on record; for WIIIIAM de Greme is one of the witneſſes to 

the foundation of Holy-Rood- Houſe Abbey, by David I. in 
1125; and aſter, at the ſpecial inſtance of the ſaid King, he 
gave to the Monks of Hadington, the lands of Clerkingtoun, 
when Adda, Countefs of Northumberlarid, founded that con- 
vent. 3 Hors 

Sir David Græme, Knt. Pater, the direct anceſtor of the 
illuſtrious family of Montrofe, obtained a grant of the lands 
of Charltoun, and Burrowfield, infra Vic. de Forfar cum Domi- 
niis & Tenendariis Thanagi de Kinaber ®, from King William, 
who was ſtiled the Lion, and reigned from 1165 to 1214. He 
alſo, in the beginning of the reign of Alexander II. who fuc- 
ceeded King William, obtained a charter of the land of Clif- 
ton, and Clifton-Hall, in Mid-Lothian (the ſuperiority of which 
is {till in the family of Montroſe) from Henry de Grzme, who 
is deſigned his coulin, and was the anceſtor of the Græmes of 
Abercorn, from whom the Grahams of Torbolton, Weil. 
ſton, &c. are deſcended ©. He left iſſue three ſons, Sir Patrick, 
Sir Thomas, and William, beſides Sir Davip, his heir, who 
had a grant from Maldwin Earl of Lennox, of the lands of 
Strathblane and M agdock; and from Patrick Earl of Dunbar, 
he got two lofts of Melekſton, &c. and the lands of Dundaff 
and Strathcaron, quod fuit Horeſtum Regis, in exchange for 
his lands of Gartonquhar in Galloway. By Agnes his wife he 
had Sir Davin, the third of that name, who obtained diſ- 
tinck charters of his whole lands, which were ratified to him 
under the Great Seal of Alexander III. This Sir David, the 
third, alſo got the barony of Kincardine, in the county of 
Perth, from Maliſe Earl of Strathern, whoſe ſiſter Anabella 
he married a, and by her bad three ſons, Sir Patrick, the heir

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of the family, Sir John, who was the faithful companion of 
Sir William Wallace, and was killed at Falkirk, July 22, 
1298, and was buried in a chapel there, with the following

and Sir David, one of the arbiters for John Baliol, in his 
competition for the Scottiſh crown, A. D. 1292. 

Which Sir ParRick executed the Office of Sheriff of the 
county of Stirling in the time of the ſaid Alexander III. and 
in 1284; was one of the Magnates Scotiæ, who in a moſt ſo- 
lemn manner bound themſelves by their oaths and ſeals, in 
caſe that King ſhould die without heirs of his own body, to re- 
ceive and acknowlege the Princeſs Margaret, the maid of 
Norway, his Majeſty's grandchild; as their lawful Queen. He 
was aſter killed at the battle of Dunbar, againſt the Engliſh, 
in 1296, © ſtrenuouſly aſſerting the honour and independency 
of his country, leaving iſſue Sir David his ſucceſſor, and Sir 
John Graham, Kant. who, in 1317, granted the patronage of 
the church of Newlands to the abbey of Dunfermline, and a 
daughter 
of the family of Perth. 

Sir David Graham, eldeſt ſon of Sir Patrick, was alſo a 
great patron of the liberties of his country, aſter the abdica- 
tion of John Baliol, and a ſtrenuous oppoſer of King Ed- 
ward I. of England ; for which, when that Prince offered an 
indemnity to ſuch of the Scottiſh nation as would ſubmit to 
him, Sir David was one of thoſe few who were particularly ex- 
cepted. As he was a great patriot for his country, ſo he was 
a very zealous loyaliſt in behalf of King Robert Brie, upon 
whoſe acceſſion to the throne he had divers grants of lands, 
in conſideration of his good and faithful ſervices 9. 55 that 
time performed. He exchanged his lands of Cardroſs, in 
Dunbartonſhire, with the ſaid King, for the lands of Old 
Montroſe in the county of Forfar. "this Sir David was alſo 
one of thoſe Barons, who, in 1320, wrote that letter to Pope 
John XXII. aſſerting the independency of Scotland, wherein 
they highly extol their ſovereign, Robert Bruce, as the na— 
tion's glorious deliverer, and the preſerver of the liberties of 
the people; in which famous record the ſeal of this noble per- 
ſon is ſtill entire f. He died ſoon after 1327, the year in 
which the ſaid King Robert departed this lite, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon, 


e Ahbercrembie's Martial Atchievements of the Scot's Nation, 
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Zir Daviv Graham, who, inheriting the patriotiſm and 
bravery of his anceſtors, was a ſteady friend to King David, 
the fon of Robert Bruce, and accompanying that Prince at the 
battle of Durham, Oct. 17, 1346, was there taken priſoner 
with him: but was relcafed before the year 1354, for then he- 
was one of the Scottiſh grandces employed to negotiate the 
ranſom of their Sovereign, He died after the year 1360, and 
leſt iJue Sir Patrick, his ſon and heir, and a daughter married 
to William Earl of Roſs, 

The ſaid Sir PAwrrick, ſtyled in his father's time Lord of 
Dundaff and Kincardine, was one of the hoſtages for the ran- 
fom of King David, when the terms of his redemption were 
concerted by the commiſlioners of both kingdoms, in 1357. 
On the accellion of King Robert II. to the crown, when the 
two great entails were made in favour of the King's eldeſt 
ſon, the Earl of Carrick, A. D. 1371, Sir Patrick's name is. 
inſerted in the one, and his ſeal is appended to the other. He 
had, by his firit wife Maud, Sir William, Lord of Graham, 
his ſucceſſor, and a daughter Maud, married to Sir John Drum- 
mond of Concraig : and by his ſecond wife Eupbam, daugh- 
ter to Sir John Stewart * brother to King Robert II. and ſiſter 
to Walter Stewart, Lord of Railſton, he had iſſue Sir Patrick. 
Graham of Elieſton, progenitor of the Earls of Menteith *; 
2. Robert; 3. David; 4. Alexander, | 

Which Sir William, Lord of Graham, was Lord of Kin» 
cardine, in 1404, and joined in commilltion, with other 
Lords and Barons, to treat with the Engliſh concerning a peace 
and amity betwixt the two realms; and two years after was 
ſent on an embaſly to England, with the Earls of Crawford 
and Mar; which negotiation they performed with honour and 
ſuccels. He married firſt Mariota, daughter of Sir John Oli- 
phant of Aberdalgy, by whom he had Alexander, his eldeſt 
ton, who died in the life-time of his father, and John; ſe- 
condly, by the Lady Mariot Stewart, daughter of Robert III.

was made a Lord of Parliament about the year 1445. He 
died vol yu 1467, leaving iſſue, by Elizabeth his wife, Wir- 
LIAM Lord Graham, his ſon and heir, who married Jane, 
daughter of George Earl of Angus, and dying in 14-2, left 
iſſue, William, his ſucceſſor z George, of whom is the branch 
of the Grahams of Calender; and two daughters, Jane, mar- 
ried to John ſecond Lord Ogilvie of Airly ; and Chriſtian, 
married to James Halden of Gleneagles, and after to Sir Tho— 
mas Maul of Panmure. 

Which WILLIAM Lord Graham adhered firmly to James 
III. in the time of his greateſt diſtreſs; and when that unfortu- 
nate Prince was, in 1588, forced to take the field, and raite 
an army in his own deſence, the Lord Graham reſorted to him, 
and cheerfully took a command in the army, in which be con- 
tinned till the death of the King on June 11. He was alſo in 
great favour with James IV, who by Letters of Creation raiſed 
him to the dignity of Earl of Montroſe, March 3, 1504”. He 
married ſirſt Annabella, daughter of John Lord Drummond ", 
by whom he had William, the heir of the family; ſecondly, 
Janet, daughter of Sir Archibald Edmonſton of Duntreath *, 
by whom he had Lady Margaret, eſpouſed to William maſter 
of Lennox, and ſecondly to Sir John Somerville of Cambul- 
nethan ; Lady Elizabeth, to Walter Drummond, prandſon 
and heir of John firſt Lord Drummond ; Lady Nicholas, to Sit 
William Murray of Abercairny. This William Earl of Mon- 
troſe, by his third wife, Chriſtian Wavane, had two ſons, 
Patrick, firſt of the family ſeated at Inchbraco, out of 
which branched the Grahams of Gorthic, and Bucklivie ; 
and Andrew, who was the ſirſt Proteſtant Biſhop of Dunblain, 
promoted thereto on the deprivation of Biſhop Chiſolme, 1572. 
This Earl was ſlain at the battle of Flodden with king James 
IV. Sept. 9, 1513. 

WiLLliam, the ſecond Earl of Montroſe, was one of the 
Peers to whom John Duke of Albany, Regent of Scotland in 
the minority of James V. committed the tuition of the young 
King, when the Duke went over to France in 15223, to le- 
cure that crown in the intereſt of Scotland. He married Ja- 
net, daughter of William Keith, Earl Marſhal, by whom he 
had RosEAT, Malter of Montroſe, who was ſlain at the bat- 
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tle of Pinkey, Sept. 10, 1547; Alexander, Penſioner of Cam- 
buſkenneth; William and Mungo, of whom the families of 
Orchil and Killern are deſcended: likewiſe ſive daughters; 
Lady Margaret, married to Robert, Maſter of Erſkine ; Lady 
Elizabeth, to George Sinclair, Earl of Caithneſs ; Lady Agnes, 
to Sir William Murray of Tulibardin ; Janet, to Sir Andrew 
Murray of Balvaird ; Catherine, to John Graham of Knock- 
dolain. His Lordſhip dying on May 25, 1571, was ſucceeded 
by his grandſon, | 

Jon, poſthumous ſon of Robert aforeſaid, Maſter of Mon- 
troſe, by Margeret, daughter of Malcolm, Lord Fleming. 
On the fall of the Earl of Gowrie the Lord Treaſurer, this 
noble Lord got the White Staff, on May 1, 1582, which he 
did not hold long; for on another turn at court, the Earl ſur- 


rendered the Treaſurer's place to Sir Thomas Lyon of Auld- 


bar, in 1585; after which the Earl of Montroſe continued 
in the Council, though he had no other office in the State, 

till the Chancellor's place falling, by the deceaſe of John Mait- 
land, Lord Thirlſtane, when he was preferred thereunto in, 
Jan, 1598; in which ſtation his Lordſhip continued till 1604, 

when it being judged neceſſary that the Chancellor ſhould be 

a Lawyer, his Lordſhip reſigned it. But on the Lord Fivie's 

being made Chancellor, the Earl of Montroſe was made Vice- 

roy of Scotland during life”, in virtue of which commiſſion he 

preſided in the Parliament at Perth, A. D. 1606, when the 

epiſcopal government was reitored to the church. His Lord- 

ſhip died on Nov. 9, 1608 9, leaving iſſue by Lilias his wife, 

daughter of David Lord Drummond, John his ſucceſſor ; Sir 

Robert Graham of Innermeath ; Sir William Graham of 

Braco; and a daughter Lady Lilias, married to John Fleming, 

firſt Earl of Wigtoun, 

Joux, fourth Earl of Montroſe, being a perſon of great 
part and abilities, was (as Loyd writes in his Memoirs of Loy— 
aliſts, p. 638.) Ambaſſador to ſeveral Princes, and after the 
acceſſion of Charles I. to the Crown, named Preſident of his 
Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy-Council, which he enjoyed 
even till his death, November 24, 1626. By Margaret his 
wife, daughter of William Ruthven Earl of Gowrie, he had 
James his ſon and heir, firſt Marquis of Montroſe ; alſo four 
daughters, Lady Lilias, married to Sir John Colquhoun of, 
Luls, Bart. Lucy Margaret, to Archibald, firſt Lord Napier ; 
Lady Dorothea, to James, firſt Lord Rollo; and Lady Beatrix, 
to David Drummond, Lord Maderty. 

James, his ſucceſſor, after Marquis of Montroſe, was born 
in 1612, and was one of the greateſt herocs of the time. Hau- 
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mg the misfortune to loſe his father * when he was young, and 


being the only ſon of the family, his friends, in order to raiſe 


up heirs to his illuſtrious houſe, prevailed with him, when he 
was but a youth, to marry, which he complied with. His 
marriage gave a great interruption to his ſtudies; but quickly 
finding the loſs he ſhould ſuſtain if he did not go through with 
* education, he got good maſters at home, wherein he made 
o great a proficiency and progrels, that in a very little time he 
became not only very learned, but a cirtic in the Greek and 
Latin; after which, for his further improvement, he travelled 
into foreign parts, where he ſpent ſome years in attaining the 
languages, and learning the exerciſes then in vogue, in which 
he excelled molt men, and came over to England by the time 
he was twenty-two years of age. He was (as Loyd obſerves, p. 
638.) Captain of the Guard in France, and by Duke Hamilton 
invited into England, to addreſs himſelf to Charles J. And 
coming to the Court, intended to live there in a view of ſerv- 
ing the Crown, and of railing himſelf to thoſe honours and 
employments, which both his birth and perfonal qualifications 
well intitled him to; but in his attendance there, meeting with 

ſome diſcountenance from the King, which was very artfully 
brought about, he left the Court, and returning to Scotland, 
he joined in 1638 with the diſcontented party who appeared 
molt forward for redreſs of grievances of the Church, inſo- 
much, that he ſoon became one of the principal and moſt ac- 
tive Lords for the Covenant and Reformation. In 1639, a 
Parliament and General Aſſemby being to be convened in Au- 
guſt, the King commanded fourteen of the principal cove- 
nanting Lords to attend him at Berwick ; but they being cons 
ſcious to themſelves, and fearing confinement, ſent only the 
Earls of Montroſe, Loudon, and L®thian, who having con- 
ferred with ſome appointed by his Majeſty, ſome of them came 
to ſee their own errors and danger. After the fir{t expedition 
of the Covenanters into England, the Earl, on his obſervation 
of the unwarrantable proſecution of the ends of the Covenant, 
gave up his command in their army; and made a full tender 
of his ſervice to his Majeſty, which brought him fo much into 
the jealouſy of the party he had formerly been of, that there 
was no room left to doubt of his ſincerity to the King. The 
Earl of Clarendon inſinuates, in his Hiſtory of the Civil War, 
that while the King was in Scotland, the Earl of Montroſe 
offered to make away two great men, who were not ſo cordial 
in the King's intereſt as could have been wiſhed : but from ori- 
gina] papers in the cuſtody of the Duke of Montroſe, it ap- 
pears that the Earl of Montroſe was a priſoner in the caftle 
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of Edingburgb, for correſponding with the King from June 
1641, till January after; and the King came down in Auguſt, 
and returned in November; ſo it is clear he was a priſoner all 
the while his Majeſty was in Scotland. And the noble au- 
thor before-mentioned obſerves, ** "That the Earl of Montroſe 
« deſerving as much as any man, in contributing more, and 
„ appearing ſooner for the King, being indeed 2 man of the 


« heſt quality who did ſo ſoon diſcover himicll, and it may' 


« be he did it the ſooner in oppoſition to Argyll ; the people 
© looking upon them both as young men of unlimited ambi- 
tion, and uſed to ſay, they were like Cæſar and Pompey, 
„ the one would endure no ſuperior, and the other would 
„have no equal,” After his relcaſement, he lived tor the moſt 
part privately at his ſeat in the country, till the meeting of the 
convention, 1643, when he ſecretly withdrew out of Scotland 
to the King, a few days before the ſiege was raiſed from Glou- 
ceſter, and gave his Majeſty the firſt clear information of the 
proceedings of the convention, of the reſolutions would be there 
taken, and of the poſture the kingdom would ſpeedily be in. He 
allo made ſome propoſitions to the King for the remedy, which 
there was not, (ſays the Kar] of Clarendon,) then time to con» 
ſnlt of: but when his Majeſty returned to Oxford after the 
battle of Newbury, he was very willing to hearken to any 
overture the Earl ſhould make, in reference to what could be 
done, to prevent the miſchief like to enſue to his Majeſty's 
affairs, by a combination betwixt the Scots Convenanters and 
the Engliſh Parliament : wherefore, that his Majeſty might 
have this important affair brought to a full reſolution, he was 
pleaſed to hold ſeveral conſcrences with the Karl: but all the 
advances made toward the execution of any attempt for the 
King's ſervice, were checked by bis Majeſty's not being able 
to give any troops to the Earl, by the protection whereof the 
toyal party of the kingdom might come to nis aſſiſtance, and 
diſcover their affections to his Majeſty. However, the vigor- 
ous ſpirit of the Earl of Montroſe ſtirred him up to make ſome 
attempt which he thought might be of ſervice to the King: 
and therefore propoſed thai his Majeſty ſhould give a command 
to the Earl of Antrim, to raiſe and ſend over a body of 2000 
men into the Highlands of Scotland, to be a ſoundation for 
raiſing forces there; and that if his Majeſty would grant him 
a commiſſion to command that army, he would himſelf be in 
the Highlands to receive them, and run his fortune with them; 
and that if no time were loſt in proſecuting that delign, he 
hoped by the time the Scottiſh army ſhould be ready to take the 
field, they ſhould receive ſuch an alarm from their own coun- 
try as {ſhould hinder their advance into England. On this 


overture the King conferred with the two Lords, and finding 
the 
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che all of Antrim forward to undertake the raiſing as many 
men as ſhould be deſired, his Majefly reſolved to encourage it; 
and therefore, that the Earl of Montroſe might depart with 
the better character, and teſtimony of his ſavour, and be 
thereby better qualified to perform the great truſt repoſed in 
him, his Majeſty was pleaſed to create him Marquis of Mon- 
troſe, by letters patent, bearing date May 16, 1664 *; and gave 
him a commillion, conſtituting his Lordſhip Captain-general 
and Commander in chief of all the forces to be raiſed in Scot» 
land for his Majeſty's ſervice, On taking his leave of the 
King, accompanied by ſeveral gentlemen, be began his jour- 
ney, as if he meant to make his way in company with them 
into Scotland; but after he had been two or three days in that 
equipage, which he knew could be no ſecret, aud that it would 
draw the enemy's troops together, for the guard of all paſſes, 
to meet with him, the Marquis was found miſſing one morn— 
ing by his company, who, after ſome ſtay and enquiry, returned 
back to Oxford, while this noble perſon with incredible ad- 
dreſs and fatigue, not only quitted his company and his ſer- 
vants, but his horſe alfo, and found a fafe paſſage, moſt part 
on foot, through all the enemies quarters, till he came to the 
very borders; from whence, by the aſſiſtance of friends whom 
he truſted, he found himſelf ſecure in the Highlands, with 

his moſt faithful friend the Laird of Inchbracoe ®, where he 

lay quiet without undertaking any aCtion, until the Earl of 
Antrim made good ſo much of his undertaking, that he ſent 

over Colonel Alexander Mac Donald, with a regiment of 1500 

ſoldiers, who landed in the Highlands, at or near the place 

agreed one, where the Marquis was ready to receive him; 

which he did with great joy, and quickly publiſhed his com- 

miſſion of being General for the King over all the kingdom. 

With this handful of men thus brought together, he brought 

in ſo many of his countrymen to join with him, as were ſoon 

ſtrong enough to arm themſelves at the charge of their enemies, 

whom they firft defeated, and every day increaſed in power, 
till he fought and prevailed in the ſeveral battles of Tippermuir, 

Alford, Aldearn, Aberdeen, Inverlochy, and Killyth, that he 

made himſelf, in lutle more than one year, maſter of the greateſt 
part of the kingdom, and did all thoſe ſtupendous acts, which 
are deſervedly the ſubject of a hiſtory excellently written in 

Latin by Dr. George Witharty, Biſhop of Edinburgh, though 

very ill tranſlated ſince by an unknown hand. 

After the battle of Kilſyth in 1645, where he defeated the 


greateſt army the Covenanters ever got together, killing and 
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taking five thouſand foot and four hundred horſe, the Marquis 
marched eaſtward, took the city of Edinburgh; and advanc- 
ing his courſe towards England, he was unexpectedly attacked 
by Major general David Leſley, with the whole ſtrength of the 
Scots horſe, at Philiphaugh, Sept. 13, 1645 ©; where he was 
totally defeated ; ſo that his future triumph was not only pre- 
vented, but he was compelled with great loſs to retire again 


to the Highlands, for recruiting of his army, in which he had 


wonderfully ſucceeded, when he received his Majeſty's poſitive 
orders f, while he was in the hands of the Scots army before 
Newark, to lay down his arms by a certain day prefixed, and 
to leave the kingdom, till when they pretended they could not 
declare for his Majeſty; and this (as the Earl of Clarendon 
writes) was done with fo much carneſtneſs, and by a particular 
meſſenger known and truſted, that the Marquis obeyed, and 
tranſported himſelf into France, toward the end of the year 
164635. He reſided there for ſome time, and took the oppor- 
tunity while he attended at the French court, to make ſome 
overtures to Cardinal Mazarine, to raiſe an army for the ſer- 
vice of the King, which the crafty Cardinal did not receive, 
ſays the Lord Clarendon, with that regard the Ma:quis's great 
name deſerved. Thereupon he left France, and made a 
Journey into Germany, to the Emperor's court, defiring to ſee 
armies till he could come to command them : and was offered 
by bis Imperial Majeſty (as Lloyd writes) the command of ten 
thouſand men againſt the Swedes. But being deſirous of 
ſerving his own Sovereign, he returned thence to Bruſſels, 
where he lay privately, for ſome time, till he heard of the 
murder of the King. Then he ſent King Charles II. the 
tender of his ſervice, and to know, if his Majeſty thought his 
attendance upon him might bring any prejudice to his affairs; 
and if ſo, deſired he would ſend over the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer (aſter Ear] of Clarendon) to Sevenberg, a town in 
Flanders, where he was at preſent to expect him, and had 
mattets to commuuicate to him of much importance to his 
Majeſty's ſervice. The Marquis having met with ſome cold- 
nels from the Queen at Paris, the King commanded the Chan- 
ceilor preſently to go to him, and, if he could, without ex- 
aſperating him (which he had no mind to do) perſuade him 
rather for ſome time to ſuſpend his coming to the Hague, 
than preſently to appear there; which was an injunction very 
difagreeable to the Chancellor (as he himſelf writes) who, in 
his judgment, believed his Majeſty ſhould bid him very wel- 
come, and prefer him before any other of that nation in his 
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eſteem. After ſome conſerences, he promiſed not to come to 


the Hague, till he ſhould firſt receive advice from the Chan- 


cellor ; but when he heard of the Commithoners being come 
from Scotland, he would no longer defer his journey thitker, 
but came well attended by ſervants and ofhcers, and preſented 
himſelf to the King, with the. tender of his ſervice; who re- 
ceived him with a very good countenance, and as a moſt graci- 
ous teſtimony of his great fidelity and merit, preſented him 
with the Enſigns of the molt noble Order of the Garter. 
While the King remained at the Rague, there were, beſides 
the Marquis of Montroſe, and thoſe of the Nobility who ad- 
hered to him, the Commiſſioners who came from the Council 
and the Kirk, to invite his Majeſty into Scotland, or rather 
to let him know on what terms he might come hither ; and 
the Duke of Hamilton, with others of the Nobility who joined 


with him, made another party. There was nothing the King 


wiſhed for more than ſome expedient might be found out to 
unite all parties ; eſpecially that there might be a union and 
reconciliation betwixt Montroſe and the Hamilton ſation, 
who had an equal deſire to ſerve the King, and were as much 
perſecuted by the party who then governed, as the Marquis 
was; yet the animoſity of each of them was ſo much againſt 
him, that they were equally his implacable ememies, and did 
not only refuſe to meet with him, but as ſoon as he came into 
the room where they were, though his Majeſty bimſelf was 


preſent, they immediately withdrew ; and, as the Earl of Cla- 


rendon writes, had the confidence to deſire the King, that the 
Marquis of Montroſe (whom they called James Graham) 
might be forbidden to come into his Majeſty's preſence or 
court, becauſe he ſtood excommunicated by the Kirk, and de- 
_ graded and forefaulted by the judicatory of the kingdom. His 
Majeſty declared his being very much offended at this demand, 
which he made manifeſt by uling the Marquis with the more 
countenance, and in holding the more frequent conferences 
with him (as the Earl of Clarendon writes.) Alſo that the 
King finding it was not poſhble to bring the Lords of the 
Scottiſh nation together to confer upon the affairs of that 
kingdom, he thought to have drawn them ſeverally; that is, 
thoſe of the engagement by themſelves, and the Marquis of 
Montroſe with his friends by themſelves; to have given him 
their advice in the preſence of his Council, ſo that upon de- 
bate thereof between them, his Majeſty might the more ma- 
turely have determined what he was to do. The Marquis of 
Montroſe expreſſed a great willingneſs to give his Majeſt ty 
fatisfaCtion in this, or any other way, being willing to de- 
vor his opinion concerning th.n's or perſons, before any 

body, 
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body, and in any place : but the Lords of the engagement 
politively refuſed to deliver their opinion but to the King him- 
ſelf, and not in the preſence of bis Council. 

The. Marquis clearly perceived the Lords of the other par- 
ties would never unite with him, and that his attendance on the 
King might poſſibly bring: ſome prejudice to his fervice ; and 
therefore propoſed to his Majeſty to give him letters and cre- 
dentials to ſeveral Princes in Germany, and to the Northern 
Crowns, by which he might appear Ambaſſador extraordinary 
_ from the King, if he ſhould find it expedient, by the help cf 

thoſe Princes, to obtain the loan of money, arms, and am- 
munition, to enable him to proſecute his intended deſcent into 
Scotland: and the King, ſays the Earl of Clarendon, glad that 


he did not preſs for ready money, which he was not able to 


ſupply him with, gave him ſuch letters as he deſired, and a 
commiſſion to raiſe ſuch a force, together, as, by the help of 
thoſe Princes he went to, he might be enabled to do: upon 
which the Marquis ſet out for Hamburgh, which he appointed 
for the rendezvous of all thoſe troops he expected from Ger- 
many, having before ſent the King's letters to the German 
Princes by ſeveral of his officers. He made no long ſtay there, 
but went in perſon both to Sweden and Denmark, where he 

found the performance very diſproportionable to the hopes and 
encouragement he had received from thence ; whereby he was 
obliged to return to Hamburgh, with very ſmall ſupplies from 


Either or both thoſe kingdoms; and there he received no better 


account from thoſe ofhcers he had ſent to Germany: therefore, 
concluding, that all his hopes from Germany and thoſe Nor- 
thern Princes would not increaſe the ſtrength he had already. 
which did not amount to above five hundred, he, in-the depth 
ot. winter, cauſed thoſe ſoldiers he had drawn together, to be 
embarked for Scotland, and ſent officers with them, who knew 
the country, with directions that they ſhould land in ſuch a 
place in the Highlands, and remain there till he came to them, 
or ſent them orders. Then in another veſſel, commanded by 
a Captain very faithful to the King, and who was well ac- 


% 


quainted, with the coaſt, he embarked himſelf, with near an 


hundred officers, and landed in another creek, not far from 
the other place whither his ſoldiers were directed: and both 
the one and the other party were ſet ſafely on ſhore in the 
Orkneys, April 15, 16501; thence he came over to Caithneſs, 
and preſently repaired to the houſe of a gentleman of quality, 
who expected him, by whom he was well received, and 
thought himſelf in ſecurity, till he might put his affairs in 
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ſome method: after he had ſtaid there a ſhort time, he quickly | . 
poſſeſſed himſelf of an old caſtle, which, in reſpect of the ſitu- 

ation in a country ſo impaſſible for an army to march in, he 

thought ſtrong enough for his purpoſe. Thither he conveyed 
his arms, ammunition and troops, which he had brought with 
him; and publiſhed his declaration, “ That he came with the 
« King's commiſſion, to aſſiſt thoſe his good ſubjeCts, and to 
c preſerve them from oppreſſion : that he did not intend to give 


* any interruption to the treaty that he heard was entered into 


& with his Majeſty; but, on the contrary, hoped, that his 
« being in the head of an army, how ſmall ſoever, that was 
& faithful to the King, might advance the ſame : that he had 
given ſufficient proof in his former actions, if any agreement 
© were made with the King, upon the firſt order from his Ma- 
« jeſty, he would lay down his arms, and diſpoſe himſelf ac- 
« cording to his Majeity's good pleaſure.” With the declara- 
tions, which he ſent to his friends, and diſperſed among the 
people, as they could be able, he wrote likewiſe to thoſe of 
the Nobility, and the principal heads of the Highland clans, 
to draw ſuch forces together as they thought neceſſary, to join 
with him; and he received anſwers from many of them, by 
which they deſired him to advance more into the Low-lands, 
and aſſured him that they would reſort to him with good num- 
bers of their friends and followers, which many ot them did 
prepare to do with great ſincerity; and others with a purpoſe 
to betray him. . F 

The alarm of Montroſe's landing ſtartled the Parliament, 
then ſitting at Edinburgh, infomuch, that it gave them no lei- 
ſure to think of any thing elſe than of ſending forces to hinder 
the recourſe of others to join which him; and therefore ſent 
Colonel Straghan with a choice party of the beſt horſe they 
had, to make all poſſible haſte towards him, and to prevent 


the inſurrections which they feared would be in ſeveral parts 


of the Highlands; and within a few days alter, Lieutenant- 
general Lefley followed with a ſtronger party of horle and 
foot. The encouragement the Marquis received from his 
friends, and the unpleaſantneſs of the quarters in which he 
was, prevailed with him to march with thele iew troops more 


into the land; and the Highlanders flocking to bim irom all 


quarters, made him undervalue any enemy that he thought 
was yet like to encounter him : but the Marquis being with- 
out any body of horſe to difcover the motion of an enemy, 
and depending upon all neceſſary intelligence from the affec- 
tions of the people; Straghan made ſuch haſte towards him, 
that he was within a ſmall diſtance of him before he heard of 
his approach; and thoſe Highlanders who had ſeemed to come 


with much zeal to him, whether terrified or corrupted, left 
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Him on a ſudden, or threw down their arms ; ſo that he had 
none left but a company of good officers, and five or fix hun- 
dred foreigners, Dutch and Germans, who had been acquainted 
with their officers : with theſe he betook himſelf to a place 
of ſome advantage, by the inequality of the ground; and there 
they made a defence for ſome time with notable courage; 
but the enemy being ſo much ſuperior in number, and his 
common ſoldiers being all foreigners, after about 100 of them 
were killed upon the place, they threw down their arms; and 
the Marquis, ſeeing all loſt, threw away his ribbon and George, 
and found means to change his cloaths with a fellow of the 
country; and ſo after having gone on foot two or three miles, 

ot into a houſe of a gentleman, Me Leod of Affint *, where 
bo remained concealed about two days ; but whether by the 
owner of the houſe, or any other way, the Marquis was diſ- 
covered, he there was taken priſoner, and the next day or ſoon 
after delivered to the General, who was come up with his 
forces, and had nothing left to do but to carry him in tri- 
umph to Edinburgh. | 

David Lefley, the General, treated the Marquis with great 
inſolence, and for ſome days carried him in the ſame cloaths 
and habit in which he was taken, but at laſt permitted him 
to buy better. His behaviour was, in the whole time, ſuch 
as became a great man; his countenance ſerene and chearful, 
as one that was ſuperior to all thoſe reproaches they had pre- 
pared the people to pour out upon him, in all the places 
through which he was to paſs. 

When he came to one of the gates of Edinburgh, he was 
met by ſome of the Magiſtrates, to whom he was delivered, 
and by them preſently put into a new cart, purpoſely made, in 
which there was a high chair, or bench, upon which he ſat, 
that the people might have a full view of him, being bound 
with a cord drawn over his breaſt and ſhoulders, and faſtened 
through holes made in the cart, When he was in this poſture 
the hangman took off his hat, and rode himſelf before the 
cart in his livery, and with his bonnet on; the other officers, 
who were taken priſoners with him, walking two and two 
before the cart : the ſtreets and windows being full of pleople 
to behold the triumph over a perſon, whoſe name had made 
them tremble ſome few years before, and into whoſe hands the 
Magiſtrates of that place had, upon their knees, delivered 
the keys -of that city. In this manner he was carried to the 
common gaol, and received and treated as a common male- 
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Within two days after, he was brought before the Parlia- 
ment, where the Chancellor made a very bitter and virulent 
ſpeech againſt him, and told him,“ He had broken all the 
& covenants by which the nation ſtood obliged, and had im- 
* piouſly rebelled againſt God, the King, and the kingdom 
& that he had committed many horrible murders, treaſon, and 
* impieties, for all which he was now brought to ſuffer condign 
« puniſhment ;” with all thoſe reproaches, ſays my author, 
againſt his perſon and his actions, which the liberty of that 
place gave him leave to uſe, | 

Permiſſion was then given him to ſpeak, and without the 
leaſt trouble in his countenance, or diſorder, upon all the in- 
dignities he had ſuffered, he told them, “ Since the King had 
© owned them ſo far as to treat with them, he had appeared 
« before them with reverence, and bare-headed, which other- 
& wiſe he would not willingly have done: that he had done 
*« nothing of which he was aſhamed, or had cauſe to repent ; 
de that the firſt covenant he had taken, and complied with it, 
& and with them who took it, as long as the ends for which it 
© was ordained were obſerved ; but when he diſcovered, which 
« was now evident to all the world, that private and particu- 
« lar men deſigned to ſatisfy their own ambition and intereſt, 
cc inſtead of conſidering the public benefit; and that, under the 
ce pretence of reforming ſome errors in religion, they reſolved 
© to abridge and take away the King's juſt power, and lawful 
© authority, he had withdrawn himſelf from that engagement: 
ec that for the league and covenant, he had never taken it, and 
« therefore could not break it; and it was now apparent to 
© the whole Chriſtian world, what monſtrous miſchiefs it had 
“ produced; that when, under colour of it, an army from 
« Scotland had invaded England, in aſſiſtance of the rebel- 
& lion that was then againſt their lawful King, he had, by his 
t Majeſty's command, received a commiſſion from him to raiſe 
6c forces in Scotland, that he might thereby divert them from 
« the other odious proſecution : that he had executed that com- 
ce miſſion with the obedience and duty he owed to the King; 
*« and in all the circumſtances of it, had proceeded like a 
e pentleman z and had never ſuffered any blood to be ſhed but 
* in the heat of the battle; and that he ſaw many perſons 
ce there whoſe lives he had faved : that when the King com- 
6 manded him, he laid down his arms, and withdrew out of 
ce the kingdom: which they could not have compelled him to 
« have done.” He ſaid, “ he was now again entered into the 
% kingdom by his Majeſty's command, and with his authority: 
* and what ſucceſs ſoever it might have pleaſed God to have 
„ given him, he would always have obeyed commands he 


„ ſhould have received from him.” He adviſed them, “ to 
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de conſider well of the conſequences before they proceeded 
« againſt him, and that all his actions might be examined and 
cc judged by the laws of the land, or thoſe of nations.” 
And ſoon as he had ended his diſcourſe, he was ordered to 
withdraw); and, after a ſhort ſpace, was again brought in; and 
told by the Chancellor, “ That he was, on the morrow, the 
% one and twentieth of May, 1650, to be carried to Edinburgh 
& croſs, and there to be hanged upon a gallows thirty feet high, 
c“ for the ſpace of three hours, and then to be taken down, 
© and his head to be cut off upon a ſcaffold, and hanged on 


« Edinburgh tolbooth ; his legs and arms to be hanged up in 


ce other public towns of the kingdom, and his body to be 
& buried at the place where he was to be executed, except the 
% Kirk ſhould take off his excommunication ; and then his 
& body might be buried in the common place of burial.” 

He deſired he might ſay'ſomewhat to them, but was not 
ſuffered, and ſo was carried back to the priſon : and there, 
that he might not enjoy any eaſe or quiet, during the ſhort 
remainder of life, their miniſters came preſently to inſult over 
him with all the reproaches imaginable, ; pronounced his dam- 
nation ; and aſſured him, * that the judgment he was the 
4 next day to ſuffer, was but an eaſy prologue to that which 
cc he was to undergo afterwards.” After many ſuch barbari- 
ties, they offered to intercede for him to the Kirk, upon his 
repentance, and to pray with him ; but he too well underſtood 
the form of their common-prayer in thoſe cafes, to be only 
the moſt virulent and infolent imprecations upon the perſons 
of thoſe they prayed againſt Lord vouchſafe yet to touch 
«* the obdurate heart of this proud incorrigible ſinner, this 
« wicked, perjured, and prophane perſon, who refuſes to 
« hearken to the voice of the Kirk,” and the like charita- 
ble expreſſions) and therefore he defired them „ to ſpare 
« their pains, and leave him to his own devotions.” And it 
is admirable to conſider with what magnimity and firmneſs of 


| ſoul he heard the judgment that condemned him to be quar- 


tered, replying to the Chancellor who pronounced it, “ That 


ehe was prouder to have his head ſet upon the place it was 


ec appointed to be, than he could have been to have had his 
e picture hang in the King's bed-chamber : that he was fo far 


from being troubled that his four limbs were to be banged 


« in four principal cities of the kingdom, that he heartily 
« wiſhed he had fleſh enough to be ſent to every city in 
« Chriſtendom, as a teſtimony of\ the cauſe for which he ſuf- 
6« fered,” 

The next day (May 21) every part and circumſtance of that 
barbarous ſentence was executed upon him with all the in- 


humanity imagiuable ; and he bore it with all the courage 
and 
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and magnanimity, and the greateſt piety that a good Chriſtian 
could manifeſt. He magnified the virtue, courage, and religion 
of the laſt King; commended the juſtice, the goodneſs, and 
underſtanding of the preſent King, and prayed © that they 
might not betray him as they had done his father,” When he 
had ended all he had to fay, and was expecting to expire, they 
acted yet one ſcene more of their tyranny on him; the hang= | 
man brought the book that had been publiſhed of his truly - 

heroic actions whilſt he commanded in the kingdom, toge- 
ther with his declaration, tied in a ſmall cord, and put about 
his neck. At this new inftance of their malice the Marquis 
ſmiled, and thanked them for it, and ſaid, “he was pleaſed 
« jt ſhould be there, and was prouder of wearing it, than 
„ ever he had been of the Garter :” and ſo renewing ſome 
devout ejaculations, he patiently endured the laſt act of the 
executioner. 

Thus died the gallant Marquis of Montroſe, after he had 
© given (ſays the Earl of Clarendon in his character of him) 
« as great a teſtimony of loyalty and courage, as a ſubject can 
« do, and performed as wonderful actions in ſeveral battles, 
& upon as great inequality of numbers, and as great diſadvan- 
e tages in reſpect of arms, and other preparations for war, as. 
6 have been performed in this age.” Adding further, He was 
«© a gentleman of a very ancient extraction, many of whoſe an- 
« ceſtors had exerciſed the higheſt charges under the King in 
* that kingdom, and had been allied to the crown itſelf, He 
© was of very good parts, which were improved by a good 
te education. He was in his nature fearleſs of danger, and 
© never declined any enterprize for the difficulty of going 
« through with it, but exceedingly affected thoſe which ſeemed 
„ deſperate to other men, and did beheve fomewhat to be in 
&* himſelf above other men, which made him live more eaſily 
e towards. thoſe who were, or were willing to be inferior to 
* him, towards whom he exerciſed wondertul civility and ge- 
© nerolity, than with his ſuperiors or equals, He was natu- 
„rally jealous, and ſuſpected thoſe who did not concur with 
„him in the way, not to mean ſo well as he. He was not 
„ without vanity, but his virtues were much ſuperior, and he 
*© well deſerved to have his memory preſerved and celebrated 
% amongſt the moſt illuſtrious perfons of the age in which 
© he lived. | 

His body yas interred at the place of execution, where it 
reſted till the reſtoration of Charles II. when, by his Ma- 
jeſty's ſpecial appointmem, his ſcattered parts were gathered 
together, and depoſited in the Abbey-Church of Holy-Rood- 
Bouſe, where they remained till May 14, 1651, when his 
corple was with the greateſt magnificence and ſolemnity that 

| could 
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could be deviſed, carried to the cathedral church of St. Giles, 
and interred in the iſle belonging to his family, being accom. 
panied to the grave by the Lord High Commiſſioner (the Earl 
of Middleton) and all the members of Parliament. 
This noble Marquis married Magdalen, daughter of David 
firſt Earl of Southeſk, by whom he had his ſon and heir, 
James, ſecond Marquis of Montroſe, who was too young to 


have a part in the war under his father; and after his death, be- 
ing diveſted of his eſtate, he lived quietly and privately under the 
powers that then prevailed, retaining his affection and fide- 
lity to the crown, which he manifeſted in performing all the 


offices of fidelity and duty to the King, throughout the whole 
courſe of the uſurpation, that a generous and worthy perſon 
could find any opportunity for; with which his Majeſty was 
abundantly ſatisfied and pleaſed. | 

On the return of Charles II. the Marquis was reſtored to 
his eſtate, and the act of his father's forfeiture repealed, and 
named one of the Lords of his Majeſty's Privy-Council : yet 
it adminiſtered much diſcourſe, both then and afterwards, that 


his Lordſhip was not preferred to any of the great offices of 


the crown, conſidering the tranſcendent merit of his father, 
and the great value and eſteem the King had of him, as a 
nobleman of great honour and integrity; but the reaſon aſ- 
ſigned for it was, that the Marquis did not affect any public 
character, a life of privacy and quiet being really his own 
choice, and what was more ſuited to his humour and nature: 
and dying in February 1669 u, his corpſe was, on April 23 
after interred at the chapel of Aber-Ruthven in Perthſhire 
with his anceſtors; and his funeral ſermon was preached by 
Dr. Alexander Burnet, then Archbiſhop of Glaſgow, wherein 
he gave the Marquis this amiable character: * He was a 
& nobleman of great honour and probity, ſo great a lover of 
& juſtice, and ſo ſtrict in ths obſervation of his word and pro- 
“% miſe, that no man was ever more worthy the title of A1 
% honeſt man.” | 

He married Ifabel, daughter of William Earl of Morton, 
widow of Robert firſt Earl of Roxburgh, by whom he 
had James his ſucceſſor, and Lord Charles, who died a 
young man of great hopes and courage; likewiſe three 
daughters, viz,

lendar; Lady Jane, to Sir Jonathan Urquhart of Cromarty ; 
and Lady Giifel, to Mr. William Cochran of Kilmaronock,

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JAMEs, third Marquis of Montroſe, his ſon, was a Nobleman 
of great parts, improved by a good education. On the death 
of his father, King Charles took him yato his immediate care 
made him, firſt, Captain of the guard; and then, that he 
might fit him by degrees for the greateſt truſt and employments, 
preferred him to be Preſident of the Privy-Council, Sheriff of

but death overtook him not long after, in the prime of his 
years, on April 25, 1684, to the general regret of the whole 
nation, and the particular ſorrow of his own relations, who 
lamented his death exceedingly, as a great loſs to his family. 
By Chriſtian, his wife, daughter of John Leſly Duke of 
Rothes, he had an only ſon, James, created Duke of Mon- 
troſe. | 
Which noble Duke, being a perſon of bright and diſtinguiſh- 
ing parts, and the head of a very noble family, that had in no 
time ſwerved in its fidelity to the crown, her Majeſty Queen 
Anne, ſoon after he came to age, called him to her Privy- 
Council, made him firſt, Lord High-Admiral of Scotland, in 
1705 , and then Lord Preſident of the Council in little more 
than a year after? ; in which ſtation, and in all other capacities, 
his Lordſhip exerted himſelf with the moſt ardent zeal and 
vigour, in promoting the ſucceſhon to the crown in the pro- 
teſtant line, and did all he could to conſolidate the two king- 
doms in any incorporating union; in conſideration whereof, as 
well as in reſpect to his Lordſhip's perſonal merit, and in 
honour to his noble family, for which the Queen always pro- 
feſſed a very great value and regard, her Majeſty was pleaſed, 
by letters patent, dated April 24, 1707 4, to make him Duke 
of Montroſe : and it is to be obſerved, as a ſpecial inſtance of 
her Majeſty's more immediate favour, that the honour was not 
reſtricted to the heirs-male of the Duke's own body, but was 
to deſcend to his heirs of entail. | 
His Grace continued Lord Preſident of the counci!, till the 
Parliament of Great Britain though fit to diſſolve the Scottiſh 
Privy-Council ſome time aſter the commencing of the Unia. 
purſuant to the act: but was ſworn, November 25, 1708, 
again of her Majeſty's Privy Council; and was made Lord 
Privy-Seal, Feb. 28, 1709 ; which office he held till 1713 r, 
when he was laid afide for not complying with the meaſures 
of the court during the Earl of Oxford's adminiſtration. 
The Duke's firm and inviolable adhetence to the proteſtant 
ſucceſſion, which his Grace had early, and with much zeal, | 
maintained and aſſerted, could not fail to intitle him to a more

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than ordinary favour of the illuſtrious family in whom the 
right was eſtabliſhed by law; ſo that the Elector of Hanover, 
after wards George I. being impowered, by act of Parliament, 
to nominate ſo many perſon as he ſhould think proper, to be 
joined with the ſeven great officers of ſtate, in the admini- 
ſtration of the government till his arrival, he repoſed ſuch 
confidence in the Duke's affection and fidelity that he was 
named one of the Lords of the Regency. But being at his 
ſeat in the country, on the demiſe of Queen Anne, Auguſt 1, 
1714, bis Grace made haſte to Edinburgh, where he was pre- 


ſent at the proclamation of King George on the 5th; and 


taking poſt for London, arrived on the roth, and concurred 
cordially with the other Lord Juſtices, in iſſuing ſuch orders 
as were neceſſary to ſupport the honour and dignity of the 

crown, and ſecure the peace and tranquillity of the kingdom. 
Whereupon the King on Sept. 24, ſix days after his arrival, 


appointed his Grace one of his 0 Secretaries 


of State; and ſwore him of his Privy-Council. On March 2, 
171415, he was elected one of the fixteen Peers of North- 
Britain; and from the year 1714 to 1720 was Keeper of the 


Great Seal in Scotland. On July 9, 1716, he was appointed 


Lord Clerk Regiſter of North-Britain ; was again elected one 
of the ſixteen Peers, repreſentatives of the Nobility of Scot- 
land; alſo in that year, Nov. 11, was again appointed Keeper 
of the Great Seal there, and Sheriff of Stirling ; being then 
Chancellor of the Univerſity of Glaſgow, and Fellow of the 
Royal Society. | | 

His Majeſty likewiſe, in conſideration of his ſervices, 
advanced his eldeſt fon, David Marquis of Graham, to the 
dignity of an Earl of Great Britan, by the ſtyle and title of 
Ear! Graham, and Baron Graham, of Belford in the county 
of Northumberland, 23 May, 1722, 8 Geo. I. with remainder 
to William Graham, Eſq. (commonly called Lord William 
Graham) ſecond fon of James Duke of Montroſe, in tail- male; 
remainder to George Graham, 'Eſq. (commonly called Lord 
George Graham) his third ſon, in tail-male. And the ſaid 
David Earl Graham dying unmarried on October 2, 1731, 
the honour is now enjoyed by his next brother the ſaid Lord

His Grace married the Lady Chriſtian Carnegie, daughter 


of David Earl of Northeſk, a Lady of the moſt conſummate 


virtue, by whom he had a daughter, Lady Margaret, who died 


unmarried ; James, Marquis of Graham, who died in his in- 


fancy; David, Marquis of Graham, late Earl Graham : Lord 
William, now Earl Grabam; Lord George, who, being 
brought up to the ſea ſervice, diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his con- 


duct and bravery as a Captain of the navy, but died a bachelor

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on January 2, 1746-7. His Grace died on Jan. 7, 1741-2, 
and was interred in the burying-place of his noble anceſtors 
at Perth, in February following. | 
WILLIAM, now Earl Graham, is Chancellor of the Uni- 
verſity of Glaſgow, and Governor of the Royal Bank of Scot- 
land. In October 1742, he married Lady Lucy Manners,

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HIS illuſtrious family is paternally deſcended from the 
noble houſe of Drummond, derived from MA coLM Beg 
Drymen, who flouriſhed under Alexander II. and being poſ- 
ſeſſed of the lands of Drymen in the county of Stirling (which 
his predeceſſors obtained in the reign of Malcolm Canmore, 
and the greateſt part of which continued with his poſterity till 
their late misfortunes) took that ſurname, which in after-times 
varied to Drummond. The ſaid Malcolm Beg Drymen, was 
Seneſchal to Maldwin Earl of Lennox, from whom, by an 
heireſs deſcended the Stewarts, Earl of Lennox, progenitors 
of the royal houſe of Stuart, from James I. of Great Britain 
incluſive. This Malcolm Drymen (called Beg from the low- 
neſs of his ſtature) married“ Ada, the ſaid Earl Maldwin's 
daughter, by Elizabeth (or Beatrix) daughter of Walter High 
Steward of Scotland, paternal anceſtor of all the Kings of 
Scotland, of the ſurname of Stuart, down, incluſive, to 
Jaraes V. hoſe daughter, Queen Mary, married Henry ſon 
of Matthew Earl of Lennox ( ral, deſcended from a 
i ſon of Alexander ſixth Hiph Steward of Scotland) and 
y him was mother of King James VI. of Scotland and I. of 
England, Malcolm Drymen, by this match (which was one 
of the. moſt conſiderable in Britain, and ſhews that he mult 
have been a perſon of great diſtinction) had two ſons, Mal- 
colm, and John, Malcol u, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded his 
father, before the year 1260, and had three ſons, Sir John 
Drummond, his heir ; Gilbert, who had from his father a 
grant of the lands of Balquhaple, &c. and had a ſon Malcolm; 
and Thomas, who got from his father the land of Balfrone, 
and made a donation of the patronage of the church thereof to 
the abbey of Inchaffry, Sir Jonn Drummond, the eldeſt ſon, 
married a daughter of Walter Stewart, Earl of Menteith, bro- 
ther of Alexander, High Steward of Scotland ; and by her was 
father of Sir Malcolm Drummond, his heir, Gilbert, and Wal- 
ter, a clergymen of piety, and a (ſtateſman of genius and probity. 
Sir John had alſo two daughters, Chriſtian and Margaret, to 
whom Malcom, Earl of Lennox, granted a charter of the lands 
of Ardcurane, A. D. 1290. Sir Matcorm Drummond was a 
fleady adherent to his lawſul ſovereign Robert Bruce, from 
whom he had a grant of ſeveral lands in Perthſhire, ſoon alter 
the battle of Bannockburn, which was fought on June 24, 
1314; and it is no improbable conjecture, that the compar tient 
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with the caltrops was then added to the arms of this illuſtri- 
ous family, on account of Sir Malcolm's being the inventor 
of thoſe inſtuments, which proved ſo prejudicial to Robert's 
enemies at that memorable victory. He married a daughter. 
of Sir Patrick Graham, anceſtor of the Duke of Montroſe, 
and by her had another 

Sir MAacoLm, of that ilk, who ſuffered many bardſhips for 
his adherence to king David Bruce, and during the prevalence 
of the power of Edward Baliol, loſt his lands; which, upon 
the turn of the times, he recovered, and afterwards got a char- 
ter, from Maliſe Earl of Strathern, of the lands of Culquhalie, 
This Sir Malcolm was either ſlain at the battle of Durham, 
October 17, 1346, or died ſoon after, leaving three ſons, Sir 
John, his heir ; Maurice, anceſtor of the Drummonds of Con- 
craig, of whom ſeveral conſiderable families are deſcended ; 
and Walter, a man of great merit, aad in high favour with 
King David. Sir JoEHN Drummond, the eldeſt fon, had a long 
controverſy with the family of Menteith, which by the King's 
command was compromiſed by arbiters on May 1, 1360. By 
this agreement, Sir John relinquiſhed ſeveral of his lands in 
Dunbartonſhire, having a promiſe from the King of others of 
greater value in Perthſhire ; and accordingly having married 
Mary, eldeſt daughter and coheireſs of Sir William de Mon- 
tefex, Juſticiar of Scotland, and chief of an ancient family, 
got with her the lands of Cargill, Stobhall, Kincardin, Auch- 
terarder, &c. By the ſaid lady he had four ſons, and as many 
daughters. Sir Malcolm, the eldeſt, was his ſucceſſor: Sir 
John ſucceeded his brother : William was of Carnock, &c. 
in right of his wife, Elizabeth, one of the daughters and co- 
heireſſes of Sir William Airth of that ilk, and by her was alſo 
anceſtor of the Drummonds of Carnock, Hawthornden, &c. 
and Dougal was biſhop of Dunblain. Annabella, the eldeſt 
daughter, a Lady celebrated for her great beauty of perſon and 
excellence of mind, was married to Robert III. the ſecond of 
the ſurname of Stuart, King of Scotland : and by-this match 
the Kings of Great-Britain, France, Spain, the Emperor, &c. 
and almoſt every prince in Europe, are deſcended from the 
illuſtrious houſe of Drummond. Margaret, the ſecond daugh- 
ter, was wife of Sir Colin Campbell, anceſtor to the Duke of 
Argyll ; Jean, the third daughter, was married to Stewart 
of Dowally; and Mary to Mac Donald, Lord of the 


Iſles. Sir MarcoLm, eldeſt ſon and heir of Sir John, was a 
man of great diſtinction, and wedded Lady Iſabel Douglas, 
only daughter of William Earl of Douglas by Lady Margaret 
daughter of Donald Mar Earl of Mar, and afterwards Counteſs 
of Mar, upon the death of her brother James Earl of Douglas, 
who was ſlain at the battle of Otterburn, July 31, 1388, at 
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which Sir Malcolm alſo was preſent ; and in ſatisſaction for 
his third part of the ranſom of Sir Ralph Percy, whom he was 
inſtrumental in making priſoner, had an annuity of 20l. out of 
the cuſtoms of Inverneſs, by a grant from King Robert. 'This 


Sir Malcolm was Earl of Mar in right of his Lady; but dying 
in 1409 without iſſue, the Earldom remained with her, and 


his own great and opulent eſtate devolved on his brother, 

Sir JohN Drummond, who had been appointed Juſticiar of 
Scotland ſome years before. When the Scottiſh Ambaſſadors 
for negociating the liberty of King James I. were nominated, 
Sir John was one of thoſe appointed to meet his Majelty at 
Durham, A. D. 1423, and next year became one of the hoſ- 
tages for the ranſom of that Prince, who was his nephew. He 
died in 1428, having married Lady Elizabeth, daughter of 
Henry Sinclair Earl of Orkney, by whom he had three ſons, 
viz. dir Walter, his heir; Robert, who took the ſurname of 
Mowbray, upon marrying Barbara, daughter and heireſs of 
Sir John Mowbray of Barnbougle ; and John, who ſettled in 
the Madeiras, and was progenitor of ſeveral families, who 
have flouriſhed with great luſtre in the dominions of Spain 
and Portugal. Sir John was alſo, by the ſaid Lady Elizabeth, 
father of two daughters viz. Elizabeth, married to dir Archibald 
Kinnaird, anceſtor-to Lord Kinnaird, and wedded to Sir 
John Lockhart of Bar, in the county of Air. Sir WALTER 
Drummond married Margaret, daughter, of Sir Patrick Ruth- 
ven, d anceſtor of the Earls of Gowrie, and by her had three ſons, 
Sir Malcolm, his heir ; John, who was Dean of Dunblain ; 
and Walter Drummond of Liddercrief, of. whom the Drum- 
monmds of Blair, Guirdrum, Newton, &c. are deſcended. Sir 
Walter died A. D. 1455, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

Sir MaLCcoLM, who had great eſtates in the counties of Dun- 
barton, Perth, and Stirling. He married Marion, daughter of 
Sir David Murray, anceſtor to the Duke of Atholl, by Iſabel, 
his wife, daughter of Sir John Stewart, Lord Innermeath and 
Lorn, and by her had fix ſons, viz. Sir John, afterwards Lord 
Drummond; Walter, Rector of St. Andrew's, Chancellor of 
the dioceſe of Dunkeld, Dean of Dunblain, and at laſt ap- 
pointed © Clerk-regiſter by King James IV. James anceſtor 


of the Drummonds of Corrievecter, &c. Thomas, of 


whom the Drummonds of Innermay, Cultimalindie, Culdees, 
&c, William Drummond, of Muthill, &c. and Andrew, a 
clergyman. | — 

Sir Joan, fit Lord Drummond, ſucceeded his father in 
1470, and next year was conſtituted one of the Lords of Seſ- 
fion for the adminiſtration of juſtice, Having purchaſed the 


Nj Crummond's 11it. of the Drummonds, c Charta in Rotulis Jac. IV. 
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ſtewarty and coronerſhip of the earldom of Strathern from 
Sir Maurice Drummond of Concraig, he got a charter of the 
ſame, under the great ſeal, A. D. 1474, and afterwards a li- 
cence to build a caſtle and fortilace on the lands of Concraig, 
which is now called Drummond- caſtle, and is a moſt noble 
and ſtately edifice. On January 14, 1487, he was raiſed to 
the dignity of the peerage by the title of Lord Drummond ; 
and was employed in ſeveral negotiations for the court, 
His Lordſhip having, after the coronation of King James IV. 
joined the party that oppoſed King James III. defeated at 
Tillymoſs, the Earl of Lennox, and the Lord Lyle, who had 
taken arms to revenge the death of their ſovereign, and thereby 
diſconcerted the meaſures of. Lord Forbes, who (diſplaying the 
ſlaughtered King's bloody ſhirt as a ſtandard) was collecting 
his friends and vaſſals with the ſame view, as were allo the 
Earls of Huntley and Mariſhal. "This Lord Dummond was 
of the Privy Council to King James IV. and Juſtice General 
of all Scotland. In the year 1508, having acquired the eſtate 
of Inchaffry, he founded there a collegiate church, and en- 
dowed it with a ſufficient revenue for the maintenance of a 
provoſt, ſeveral prebends, &c. By promoting the marriage 
of his grandſon, Archibald Earl of Angus, with Margaret, 
widow of King James IV. he gave ſuch offence to John Duke 
of Albany, Regent during the minority of James V. that he 
ſent Lyon King of arms to take him into cuſtody. His Lord- 
ſhip, thinking that officer did not treat him ſuitable to his 
quality, gave him a box on the ear, and being tried in 1515 
for that offence, which was deemed a ipecies of treaſon, was 
convicted, but his attainder was repealed in the next ſeſſion 
of Parliament : he was one of the Scottiſh nobility, who, on 
July 4, 1516, ſigned the anſwer of refufal to Henry VIII. 
King of England, touching his advice to remove the ſaid Duke 
from the guardianſhip of James V. He married Lady Eli- 
zabeth, daughter of David Lindſey Earl of Crawfurd, and by 
her had three ſons, Malcolm, Maiter of Drummond, who 
died unmarried; William, Maſter of Drummond, who con- 
tinued the line ; and Sir John, who got from his father the 
lands of Innerpeffry, of whom the Drummonds of Innerpeffry, 
Riccarton, &c. are deſcended. His Lordſhip by the ſaid Lady 
had iſſue five daughters, 1.

VII LIAu, Maſter of Drummond, was a man of parts and 
ſpirit ; but being at variance with the Murrays, who claimed 
the tythes of the lands of the Drummonds, in the pariſh of 
Monivaird, and had marched to levy them by force, he went 
with his followers to prevent them, and being accidentally 
Joined by Duncan Campbell, captain of Dunſtaffnage, who 
had come from Argyllſhire, with a party of his men, to re- 
venge the death of his father-in-law, Drummond of 
Meuie, ſlain ſome time before, together with his two ſons, by 
the Murrays, theſe, upon the approach of the confederates, 
fled and were purſued to the church of Monivaiid. The 
Maſter, being fatisfied with making his antagoniſts quit the 
field, was returning home, when a. ſhot, from the church, 
unfortunately killed one of the Dunſtaffnage men, which ſo 
enraged the Highlanders, that they immediately ſet fire to the 
church, and it, being covered with heath, was foon conſumed 
and all within it. J he Maſter of Drummond was thereupon - 
apprehended, and ſent priſoner to Stirling, where he was 
tried ; and although he pleaded innocence, as having no hand 
in the burning of the church, yet being head of the party, 
and no favourite at court, he was condemned and executed in 
the year 1511. However, the quarrel between the Drum- 
monds and Murrays was ſoon after compromiſed. This Wil- 
liam, Maſter of Drummond, married Lady Iſabe! Campbell, 
daughter of Colin firſt Earl of Argyll; and by her had two 
ſons, Walter, Maſter of Drummond, and Andrew, anceſtor 
of the Drummonds of Bellyclone 4. | 
WALTER, Maſter of Drummond, eſpouſed Lady Elizabeth 
Graham, daughter to William Earl of Montroſe, and died 
A. D. 1518, leaving a fon, | L 
Davip, who, in 1519 ſucceeded his great-grandfather in 
his title and eſtate. This Lord Drummond was little engaged 
in the parties and cabals which diſturbed the reign of Mary 
Queen of Scotland, till he ſaw the malignant tendency of the 
meaſures of her enemies, and then he was one of thoſe noble 
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| loyaliſts who entered into a ſolemn bond of aſſociation to de- 
fend her Majeſty againſt all mortals. His Lordſhip was twice 
married, firſt, to Lady Margaret Stewart, daughter of Alex- 
ander Duke of Albany, ſecond fon of King James II. or (ac- 


cording to Crawfurd's Peerage,) daughter of Alexander Stew- - 


art ſon of this Duke of Albany, and ſecondly, to Lady Lilias 
Ruthven, daughter to William Lord Ruthven, anceſtor of the 
earl of Gowrie. By his firſt Lady he had only a daughter, 
Sibylla, wedded to Sir Gilbert Ogilvie of that ilk, the elder 
branch of the noble family of Airly, but which became ex- 
tint in the male line about the end of the 17th century. 
This David Lord Drummond, by his ſecond Lady, was father 
of two ſons and five daughters, viz. Patrick, his heir ; James, 
Lord Maderty, anceſtor of the Viſcounts of Strathallan ; Jane, 
married to John Graham Earl of Montroſe, and Chancellor 
of Scotland ; Anne, the wife of John Erſkine, Earl of Mar, 


and Treaſurer of Scotland; Lilias, eſpouſed to David Lord 


Lindſay, fon and heir apparent of David Earl of Crawfurd ; 
Catharine, wedded to John Murray Earl of Tullibardine, an- 
ceſtor to the Duke of Atholl; and Mary, married to Sir 
James (or Sir Archibald) Stirling of Keir. This noble Lord 
died anno 1571, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon, 
PATRICE, 3d Lord Drummond, who, having been educated 
in his mother's principles embraced the reformed religion, and 
after Queen Mary was a priſoner in England, he joined her 
ſon's party, and came entirely into the court meaſures. His 
Lordſhip had two wives, firſt, Lady Elizabeth Lindſey, daugh- 
ter to David Earl of Crawfurd, and ſecondly, Agnes, daugh- 
ter and coheireſs of John Drummond of Innerpeffry. By the 
firſt of theſe ladies, he was father of James his heir, the firſt 
Earl of Perth; and John, who ſucceeded the ſaid James; Ca- 
therine, married to James Lord Leſley, eldeſt ſon and heir ap- 
parent of Andrew Earl of Rothes ; Lilias, wedded to Alexan- 
der Seton Earl of Dunfermline ; Jane, eſpouſed to Robert 
Ker Earl of Roxburgh; Elizabeth, the wife of Alexander 
Lord Elphingſtone ; aud Anne, ſucceſſively married to Patrick 
Barclay of 1 owie, and Alexander Frafer of Muchil, anceſ- 


tor of the late Lords Fraſer, both in Aberdeenſhire. His Lord- 


ſhip had no iſſue by his ſecond wife, and dying before the year 
1600, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

James, 4th Lord Drummond, who being a nobleman of ex- 
cellent natural endow ments, improved by a polite education 
both at home and in France, was ſent ambaſiador, together 
with Charles Howard Eail of Nottingham, to Philip III. king 
of Spain, by James I. of Great-Britain, and having acquitted 

himſclf in his embaſly to his ſovereign's ſatisfaction, was by 
| let- 
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letters patent, dated March 4, 1605, advanced to the dig- 
nity of Earl of Perth. He married Lady Ifabel Seton, daugh- 
ter of Robert firſt Earl of Winton ; and having by her at his 
death, 1611, only a daughter, Lady Jane, wedded to John 
Earl of Sutherland, was ſucceeded by his brother, 

Joan, 2d Earl of Perth, who is juſtly celebrated for his 
character in public and private life, and belides being fined, 
with his ſon, in the ſum of 5000]. ſterling, by Oliver Crom- 
well, ſuffered many other hardſhips for his attachment to the 
royal cauſe. He married Lady Jane Kerr, eldeſt daughter of 
Robert firſt Earl of Roxburgh, and by her was father of Henry 
Lord Drummond, who died in his infancy ; James, his heir 
Sir John Drummond of Logiealmond, whoſe poſterity exiſts ; 
Sir William Drummond, of whom afterwards as Earl of Rox- 
burgh; Lady Jane, married to John Fleming Earl of Wig- 
ton; and Lady Lilias, wedded to James, Earl of Tullibardine. 

Hating thus deduced the paternal. anceſtors of the ſaid Wil- 
liam Earl of Roxburgh, according to Sir Robert Douglas's 
Peerage of Scotland, we ſhall from the ſame authority, give 
an account of his mother's family, from which he derived his 
peerage, before we narrate his marriage and iſſue. 

The Cars, or Kers, are undoubtedly a very ancient people 
in this iſland : but it is uncertain whether they be of French 
or Engliſh extraction. Thoſe who contend for the former 
alledge, that Baron Ker, and other families of his name, now 
exiſting in France, trace their origin higher than the time of 
William Duke of Normandy, who, being accompanied by a 
conſiderable commander of their name, in his victorious expe- 
dition to England, A. D. 1066, rewarded him for his bravery 
and conduct with divers poſſeſſions in the north of England: 
but here a difficulty occurs, for Northumberland, Cumberland, 
Weſtmoreland, Durham, and part of Lancafhire, are not in 
the Conqueror's ſurvey, called Domes- day book, for reaſons ob- 
vious to every hiſtorian. However, the Cars of England and 
France have the ſame armorial bearings, without any difference 
either in tinctute or charge, viz. Gules, on a cheveron, Ar- 
gent, three Mullets, of the firſt. Others are of opinion, that 
the ſurname 1s local, and was at firſt aſſumed by the owners 
of the lands and baronies of Car and Carſhall in Lancaſhire, 
Whether the Kers of Scotland came from England or France, 
is not aſcertained: and the family of Roxburgh, generally ac- 
knowledged the principal branch, have bore their arms of dif- 
ferent tinctures from thoſe of England and France. Some are 
of opinion, that the Kers of Scotland are aborigines, and en- 
deavour to ſupport their conjecture by ailirming the ſurname 


to be Galig or Celtic. Be that as it may, it is evident, from 
un- 
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unqueſtionable vouchers, that the Kers were a numerous and 
flouriſhing people, in different parts of Scotland, in the reign 
of Alexander III. who ſucceeded to the throne, A. D. 124953 
which they could ſcarce have been, if they came {rom Eng- 
land after the Conqueſt, only 183-years before. | 
RoBerRT de Ker, who livid in the reign of King Robert 
Bruce, and that of his fon King David, who ſucceeded to the 
crown, A. D. 1329, is allowed to be the anceſtor of the illuſ- 
trious houſe of Roxburgh, and father of JoHNx, who had con- 
ſiderable eſtates in the counties of Selkirk and Roxburgh 
(among which was Auldtounburn) and by Mariota, bis wife, 
had a ſon Henry de Ker, whoſe fon RoBERT left iflue two 
two ſons, Richard, who died without iſſue, and Andrew, con- 


tinuator of the line.—Fhis ANDREW, who ſucceeded to the 


eſtate, A. D. 1424, was armour- bearer to the Earl of Douglas, 
from whom, among other charters containing grants of man 

other Lands and Baronies, he got one of the lands of Ceisford; 
and dying before the year 1450, left by his wife, daugh- 
tet of William Douglas of Cavers, three ſons, Andrew, his 
heir; Thomas, and James. — ANDREW was highly in ſavour 
with King James II. and King James III. being concerned in 
molt of the public tranſactions of bis time; and upon the for- 
feitures of the Earl of Douglas, got all his lands, which for- 
merly held of that family, to hold of the crown. He married 
Margaret, daughter of T weedie of Drumelzier, an an- 
cient family in the county of Peebles, and by her had four 
ſons, Walter his heir; Thomas, William, and Ralph.— 
WALTER, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded his father about the year 
1480; and was employed in divers affairs of ſtate. He died 
in 1502, Jeaving by his wife one fon, Sir. Robert; and a 
daughter, Elizabeth, wedded to Philip Rutherford, eldeſt fon 
and heir-apparent of James Rutherford of that ilk.—Sir 
ROBERT Ker married Chriſtian, daughter of the ſaid James 
Rutherford juſt mentioned; (whoſe contract was ſigned at the 
ſame time with his ſiſter's at Roxburgh, on Feb. 12, 1484, the

Sir WALTER Ker, on Sept. 21, 1542, got a charter (con- 
taining many clauſes very honourable to his family) under the 
reat ſeal, of the lands, barony, and caſtle of Ceſsſord, Hunt- 
555 lands, the barony of Auld-Roxburgh, and caſtle thereof, 
e lands and barony of Auldtounburn, with ſeveral others, 
all erected into one free barony, to be called the barony of 
Ceſsford, to and in favour of himſelf, and the heirs male of 
his body; which failing, to his brother Mare; then to An- 
drew his next brother-german ; then to George Ker of Faw- 
donſide; then to Marc Ker of Dolphington ; then to Gilbert 
Ker of Prymſide-Loch; then to James Ker of Merſington ; 
then to George Ker of Linton; then to Lancelot Ker of 
Gaitſhall, and the heirs-male of all their reſpective bodies; 
which all-failing, to him, the ſaid Sir Walter, and his neareſt 
heirs- male whomſoever. He was a great promoter of the re- 
formation, and one of the nobility, who, after Queen Mary 
was forced to reſign the kingdom, joined in a bond of aſſocia- 
tion to defend her ſon's authority and government, A. D.

ſucceſſor, as 4th Earl of Roxburgh, who died in his travels 
abroad on July 13, 1696; John Duke of Roxburgh; and 
Lieutenant-general William Ker, who died Jan. 17, 1740-1, 
ſixty years of age, and left the bulk of yon; eſtate to his ne- 
phew Robert Marquis of Beaumont. 

Which Joun Duke of Roxburgh, was, by her Majeſty 
Queen Anne, promoted to be one of the Principal Secretaries 
of State in 1724: and immediately before the commencement 
of the Union of the two kingdoms, of which his Lordſhip 


had been a moit hearty promoter, he was raiſed to the honours 


of Duke of Roxburgh, Marquis of Beaumont and Ceff 
ford, Earl of Kelſo, and Viſcount Broxmouth, by letters pa- 
tent, bearing date April 27, 1707, alſo the ſame year elected 


one of the fixteen Peers in the fhrit Parliament of Great Bri- 
tain. On March 3, 1708, he was ſworn of the Privy-Coun- 


eil, purſuant to the act for the Union of the two kingdoms z 


and bis Grace being a fincere friend to the proteſtant ſucceſ- 
ſion in the houſe of Hanover, his late (Majeſty named him one 


of the Lords of the Regency, till his arrival in Great Britain;

Alſo 
in the reign of King Richard II. was again Lelected in his 
iſt, 2d, and 5th years; in which laſt, he was choſen Speaker 
of the Houſe of Commons ; and it is memorable, that he was 
the firſt that made excuſe, deſiring to be diſcharged ; but the 
King commanded him on his allegiance to accept the place, 
ſeeing he was choſen by the Commons. He was again 
elected in the 6th, 7th, roth, and k 3th of Richard II. And 
writing himſelf Sir Richard Walgrave, ſenior, Knt. makes

WILLIAM Walgrave, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded to the in- 
heritance of his anceſtors, and was made "one of the Knights 
of the Bath, November 14, 1501, at the marriage Prince Ars 
thur, eldeſt ſon, of Henry VII. He“ was in April 1509, one 
of the executors of the will of John Vere, Earl of Oxford, 
and had 61. 13s. 4d. bequeathed to him, for his labour 
therein: ſo much was he reſpected by that great Earl. 

In 5 Hen. VIII. this Sir William Waldegrave, Knt. * wag, 
nominated by act of Parliament, as one of the moſt diſcreet 
perſons (as the words of the act are) for aſſeſſing and collecting 
a ſublidy of 163,000 l. by a poll-tax, &c, and writing him- 
ſelf of Smalbridge in Suffolk, made his will“ on January 
26, 1524-5, appointing his body to be buried in the pariſh 
church of St. Mary of Buers, in a tomb he had cauſed to be 
made under the arch, between the high altar and the chapel of 
Jeſu; and that he be buried within the ſpace of 24 hours after 
his deceaſe. He gives to dame Margery his wife (who had 
the, manor of Edwardſtone ſettled on her) all his jewels : and 
it appears that he died ſeiſed of divers manors and lands in 
the counties of Suffolk, Eſſex, and Northampton. He was a 
man of great piety, as his bequeſts to ſeveral churches ſhew ; 
and he deſires his executors above all things to pay his debts ; 
or if he had wronged any man, to ſatisfy them. He conſti- 
tuted Margery his wife; and his ſons George and William 
executors of his laſt will, which was proved on March 6, 
1527-8, having departed this life on January 30 preceding. 
Margery his wiſe was daughter of Sit Henry Wentworth of

This Anne, his wife, was daughter to Robert Drury of 
Halſted in Suffolk, and remarried with Sir 'Thomas Jermyn 
of Ruihbrook in Suffolk 7 : by her firſt huſband, beſides the 
ſons beforernentioned , ſhe had two daughters, Anne married 
to Henry Bures of Acton in Suffolk, and ſecondly to Sir 
Clement Higham, Knt. Lord Chief Baron of the Exche- 
quer; and Phillis to Thomas Higham of Higham, Eſq”. 

From George Waldegrave, the ſecond ſon, deſcended the 
family ſeated at Higham in Eſſex, for ſeveral generations. 

Edward, the third fon, was ſeated at Lawford in Eſſex. 
WILLIAM, the eldeſt ſon, received the honour of Knight- 
hood, before 35 Hen. VIII. when, as Hollinſhed writes, he 
and Sir George Somerſet were ſent over to Calais, to ſtrengthen 
the Engliſh pale with 200 men out of Suffolk; and ſoon after 
their arrival defeated $00 Frenchmen, who had deſigned to ſpoil 
the country. In 3 Edw. VI. he accompanied the Marquis of 
Northampton againſt the Norfolk rebels, and the following 
year was Sheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk. On the death of 
Edward VI. being of great intereſt and large poſſeſſions in the 
county of Suffolk, Queen Mary wrote to him, and four other 
gentlemen, on July 9, 1553, to adhere to her title. Accord- 
ingly they engaged the Suffolk men to appear for her, and 
were a principal means of placing that Princeſs on the throne; 
But Sir William Waldegrave dying at Calais December 12 


the ſame year, prevented the perferments he might have ex- 
pected for that ſervice; leaving iſſue by Julian his wife, daugh- 


ter to Sir John Raynsſord, Knt. (and ſiſter and heir to Sir 
John) William his fon and heir, and three daughters, Dorothy, 
married to Arthur Harris of Effex, Eiq.

He married, firſt, Elizabeth daugh- 
ter to Sir Thomas Mildmay, Knt. anceſtor to the late Earl of 
Fitz walter, and ſecondly Griſild, relict of Sir Thomas Rivet, 
Knt. and daughter to 'Thomas Lord Paget: and left ſeveral 
children by his firſt wife (who died 1581) whereof Sir Wil- 
liam Waldegrave, Knt. was ſeated at Smalbridge, and lies 
buried at Bures. | | 

But I now return to EDWARD Waldegrave, ſecond ſon to 
Sir Thomas Waldegrave, Knt by Elizabeth his wife, daugh- 
ter and co-heir of Sir John Fray, Knt. Lord Chief Baron of

Which Edward reſided at Boreley in Eſſex, he married 


Elizabeth, daughter and co-heir to John Cheyney of the county 
of Devon, Eſq. and died in 1501, leaving iſſue two daugh- 
ters, Elizabeth wife of Eden, Clerk of the Star-cham- 
ber, and Margery wife of Robert Ryce, of Preſton in Eſſex, 
alſo Joan his ſon and heir, who married Lora daughter of Sir 
John Rocheſter of the county of Effex, Knight, (and fiſter 


to Sir Robert Rocheſter, Knight of the Garter, Chancellor 


of the duchy of Lancaſter, and Comptroller of the Houſhold 
in the reign of Queen Mary) by whom he had ifſue four 
ſons, Edward, Robert, John, and Thomas, alfo two daugh- 
ters, Mary wife of Abbot of Cockſhall, in Eſſex; and 
Ann. And departing this life on Oct. 6, 1543, his eldeſt 
ſen, November 30 following, by the name of Edward Wal- 
degrave, Eſq. ſon and heir of John Waldegrave, Eſq. had 
ſpecial livery of his lands. 

2 This EDwaRD Waldegrave, in 1 Edw. VI. had a grant 
to him, and his heirs, of the manor and rectory of Weft- 
Haddon in Northamptonſhire. And in the 7th year of that 
reign, being a principal ofacer in the houthold of the Lady 
Mary (afterwards Queen of England,) he incurred the King's

„they did, hoping to have found her then, upon more ripe 
% deliberation, and debating of the matter with herſelf, more 
« conſormable, And in the mean time they forbear alſo to 
« declare to her chaplains and houſhold the charge they had 
received. But repairing to her Grace the ſaid Wedneſday, 
« they did not only not find her conformable, but in further 
„ choler than ſhe was before; utterly forbidding them to make 
declaration of their faid charge and commiſſion to her chap= 
« lains and houſhold : Adding, That where ſhe and her 
„ houſhold were in quiet, if they would by any means diſturb

„The Lords, having heard this much, commanded them 
« to attend, until they ſhould know further, of their plca-

The ſaid Rocheſter, Englefield, and Waldegrave, brought 
& with them letters from the Lady Mary's Grace to the King's 
„ Majelty.” Thus far the Cotton manuſcript, which is a 
tranſcript out of the Council-book. 

I find further, out of the Council-book, and the King's 
journal, that on Auguſt 23, they attended again, and were ſe— 
verally, one by one, charged with not obeying the king's in-

King Edward's death happening Toon after, Sir Edward 
 Waldegrave was highly eſteemed by Queen Mary for bis ſuf- 


ferings, who ſwore him of her Privy-Council, in the firſt year 


of her reign, © conſtituted him Maſter of the Great Wardrobe, 
and granted him the manor of Chewton in Somerſetſhite. 
He was elected one d of the Knights for Wiltſhire to that Par- 
lament, which fat ate Weſtminſter, in Oct. 1553, and held 


to Dec. 6, and was then diſſolved: alſo in that Parliament f. 


ſummoned to meet at Oxford on April 2, 1554, but ad- 
Journed to Weſtminſter, he was elected one of the Knights 
for Somerſetſhire: Likewiſe was choſe for the county of Ef- 


ſex, in the Parliament which met at Weſtminſter Jan. 20, 


1557, Which held to the Queen's deceaſe. He was made one 
ot the Knights of the Carpet on OCt. 2, (the day aſter the 


Queen's coronation,) by the Earl of Arundel; and on April. 


17 following, was appointed one of the Commiſſioners for 
the trial of Sir Nicholas Throgmorton, Ent. charged with be- 
ing priey to Wyat's rebellion. In 3 and 4 Phil. and Mar. he 
was one of the Commiſſioners of Enquiry into hereſies, &c. 
and falſe rumours, &c. againſt their Majeſties; and in 4 and 
5 Phil. and Mar. he obtained a grant ofs the manor of Hever- 
Cobham in the county of Kent, and of the office of Lieute- 
nant of Waltham-foreſt. Alſo was conſtituted Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaſter, on the death of his uncle Sir Ro- 
bert Rocheſter. Which Sir Robert Rocheſter b, Knight of 
the Garter, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaſter, and 
Comptroller of the houſhold to Queen Mary, by his laſt will 
and teſtament, dated May 27, 1557, reciting, That whereas 
he had a patent of John de Veer, Earl of Oxford, for the

Vice-Chancellor and Maſter of the Horſe, and 
of the Privy-Council to Queen Mary, left iſſue Edward his 
ſon and heir, and two daughters; Frances, married to Henry 
Yaxley, of Bowthrop in Norfolk, Eſq. and Magdalen, wife 
of Philip Parris, of Poding Norton, Eſq. ſhe died i Jan. 25, 
| 1650, and is buried at Lynton in Cambridgeſhire. 

Which EDw ARD ſerved in Parliament for Sudbury in Suf- 
folk, in 27 Eliz. and received the honour of Knighthood at 
Greenwich, on July 19, 1607. And, though upwards of 
ſeventy years of age, at the breaking out of the civil wars, he 
loyally took up arms in defence of the royal party ; and hav- 
ing the command of a regiment of horſe, behaved ſo wor- 
thily, that his Majeſty conferred on him the dignity of a Baro- 
net, on Augult 1, 1643. At the impounding of the Earl of 
Eſſex's army in Cornwal, anno 1644, he kept the paſs at 
Saltaſh with his regiments and being charged by the Parlia- 
ment horſe, who endeavoured to break through, he thrice 
rallied his men, though he himſelf was twice unhorſed, and 
at length took forty priſoners. Soon after this he was ſent to 
quarter at Bridport in Dorſetſhire, the King intending to block 
up the towns of Lyme and Taunton ; and during his ſtay there,

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a party of the enemy deſigned to ſurpriſe. him in his quar- 
ters, but the vigilant old Colonel (as Sir Edward Walker 
writes in his hiſtory of the progreſs of the King's forces) in- 
ſtead of being taken, got between the rebels and home, and 
at Portſham near Abbotſbury, fell upon them, where ſome 
few were lain, forty horſe and a cornet taken. A few days 
after, he joined the Earl of Cleveland and Sir Bernard Aſteley, 
who had orders to relieve Portland Caſtle, then ſtraitly be- 
ſieged, which they effected on Oct. 14, 1644. He conti- 
nued ſteady in his loyalty to the laſt, although he loſt two of 
his ſons, and ſuffered in his eſtate to the value of 50,0001. 
And ſo highly had he offended the Parliament (by his loyalty 
and valiant deportment) that in thoſe propoſitions preſented 
to his Majeſty at Hampton- Court, on Sept. 7, 1647, he was 
among thoſe perſons nominated to be removed from his Ma- 
jeſty's councils, and to be reſtrained from coming within the 
verge of the court; alſo to be made incapable of bearing any 
employment. | 

This loyal gentleman married Eleanor *, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Lovel, of Harling in Norfolk, Knt. and fiſter and 
heir to Sir Francis Love), and by her, who died on Dec. 12, 
1604, had iſſue Sir Henry Waldgrave, Bart. his ſon and 
heir, who lies buried in the chancel of Cofley church in Nor- 
folk, with this inſcription on his monument: 5

His eldeſt ſon and heir, Sir CHARLES Waldgrave, Bart.

| ſon and heir, and had alſo another ſon named Charles, and a 
daughter Eleanor, | 

Which Sir HENRY Waldegrave was created Baron Walde- 
grave, of Chewton in $omerſetſhire, on Jan. 20, 1685-6. 
And ia February the year following, was made Comptroller. 
of the King's houſhold; alſo on Augult 11, 1687, conlitituted

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Lord Lieutenant of the county of Salop : but on the Revolu- 
tion retiring into France, he died at Paris, anno 1689. His 
Lordſhip married Henrietta, natural daughter of James IT, by 
Mrs. Arabella Churchill, ſiſter to the John Duke of Marlbo- 
rough ; and by her, who died April 3, 1730, bad two ſons, 
James, created Earl Waldegrave z and Henry, who died un- 
married; alſo a daughter, Arabella, a nun. 

JAMES, 1/1 Earl [/aldezrave, having qualified himſelf by en- 
tering into the communion of the church of England, took 
the oaths and his ſeat in the houſe of Peers, on February 12, 
1721-2. The following accounts of this nobleman being col- 
lected from the Gazettes may be depended upon as authentic. 
Or Sept. 1, 1725, his Lordſhip ſet out for the French court, 
being charged with his Majeſty's and his Royal Highneſs 
the Prince of Wales's compliments to the French King, on 
his marriage. On May 26, 1727, he was appointed Ambaſ- 
ſador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the Emperor cf 
Ger:nany, and two days after ſet out for that court by the way 
of France, and during his ſlay at Paris, receiving advice of 
George I.'s deceaſe, arrived from Paris at Straſburgh on the 
12th of the next month, N. 8. On April 18, he arrived at 


Ulm, and received the compliments of the Magiſtrates of that 


town ; from thence he proceeded down the Danube for Vi- 
enna, where he arrived on the 2bth, N. 8. On the 29th he 
had an audience of his Imperial Majeſty, at Luxembourgh ; 
and the preliminary articles for peace were reciprocally ex- 
changed and ratified. He left that court June 7, 1730, and, 
by way of France, came to England. Whilſt he was abroad, 
in the ſervice of his country, he was, by his late Majefty, 
created Viſcount Chewton, and Earl Waldegrave. On Au- 
gult 7, 1730, his Majeſty was pleaſed to appoint him Am- 
baſſador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the molt Chriſtian 
King; alſo on November 3 following, one of the Gentlemen 
of his Bed-chamber. On February 12, 1734-5, he was ſworn 
of the Privy-Council ; and his Lordſhip returning in 1737 
(from his Embaſſy) to England, for ſome time, he was elected 
a Knight Companion of the moſt noble Order of the Garter, 
at a chapter held at St. James's, Feb. 20, 1737-8 ; but affairs 
of moment calling his Lordſhip to France, he was inſtalled at 
Windſor, by his proxy Sir William Wynn, Knt. June 15, 
1738. In the following year, he complained to the court of 
France, that ſome Spaniſh veſſels had ſeized ſhips belonging 
Britiſh ſubjects, in the river of Bourdeaux; and the French 
miniſtry had ſuch regard to his remonſtrance, that orders were 
ſent to the proper Officers at that place, to endeavour to ſeize 
the Spaniar Is and their veſſels, and to reſtore, immediately, 


to his M. jefty's: ſubjects, the ſhips and effects that had been 
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aken from them. At the latter end of that year he came 
over to England, and returned again to France in February 
1739-40. But his Lordſhip's health declining, he ſet out 
from Paris for Calais, on October 31, 1740, having obtained 


leave to return to England ſor his recovery. And on April 
II, 1741, his Lordſhip departed this life, at his ſeat at Nave- 


ſtocke, in the county of Eſſex, aſter a long illneſs, and was 


interred in the church there. | 


His Lordſhip married, in the year 1714, Mary, ſecond 
daughter of Sir John Webbe, of Hatherop in Glouceſterſhire, 
Bart. and, by her (who died in child-bed, Jan. 22, 1718-19) 
had three ſons and a daughter. 

1. James, ſecond Earl Waldegrave; 2. John Waldegrave, 
born 1 Flanders, on January 17, 1715-16, and 
died the ſame day; 3. John, third Earl Waldegrave. Lady 
Henrietta, his Lordſhip's daughter, was born January 2, 
1716-17, married on July 7, 1734, to the honourable Edward 
Herbert, Eſq. (only brother to the late Marquis of Powis) 
and died May 31, 1753. | 

JamEs, ſecond Earl Waldegrave, was born on March 4, 


1714-15, ſucceeded his father on April 11, 1741, in titles 


and eſtate, and on Dec. 16, 1743, was appointed one of 
the Lords of his Majeſty's Bed-chamber. Having been pre- 
ſent at Cambridge, at the inſtalment of his Grace the Duke 
of Newcaſtle, Chancellor of that Univerſity, he was, on 
July 3, 1749, admitted to the degree of Doctor of Laws. On 
April 27, 1751, his Lordſhip had a grant of the offices of 
Steward of the Duchy of Cornwall, and of the borough and 
manor of Bradninch in Devonſhire, and Steward of all the 
Caſtles, manors, and lands, within the counties of Cornwall 
and Devon, parcel of the ſaid Duchy; and of Warden and 
Steward of the Stannaries, and of the Stannary courts ; and 


of Maſter and Rider of the foreſt and chace of Dartmore, 


parcel of the ſaid duchy. December 18, 1752, his Majeſty 
was pleaſed to appoint his Lordſhip Governor to the preſent 
King, then Prince of Wales, as alſo to his Royal Highneſs 
Prince Edward, Duke of York, and Privy-purſe to their 
Royal Highneſſes; and thereupon he reſigned his place of 
Lord of the Bed-chamber. On the 20th of the ſame month, 
he was ſworn of his Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy Council, 
and took his place at that board. | 

On Auguſt 30, 1757, his Lordſhip was inſtalled Knight of 
the Garter ; and the fame year was appointed a Teller of the 
Exchequer (a place for life). At the acceſſion of his preſent 
Majeſty, his Lordſhip was continued one of the members of 
the Privy-Council ; and on March 7, 1761, had a renewal 


of his grant of Steward of the duchy of Cornwall, &c. and 
| ets | Warden 
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Warden and Steward of the Stannaries, &c. all which Offices 
he enjoyed till he died of the ſmall-pox, April 8, 1763, 
being then alſo Fellow of the Royal Society and was buried 
at Naveſtock, where a monument is erected to the memory 
of himſelf and father, on which is the following inſcription, 

Underneath this monument are the remains of the two 
firſt Earls Waldegrave, father and ſon, both of the name of 
James, both ſervants of that excellent Prince George the 
ſecond, both by him created Enights of the moſt noble order 


of the Garter. 
James the father, was employed in foreign embaſſies to the 


courts of Vienna and Verſailles, by George the firſt, and by 
George the ſecond ; and he did his court and country honour 
and ſervice, and was reſpected wherever his negotiations made 
him known. In his private capacity, the affability and bene- 
volence of his diſpoſition, and the goodneſs of his under- 
ſtanding, made him beloved and eſteemed throughout his 


life. | 
The antiquity of his illuſtrious and noble family, is equal 


to that of moſt that may be named in any country or time, 


and needs not to be here recited. | 
&« He died of the dropſy and jaundice on the 11th of April, 


1746, aged 57. 
„ His eldeſt ſon James, before mentioned, and interred 


within this vault, died of the ſmall-pox on April 28, 1763, 


aged 48; theſe were his years in number, what they were in 


wiſdom hardly belongs to time. The univerſal reſpect paid 


to him while he lived, and the univerſal lamentation at his 


death, are ample teſtimonies of a character not eaſily to be 
parallelled. He was for many years the choſen friend and 
favourite of a King, who was a judge of men; yet never that 
King's miniſter, though a man of buſineſs, knowledge, and 
learning, beyond moſt of his cotemporaries, but ambition 
viſited him not; and contentment filled his hours, Appealed 
to for his arbitration by various contending parties in the ſtate, 
upon the higheſt differences, his judgment always tempered 
their diſſentions, while his own principles, which were the 
freedom of the people and the maintenance of the laws, 
remained {tedfaſt and unſhaken, and his influence unimpair- 
ed, though exerciſed through a long ſeries of ſtruggles that 
ſerved as a foil to diſintereſted virtue; the conſtancy and firm- 
neſs of his mind were proof againſt every trial but the dif. 
treſſes of mankind ; maſter of a powerful and delicate wit he 
had a ready conception, and as quick as any man that ever 
lived, and never loſt his wiſdom in his wit ; nor his coolneſs 
by provocation. He ſmiled at things that drove other men 
to anger. He was a ſtranger to reſentment, not to ren 
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- thoſe feared him moſt that loved him, yet he was fevered by 


all ; for he was as true a fiiend, as ever bore that name, and 
as generous an enemy as ever bad man tried,” 
He wedded, on May 15, 1759, Maria, 2d daughter of Sir

Jokx, third Earl MWaldegrave, who was born on April 


28, 1718, and chuſing a military life, was, in December 


1737, appointed # Lieutenant in the 1ſt regiment of Foot 
Guards. From. that he was removed to the 3d regiment of 
Foot Guards, in which, on July 12, 1743, he was conſti- 
tuted Captain Lieutenant; alſo, on Sept. 13, Captain of a 


company, and on February 25, 1747-8, was promoted to be 


a Major therein, with the rank of Colonel. On Jan. 26, 
1750-1, he got the command of the gth regiment of Foot, 
which he kept till he was made Colonel of the 2d, or Queen's 
regiment of Dragooa Guards, on Sept. 10, 1759, being then 


in Germany, under Prince Ferdinand of Brunſwick, to whom 


his Lordſhip was the principal Supporter in the proceſſion on 
Ockober 17, that year, when his Highneſs had the honour to 


be inveſted with the habit and enſigns of the moſt noble Or- 
der of the Garter. His Lordſhip was promoted to the rank 


of Major-General on February 10, 1757, and to that of 
Lieutenant-Geaeral on April 10, 1759. His Lordſhip was, 
in March, 1760, appointed Governor df Plymouth. He was 
Member for Orford in the Parliament ſummoned in 1747, in 
the two next for Newcaitle-under-Line, and was one of the 
Grooms of the Bed-chamber to his Majeſty, till he ſucceeded 
to the Peerage. His Lordſhip is now General of his Majeſty 
Forces, Colonel of the 2d Regiment of Foot Guards, and 
Maſter of the Horſe to her Majeſty. 

His Lordſhip, in 1751, married Lady Elizabeth, 5th daugh- 
ter of John Earl Gower; and by her had three fons, George, 
Lord Viſcount Chewton, born November 22, 1751; who is 
Lieutenant and Captain in the third regiment of foot-guards : 
William born july 9, 1752, and appointed a Maſter of his 
Majeſty's Navy 1775 3 and John, born November 27, 1756.
